GENERAL. 


TuEitE have been no gro&t changes in the administration of the Public Works Department Administro- 
during the year. Tho powers of Superintending Engineers have been very mi:^ph enlarged; tivo ohi^igeB, 
they oxerciso now nearly tho same authority given in tho Code to Chief Engineers. The 
separate Office Establishments miuntained for the Chief Engineer, and for tlie Secretariat of. 
tho Public Works Department, have been given up. There i.s now only one Establislmient and. ■ 
oiie record, and a redaction has been madi* which will allow of the offices of Superintepdipg., • 

Engineers being improved.

2. A sustained attempt has been made to obtoln Contractors for the execution of jjablic Contract 
works at schedule rates—^repairs as well as new works. system. 
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The Contract system" has ' been fairly" irit^aced into the ' Preaid^cy’ • Owcle, Aiid 
results will come under review for 1862-63; it is sufficient here to say that the meai^’e pro¬ 
mises to bo a success, and that tlie ffirorable ccanmencement made, is owing to the careful mad- 
ner in which both tlie public and the d^artmeait were instructed in .the proposed rules for 
working; and as to tho nature, manner, and Dopartenontal rates, of the several.descriptions of 
work for which, as a whole, tenders .were invited. Tho accepted tenders are for one year 
and tho rates are but little in excess of the departmental, rates. . • ' . ' 

Contractors have been found for tho works in Calcutta, within tho Fort, at Barrackpore 
and its.out-posts, for some works on the Calcutta Canals, and for an iron bridge over Tolly’s 
Nullah j tenders are also invited for woiks in the Burdwan and Cuttack Circles, but there is 
difficulty in extending a systoni uf contracts on a large scale. The measure cannot bo forced 
and whore large contractfirs are not forthcoming, the utmost will be done to foster a system 
of petty ccmtracts; employing beneficially head workmen and artifiems, and tlie energetic men 
of small or no capital who can command labor. Tliis is the special improvement in the 
Department which is now aimed at, as tending to diminish establishments, to simplify accounts, 
and to create a voiy useful class of workers for the Department. 


Assistance at 3. Tho plan of allowing officials at out-posts to undertake, the execution of petty 
out-Stations. works and of repaim, which has boon tried with much success in the Punjab, has been extended 
to Bengal under the eiders of tho Government of India.

Where so much zeal, hearty good-will, and co-operation, 
have been shewn generally j and where there has been, on j;he whole, so much of good 
muuugemeut, and so much effective progress, it is not necessary to ptu’ticolarize exceptions, 
immediato steps having been taken to remedy matters wherever the progress or management 
lias not boon wliat it should be. 

WORKS. 


Very little has been done for tho Military Department deserving of spocial notice. 

Mil ITAIIY Considerable sums have been spent upon tho semi-permanent 

Ban-acks erected in 1857-60 in repairs, additions, and alter¬ 
ations. At Dohreo, work has been suspended, and no further outlay is to be incuiTed. All new 
works at Dmn-Dum have been suspended, question liaving been raised as to abandoning this old 
Cantonment. At Raneegunge and at Hazareobaugh, tho demand for additional minor works has 
been frequent. At Hazareobaugh, two new Plunge Baths, temporary Stablos, Gun Sheds, and 
W^orkshops for a Batteiy of Artillery liave been put in liand. On Mount Piirifmath 
the Barrack for thirty-three men, and flio Bungalow for officers, are now ready for 
roofing, but cannot bo covered in befoi’o next season owing to tho difficulty of keeping workmen 
on tho liill. In Fort W'illium a now Plunge Bath has been built in the cunette of tho ditch, 
'fho masoniy of tho Queen's Barrack liaving shewn "ivhat w'ero considertid to bo signs of crush¬ 
ing, tho building was oarefiilly exaiuinod by a committee of qualified ofllcers, who tx'ported Hut. 
there was no reason for doubting its stability, but that two of tho lower verandah piors shewed 
signs of weakness and should bo re-built: These piers were accordingly taken down, support¬ 
ing meanwhile tho upper floors, new piers were then btult up ivith great care, tho. underpinning, 
aJw^ a difficult matter, being effected in a clever workmanlike mauher. xiiTailgements are in 
progress for ligliting tho Fort with gas.

JUDICrAL. 


The new Cutchcray for the Sudder Ameen.at Kislinaghor has been completed. Sub-. 

Divisional Court Houses and residences, on tho standard plan, 
have been commenced in the Nuddea District, at Ranaghat, 
Choadangah, Bongong, Narail, Jcnidali, Kotechandpore, and Salkhijiah, and are well advanc¬ 
ed; similar buildings have been commenced at Kooshtea, tho terminus of tlie Eastem Bengal 
Railway on the Ganges, and also at Slmrporc, in Chota' Nagporo. 

llie new Court Houses at Dinagepore for tho Judge, and at Monghyr and Mozufferpore 
for tho Principal Sudder Amcens, have been completed, and some progress has been made in 
the construction of the Judges court Louses at Mozufferpore tmd Chuppra. 

Alterations have been made in the Calcutta Croat Jail for the safe custody of prisoners, 
and extensive additions are about to bo commenced for tho better accommodation and classifi¬ 
cation of prisoners. A new upper-storied residence for the Clovemor of the jail is well advanced; 
tho lower story will be use d for the guard and for the offices of the jail. A new jail Hospital 
at Dinagepore has been completed, and at Bhangulporo the Walls of tiro Jail have been raised, 
and new roofs given. Sub-Divisional Jails, on the standard plan, consiatJug of a hazut 
ward with a siuTounding wall of masonry, are under construction at ComercoUy, Diamond 
Harbour, Burhee, and Nowgong. At Raneogunge a small Lock-up for Europeans has been 
commenced. 


REVENUE, 


A now I’misury building has been completc'd at Gya. At Mozufferpore and at 

Cliuppra Court-houses for tho Collectors have been under 
construction; a new Court house at Hazarcobaugli is nearly 
completed; some additions liave also been made to the Court houses at Balasoro and 
Cuttack. 

It has been found necessary to consti-uct new floors to the two new Custom Sheds at Cal¬ 
cutta. In the first shed the tloor was only of concrete, which had not sufficient strength to with¬ 
stand tho w(^ar and tear, and it has been n‘-j)laced by stone paving; in the second 
shed the stone paving bad been laid on sand, it has now been re-laid over brickwork. 
Extensive repairs and renewals have been completed to the Calcutta Custom House, and 
iron gi-atings have been fixed to numerous archways and Opcm’ngs, to prevent the pilfering, 
which was very prevalent. At the Goolzarbaugh Oj)ium Factory a large Chest Shed has been 
completed, and tho west Godown has been fitted with drying racks: A boundary waU is 
being ctnisimctcd round tlio premises. Additional accommodation bang required for tho 
bonding of saJt at Sulkea, several buildings liave been hired and adapted for'the purpose.’ 
Active pn>parations are being made for the laying down of iron tramways leading from a new 
timber jetty to some i*f tlie Sulkea Golahs. 'JTfis work is executed experimentally, and the' 
jetty, which is also nuder con.struction, wnll be pi’ovided witli cranes to facilitate the 
unloadijig of salt from vessels. If tlicso appliances ore found to answer well, aihS tb be a 
succe.ss financially, the system will be extended and the whole of the GodowmS placed/in 
communication by rails with landing jetties.

V it was found necessary on the score of. expense to set it osid,©, 
and to prepare a more simple design which might be cartiod into oxecutioih for an expenditure 
not exceeding two lakhs of Rupeesv ^his ha« been done by 0. G. "VyWy, and tho first stone 
of ^he church was laid by His Honor the Lioutenant-Gkivornor of Bengal^ on tfie -Tlh Juno 1862, 
with all tlio ceremonies proper to the occasion, and in the presence of a large, concourse of 
spectators. ^ 

At Dinapore, fund's having been subscribed for adding a tower to the church ,* the work has 
been put in hand. ■ - 


At (.lutlack, anew Church, also designed by Mr. Wmy, has been eomiriencfed and well 
advanced during the past season; the walls aro already built about 12 feet high, and the 
work, Avhich is executed in red stone mth dressed quoins, is stated to be very well done. 
Five thousand Rupees for the construction of this church were raised by subscription; 
10,000 Rupees have been added by Government. The chui'ch is estimated to coat 15,000 
Rupees and will accommodate 112 pei’sons. 


Arrangcnicnts lijivc been made for the construction of small churches at Cachar, 
Pumeali, Gyah, and Arrah. The churches at Raneegungo and at Bhaugulporo have been 
taken over from the Local Committees, and will, henceforth, be maintained at the cobt of 
Govemnient. 


GKNLiRAL. 


I’artial repairs have been made to the surrounding tank and tomb of Shere .Shah at 

Sasscram. It is intended, in fulfilment of the proinise.s made 
by Government to the inhabitants of Sasserani in 1858, to 
excavate the bottom of tliis t;ink and to revet the sides. TJio inhabitants of the town, who 
eliiofly depend upon this tank ft>r their water-supply, are desirous tluit the bottom should bo 
cleansed; and that the w.ators, •which are at pro.sent foul and unwliolesome, she.ild bo wholly 
renewed. 


•A second revised design for the now General Post Office and Telegraph Offices to be 
t'rected in Calcutta has been prepiirod by Mr. Wmy, au<l the siilijeet of tln.s building and of the 
accomm<)dation to be afforded, is now under consideration. Small post-offices have boon built 
at Cuttack, Kishnaghur, Pubna, and Bally. 


T'he new Copper Mint is the most extensive building which has been in progress during 
the year, and the masonjy has been very successfully built upon a bad sub-soil. The flat 
roofing is sapportt;d by iron girders brought into use from the stock of imported iron 
for bqjri’jicks : Tho Laminating room, which i.s of noblo proportions, is to have an iron 
pent roof, which is being erected; tbo roof covering is to be of corrugated iron, oyer pine 
boarding. 


A new landing Ghat framed of cast iron has been constructed at the Botanical Garden 
on the Hooghly river, and it is found to answer well. 

Althongh tho care and maintenance of the Enibanknient,s in Bengal demand so much of 

the attention of this Department and absorbs a considerable 
proportion of the total expenditure, there is usually little 
which calls for special notice. The work of completing the Hidgellee Sea Dyke has not

All theso works substantially coTistructed of sound Haul timber, and will last with care for 
jnany y(‘ars. 'I’he cost of these bridgtis has l)eoii Jtupees OO the foot forward. It is intended 
to metal tho road for a width of twelve feet from Caragolah to l’*unieali t/lO miles), f^tone 
metal for about three miles has been broken and conveyed to the roadside.

Grand 'rrnnk Road, by wliich th(3 diiliculties, and, it may be .said, the dangers of tho present 
ghat, will be avoided ; tho gradient on the present line is in places I in 11; on the new line it 
will in no place exceed 1 in 30, whil.st tho length of tho road wluch was laid out by Majt!!'

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Coih<ifrio’ttnrj.the OnInhumiJi andMidftiapore Road, 55 milcs.^ProgrcHS Has Iwen slow and 
not oltojjether satisfactory, tLe ci»'cf difRonlty luus been in procuring labor. Nothing lias been 
clone to complete the roiid betivcon Oolabariab and Moiarakha, on account of the canal, Along 
side, not being finished: From Moiarakha on the Dainoodur to Koela Ghat on the Tloopnaraiu, 
and from thence to Panchkoorah on the Co-ssi river, tlie metalling is about ,tbree-quarfer.s 
completed. From I'anclikoorali to Midnaiiore the whole of the metalling has been completed, 
and the old metalling repaired.

Tho Miihinjiorr. and GattMcA’Tiloftdhas been taken in hand dining the jmst yeai*. Fi’om 
Midnaporo to Rtijgliut on the Soobunreeka, 49 miles, the road 1ms been raised and sLk additional 
drain bridge.s have been constructed pre})aratory to metalling the road. From Kajgluit on tho 
tSoobunreeka to the Pytuniee river, ninety miles, earth raismg apd bridges are in active pro¬ 
gress; ten injisoniy drain bridge.s giving 200 lineal feet of watonvay are well advanced. From 
the Hyturneo to Cuttack, -19 miles, earthwork in progress, and also masonry bridges, in opes 
of 10 and 15 feet span, to tho extent of 205 lineal feet, llie entire eartli raising and bridging 
of this road will be completed by the rains of 1HO:?, after which the metalling will be taken 
in hand. 


—7’his ro.'wl, idd Bancoorah and Bmhenpore, 
lias been taken ii]) as an Imjierial road, and much lias been done towards making it a good 
second clas.s road: Between tho railway terminus and the Grand Trunk lltuid, a new layer of 
metal amounting to a re-construction has been carried out, tho traflic on this length is 
jierliaps licavicr than on any roiwl in Bengal.

—The brulging of thoro.ad between the, big Fenny 
and Chittagong has been commenced, the works will be jilaced in active pi’ogres.s daring the 
lu'xt working se.ason.

The Oon-hiifiii to Sidt'dlong bridle road (52 miles, lias been coimiK'iiced, and about half 
completed. If this new station of Sthillong should answer tho e.vpoctat ions formed, this road 
will be opened out as a good earl i-oad. 

Attempts have been matio to piash on the bi’idging and improving of the Assam nunk 
S in tho Upper Assam Division, but owing to w'ant of labor very little could be done. 
Deficiency of labor in Assam has brought all public works to a stand; local rales have 
been increu.sod to tho price for which it was thought that labor could be imporU'd; steps 
have since boon taker, to im}K)rt luborcr.s from Calcutta. 

7V<< Darji.'idlng Cart Road, front SlUigoorrn to Darjodtug, 62 /a///'6'. —'fhe importance 
of opening out a cart road to Darjeeling through the stib-Ilimalayaii rang©, in continuation of tho 
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m road from Caragolali, has been fully recognized; and the pr^-ticability of forming a road with a 
gradient not exceeding 1 in 30 lias been proved: The work will bo an expensive one, and occupy 
at least tliroo years, owing to the difficulty of procuring labor to the extent required. The rate 
of wages has been raised, but the progress during the year has not exceeded the formation of 
about six and a half miles; the work has been commenced at the two ends, Kur.seong and the 
Saddle; notliing has yet boon done in the foi-mation of the road from Kurseong to the plains. 

Ill the Tirhoot district, tlio road. from ■Moxuferj.iore to Hajeeporc, 34 miles, and from 
MozvQh'poro to the Qaagee opposite Barh, via Dulsing 8orai, 50 miles, have been taken up as 
imperial road.s; little was done during the past year beyond surveys and estimates, but work 
will progi'oss next season. 

A. road from Ghuttra to Ghnmpnrun on the Grand Trunk lload, thii'ty-two miles, has been 
opened out during tho year in connexion with the best cotton field in the Chota JS'agporo 
district; nine miles of wu'th-ivork and ton small bridges have been completed. 

A road to Sooron has been commenced, from a point on the Grand Tnmk Road opposite 
tho Ranoogungo road, which will be carried past the torminua of tho Singarun branch railway. 
Preparations havo been made for constructing a light iron bridge over the Singarun river, 
about three miles from tho Grand Trunk Road, which will place the Collieries on tho further side 
of the Singarun in communication with th6 branch railway, which is to be opened on the 1 st 
September. 


The Cuthick and Taldartgah Jtomt, 43 miles .—Opened last year as a track, has been 
converted into a good fair-weather road, and the work is nine-^nths completed. Tlic traffic 
is very great, aud it is rapidly increasing. This road connects Cuttack with tho navigable 
portion of the Mahaiiiiddy river and wdth the new Port at False Point, which is increasing in 
importau(‘c. 


The Superintending KngHiiecr (,'uttack Circle, complying with the orders of Government, 

submitted a proposal for tho construction of roads to facilitate 
“ CorroK KoaJ)8” ix Cuitick. i,. - » , ./.c,, 

tho trouKSit of cotton from the country we.st of bumbulporc, 

Uaipoiv, and Chutteesghur, to tho sea-board of Orissa. His proposal embraced tho construc¬ 
tion of 270 miles of new road, and tlie improveinv'nt of about 90 miles of existing 
fair-weather roads. Tho route passes from Cutbick rid Bankeo and Sonopoor to Binka 
and Sumbulpoor wiih'a branch to Sohilu on the Nagpore Road: Great difficulties were en¬ 
countered, but the result of tho season’s work has boon mr>sL satisfactory; no loss than 220 miles 
of fair-weather roads have been opened out. Tho road for the whole length is expected to bo 
completed next season, but with tho transfer of Sumbulpoor to the Central Provinces, tho' 
roads north, of Sonopoor, to which the Lioutonaut-Governor attached much importance, 
been handed over to the Ihiblic Works Department of Nagpore. 


A contract has been made with the firm ot Messrs. Brassey, Wythes and Co. for erecting 
BEIIX 3 E.S. girder bridge over Tolly’s Nullah, to lead from Alipore 

Tottfs NvLiiAn, AtipoBB. to Calcutta, by the road between the Sudder Court House 

and the General Hopital at the site cf the timber bridge dismantled in 1858. The iron bridge 
is to be completed before the rains of 18(33, 
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Tlic whole of the fouiidafcionsi ai-e, now completed. The abutjnonts and sixteen piers 

have been constructed up to springing lino, and the cutatonu 
springers have been fixed.

Tho foundations of tliis bridge also, with the exception of one pier, ..ai'e completed. Thu 
„ superstnicturc is also up to springing lino with the sprimrers 

fixed. IJie lixooutive Engineer lias been successful in the 
manufucturo of bricks of a very superior quality for the arching of these two bridges, and 
although the quantity burnt is not large, the arrangements foi* the manufacture have been 
faii’ly established. It, is expected that the fourteen openings of the Morhur bridge will be 
arched over by the mins of 18()!3, and that the sixteen arches of the liooryali will be completed 
by the rains of J 861. 


A pjoject has been sanctioned during tlio year for restoring the Lwlajun bridge on tho 

Gmnd Trunk Ko’atl. This bridge, which was of stone masonry, 
linKiAJtJs BRinflK G. T. Ro. n. fuilyd in Tbo abutments with one arch on eucli side 

aro standing, as also the four contml masonry arches. It is proposed to connect tluan 
on oacli side by five iron lattice girders support('d on iron tubular piers vesting on tljo old 
foundations, which aro to be protected by a coulinuons masonry tkxiring with curtain walls.

Alterations have been made in tho design of this liridgc by reducing the number of 

masonry arches on the east .side from live to two, and by 
reducing tho height of the road level, three feet, which is 
the reduced depth of tho girdem sent out fi’om Kngland. The progress in sinking llio founda^ 
t ii/n bloi'ks has boon .slow: 'I’ho l)lock.s of <mo foundation have reached a fhipth of forty feet; 
it is intend(>d to sink the mnaining bloc'k.s to a depth of thirty feet below datum, and to protect, 
the whole hmgth by a continuous flooring. The picr-s for the ma.soriry iu‘che.s are built up to 
springing line, .and two other piers aro ready to receive tho girders. All tho remaining 
foundation pi(*rs aro in progress, and have been .sunk fiom twi‘1v(; to twenty-four fec't. '^I’lio 
centres for tho two arches on tho east bank are ready, and the arclu's will be tunied during 
tho rains of 1862. 


Of this Causeway 1,936 running feet have, been compk'tcd during the ])!ist year, making 

a total of 8,860 running feet out of 11,1 ,‘»0 feet e-stimatod. The 
SoABB Cacsbwat G.l. Road. remaining 2,o90 feet can, it is reported, be cwipletcd by the 

rains of 1863. A good working project lias still to bo devised for the passage of the oj'dinary 
channel of the river from the end of the Causeway to the westoni batik: this th'stimco is 
about 1,200 feet tho greater part of which is dry during the summer months. 

The Calcutta Canals have been m.aintairu;d in good order througliont iJie year. A double 
nAVJOABLK canals. has^be(*n coiniiK'iiced on the new Canal just above 

Calcbtta Canaia. the junetion, to enable tlie Ihigirieers to regulate the flow 

of the water; shutting it off from the now Canal when it is requisite to .scour (he bc-d of the 
old cliaimol.

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A rftnge of Store Godowns lias been biiilb on the bank of the Canal os an experimental 
measnn', and promises to answer financially and to supply a growing want. The only Qodowu 
finished was at once let at a fair rent. 


'JTie deepening of this tidal channel, w'as deferred during the great pressure for labor 

caused by the Calcutta drainage works and the railway 
I'oiLrs NttLiH. works at Bcaldah. The improvement of tho channel will be 

eft'ected during the next and following seasons. .The cut-off of the Boaskhally, tho first of 
three cuts-off^ which it is proposed to make on the Eastern Canals, to shorten the distance 
and improve the navigation, is in progress.

CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL. 

The portion of Calcutta Drainago Works wliicb has been sanctioned and called oxpevi- 
DRAINAQE. mental, has progressed steadily during the year. The Main 

Sewor (Dhurrumtollah Street) is now complctetl from tho river 
Ilooghly to tho temporary pumping station at Eutally,. witli exception of a short lengtli 
of about fifty foot under the Strand road, which will not be formed until after the rains 
of 1862. The temponuy pumping station at Entally has been completed as far as the Engine 
and Pumping House aro concerned ; tho range of Workshops adjoining are nearly up to tho 
roof. High level sower-works, which are to convey tho sewage from tlie temporary pumping 
station at Eutally io tho canal just liolow the site of tho permanent pumping station, have 
been placed in progress, and the sewer in North Road Entally has been completed. ITic per¬ 
manent high level works, which are to lead from the pc'rnianent pumping station to the 
Tingrah Khal, and tho open excavation from thence to the central channel of the lake, have 
not yet been commenced upon, and they must be constructed before the sewage of the portion ' 
of city, which is to be discharged through tho DhuirumtoHah Maiu Sewer, can be led into it. Tho 
experiment with the temporary pumping station being, for the present, confined to pumping out 
the water only, and just so much sewage, as used mider tho old system, to discharge directly into 
the Entally cesspool. 

As noticed in the last Report the expense of tho Drainage Works has far exceeded 
tho original estimate, owing to the rise in the cost of labor and of materials, and to the 
modifications in the project which have been decided upon by the Drainage Committee and by 
Governiheut from time to time.

and that it is only ncoessaiy to import trained Drivers from Jlngland for the firat two or ^ree 
years of the working of a new l^ailway. /- 

Mr. Stokes, the Superintendent of the Locomotive Department, in the course of 
six years has engaged 261 Fii-omen in this country, of whom sixty-five have beconio 
Engine Drivers, and' seventy-four others arc in course of training for tho same duty 
on the Ehnning-Shed. The Government proposed, in appreciation of Mr, Stokes^ 
zealous labours, and to mark tho importance of the results, that a bonus of Bupees 
10,000 should be awardisd to the Locomotive Department, three-fifrhs of this amount 
being assigned to the Superintendent j and that a premium of Rupees 250 should bo given in 
future to tho Locomotive Department for every approved Engine Driver trained at Howrah, 
thi’oc-fifths of which bonus should also go to the Superintendent. It was further suggested that 
in tho event of a Railway Company engaging Drivers trained by any other Railway Company 
that a payment of £30 should bo made, the extra £5 being nn additional perquisite of the 
Locomotive Superintendent who trained the man.

Saugor were in a very satisfactory condition, and that from 
River Survey. Sf^ugor to Diamond Harbour a Steamer with sufficient power, 

of a tlraught not exceeding 24 foot, would find little difficulty in coming op on any day of tijo 
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year, i^rhilo one drawing 26 or 27 foot could be brought up there under fevorable circumstances 
of tide and woathor. iSevoral Vessols of a clraught above 23 feet have proceeded down lately, 
taking the top of high water to cross the several bars. The Auckland and Lloyds' Channels 
Lave continued to deteriorate. 'Ibo latter Channel when surveyed in November last had only 
feet () inches at low water.

A Memorial having boon presented by tho Trades* Association, complaining of the ineffi¬

Tho result was a recommendation that for 
tho present Municipal Commission should be substituted one Central Board, consisting of 
six Members, and tJic Commissioner of Police as President, and six Local Boards. The 
Members were all to sen'e gi’atuitously. The Local Boards were to have control of merely 
local works, and tlie Central Board to have tho allotment of tho Funds of tlie jwhole, as also 
tho direction of all works of genenil utility to tho population of tho City. The scheme 
is under tho consideration of tho Legislature.

STATIONERY. 


At the suggestion of the Civil Finance Commission the Government of India authorized 

Changes in the Department daring tho *^0 introduction of certain changes in the stationery Depart- 
y®"''' mont during the year, with a \iew to tho reduction of 

expenditure. The most important of these hltorations are, first, that tho supplies from 
England, hitherto received through the Homo Authorities Jire henceforth to bo obtained by 
contract with English Manufacturers; and next, that the purchases made in this country are to 
be made by regular contracts. The rest of the changes have reference mainly to the 
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substitution, to some extent; of cheaper qualities of paper and othcreirticIesofiKSsne for the more 
expensive qualities now in use, a d to the proper checking of the consumption of Stationery 
in all Departments. 


TcikIcm for tliv supply of Stationery. 


In pursuance with the orders of the Government of' India the Superintendent of 

Stationery invited Tenders for the supply of Stationery for 
18()2-ti3 by public adveiiisement ; and thp Board* of Revenue, 
after having had under thoir cousidevation the Tenders which were submitted, and having 
inspected the samples sent with them, have aceepted the most eligible offers. ’ This 
has been intimated accordingly to the persons concerned, and the Solicitor to Government is 
now engaged in drawing up Contracts for their signature. 


The operations of tlxe year nnder report show that the total cost of Stationery purchased 

during the year,' plus the stock in hand at its commence¬ 
ment amounted to Rupees 6,13,508, or less by Rupees 
1,73,489 than the purchases, impoi-tations, and stock of the preceding year. 


Operations of tlie year. 


The value of Stntiouciy issued was Rupees 4,23,704, which also exhibits a reduction to 
ihe extent of Rupees 81,661; and the value of Mofussil purchases was Rupees 1,91,705. 

The net amount realized on account of Stationery sold was Rupees 6,184. 

THE INDIGO DISTRICTS. 


Some anxiety was naturally felt for the tranquillity of the Indigo Districts during the 

iVccftution-. takoii for the prevention of Solving .scasou, and every ])ossible jtrecaution was token for 
.ii.iurbances during the sowing eoneon. prevention of disturbances. Thc ucw arrangements for 

sub-iividing the Districts of the Nuddea Dirision had licen completed before the season com¬ 
menced, tiiid one Magisterial Officer was appointed to each new Sub-Division. Extra Deputy 
Iklagistratos were also posted wherever their services wore required, and Detachments of 
Native infantry, of tho strength of 200 men each, were placed in the Budder Stations of the 
Di.stricts of Nuddea tmd Jessore. The Magistrates of all the Indigo Districts generally were 
further authorized to entertain extra bodie.s of Police wherever they might find it necessary to 
do so, and they were direcibd to keep these in readiness, iu compact bodies of not less than 
twenty-five men, that they might bo rapidly moved about as occasion might require. 


Notwithstanding these precautions tho year under re.viow did not pass off altogctlier with¬ 
out disturbances. 'The specific acts of violence, howevej’, were not many in number, and in 
most of them tho oftenders were arrested and pmiished. Tliero were also illegal assejjnblies 
in several places, but tho promiit appearance of the Police put down these demonstrations iu 
almost every case. # , 


Tlie principal question indii-ectly arising out of the Indigo disputes which occupied tho

Landholders* and Commercial Associal^, in submitting a Statement showing the aiTM.rs of 
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rent due- t(i tlic* Pliititovs from tlu'ir T^yots, stated that tlic amomit was lai’gely iucreadiug, aad 
that, it was foiiiul practi(.'ally impossihlo to recover the arrears through the ordinary Courts, 
They urged, therofoi’e, the re-ai)pointmcnt of a Rjjccial Cpminieaion in the Districts of 
Nuddea and JessoTC for the purpose of remedying the evil. The necessity -of taking 
some measures for that purpose was at oiice admitted by Government; but it appeared to 
the late liicutonant-Govcmor that IIjg object in view would be better secured from ener¬ 
getic action in the way of exliortatum and explanation, and the exercise of personal influence 
OH the jiar-t of tho ordinary Hiib-Dn'isiomil Officers on-the spot. The Commissioners of 
Xiiddea, Rajshahyo, and Dacca were accordingly directed to issue strong injunctions to 
the Sub-Divisioual Officers under lliom to that ellect, and the result was that tho p(.‘rsonal 
exertions of those Officers in obtaining tho payment of the undisputed demands for rent wert> 
attended wil.h considerable success. It was found, however, at the same time that, in most of 
the eas(> 3 , tho questions at issue l)et.ween (Im parties alfoctcd their interest iu too vital a dogreo 
to admit of any compromise, and no settlemont could, of course, be hoped for iu such cases 
otherwise tlum by a legal d(‘ciston of som(' competent tribunal. 


Several applications had been made by Indigo Planters for assistance from Govenimcnt 
Offer on tlio part of Oovormnoni. to b) enable them to save thoir Talookdarcc tenures fi-om sale 

5 cousidoi'ing that tho Tahajkdars in 
the ti'imres from bult- for aricars of rent. sueli eases wcvc uuablo to pay tlio rents duo to thoir superior 

holder owing to tho non-payment of tho rt'uts due to themselves by their Ryots, the sanction 
of tho Government of India was obtained to the offer of Govornment aid in tho fonn of loans 
of money, fipou solid security, for such time as the rents might i-iUiioin unrealized. Very few 
ajiplieatioiis, however were received for such assistiiuce, amt eventually the ])ower given to the 
local Government of granting tho loans was withdrawn by tho Goverument of India.

In many cases it was i^ted that the difficulty in 
collecting rents was owing to disputes about tho rate or amoimfi of rent due, tho Ryots refusing 
to pay tho demand of tho Zemindaj* in full, and the latter refu.sing to accept what tlio Ryots 
admitted to bo due. In such cases tho Hub-Divisional Officers were instnieted by Government 
to use their good offices iu endeavoring to iiei-suado the Zemindars to receive on accoimt, ami 
the Ryots to pay to account, wliat tho latter admitted to be due, leaving only the disputcfl 
portion of tho claim to be settled at Law.

remarked by that Government in reply that tho principal object which it had in view in sug¬ 
gesting tho appointment of a Special Commission had not been fiilly apprehended either by the . 
local Govoniment or tho Special Commissioners, andt that the success of the measure had, 
accordingly been but partial. The object which the Government’of India had primarily had in'' .• 
view was explained to be the permanent and final adjustment of differences between the Plan¬ 
ter and tho Ryot, to effect which another Special Commission was directed to bo appointed. 
But this order was subsequently modified on its being explained that, though Indigo was tho 
origin of tho differences, and was still, more or loss directly, the main cause of misunderstanding, 
yet the form which they had now assumed was that of a general and vast enhancement of rents 
and eviction of Ryots in masses j that the work to be accomplished was something approaching 
to the re-settlement of the Districts where the excitement prevailed; and that the only plan which 
was likely to succeed under such circumstances consisted rather in the appointment of an 
Officer to exorcise the united powers of a Collector, Judge, and Commissioner in respect of all 
suits under Act X. of 1859, who could authoritaiively settle the conflicting rights and interests 
of the parties at variance. Tho counso suggested was approved by the Government of India, 
and lias been carried out by tlio appointment of two additional Officers, Messrs. E. Jackson 
and C. U. Campbell, to exercise the powers indicated in the Districts of Nuddea and Jessoro 
rcsjiectiv'ely, and tlioy are now, with tho aid of a selected staff of competent Deputy Collectors, 
engaged in deciding all rent disputes.

This 

difficulty has been obviated by Bection X. of (Bengp,!) Act VI. of 18()2, which provides on official 

measurement by tho Collector on the necessary costs being deposited with him by tho applicant. 

Tho same Act also provides that, in cases of wilful and unjustifiable* repudiation of rents, 

the Court, in deciding such cases, shall be competent to award to the Plaintiff, if necessary, 

ailditional damages not exceedmg 25 per cent, on tho amount of rcnt decreed, and, on tho other 

hand, where the defendant shall appear to have been improperly sued, to award to him a 

compensation not exceeding 25 per cent, on the amount sued for; ft also enables tlio Ryot, 

without any suit being brought, to deposit with, tho Collector, after tender, any rent which he 

may admit to bo due, any balance which the Zemindar may claim being sued for within 

six months.. * 

Tlie insufficiency of the provision^ of tho Cattle Trespass Act of J857 to prevent the 

ModifiMtion of the Cattio Trespass Act wilful destruction of property was considered, with reference 
of 1857. ^ ^ representation made by Mr. Hills of Nisc^ dipore, 

that a Mw should be passed for enabling the authorities, in certain cases of injury to crop.s 
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l)y catllt', to iuHiofc a line upon the whole of a village when the parties liable to tho fi)io 
are not discovered. The expediency of passing such a Law was not finally decided on 
duiing the liisfc Sessions of the Council. Iti the meantime tho Act of 1857 has been amended, 
.so as to allow of a sentence of throe months’ imprisonment, or a fine of 200 I{uj)ees, or 
both, «ui any person who cau-ses cattle to trespass on any land or on tho crop cultivated 
oJi any Ifiml. 


Mr. Hills having also brought to the notice of Government that there existed a strange 
ln!itructi(in!i iasnvil to explain to the inipression in the minds of tho liyots in the Nischiiidipore 

i'S; qi'tifter that tho Government was opposed to tho cultivation 
(ifiiml to use its autliunty to t'oreo it. ^,f InJigo, instructions wcTO issucd to thc local Oflicers to 
«j){vro no pains in dissipating this and any similar illusions that might he found to exist, 
care being taken, however, to avoid giving the e(|ually mischievous impression that Govern¬ 
ment desired to use its authority to force thc cultivation of Indigo against thc will of tlu* 
%ot. 


’I'EA CULTJVATlOxN. 


The Statistics of the Tea Plantations must be acorpted as approximate Estimates rather 
than as accurate and carefully tested Returns. They arc based ou information furnished 
chiefly by thc I’lanters themselves. In some cases the Managers of I’actories have not com- 
])lied at all with tho application made to them for information, and in olh('r.s the Hetin-ns 
given are obviously inaccurate. The local Officers report that there is much unwillingness 
on the part of tho Tea Planter’s to make public tho condition and progress of their 
Plantations. 

'J^he Returns from Assam shew tliat there were at the end of 1801 one hundred and sixty 

Plantations, held by sixty-two Companies and individuals, 
h our of thc fonner are public bodies, r/r., thc Assam Company, 
who have twenty-four I’lantations in Seeb.sagur, FiUckimporo, and Durrung; the dorchauth 
Company, who have two Plantations in Nowgong; the East India Company'-, who have 
seven Plantations in Scebsagur; and the Lower Assam Company who have one Plantatixai 
in Kamroop. 

Of the private Companies, fifteen hold nineteen Plantations in LucldmpOie, three hold five 
Plantations in Seebsagur, one holds four Planttitions in Karnroop, and one holds one Plantation 
in Nowgong. 

« • 

Tho remaining Plantations are all in tho hands of private person's, seventeen of whom 
are natives. Most of the Native Planters are in the Scebsagur and Luckirapore Districts, 
but tliere is a‘small Joint Stock Company of natives who have, planted a few bcogahs 
in Gowalparah, and one or tivo indi\dduals arc trying the cultivation in a smalLway iu 
Kamroop also. ■

The out-tnm of the others for 1801 was 
estiinatfil at. 530,800 lbs. of IVn, which is less than the 
f'stimati'd ])rodiu'e of the present season ; but tliat is accounted for by tlic fact that the 
•/ii'ilifij of the Tea prodiieed was more attended to during tlio year than the (jitantifi/, owhig to 
some of (he 'Peas of last season liaving been fonnd too coarse.

Up to the date of the Superintendent’s Report no less than 205 H])plications under tho 
new rules for gmnts of laud varying from 500 to 15,000 acres, had been recorded. At tho 
time of drawing up tho last year’s Report there were only fifty-two Europeans settled in Cachar. 
'i'liis year there are 110, most of whom uro Tea I’lanters. The aiuount expended ovory month 
by the Planters in tho District is calculated at 50,000 Rupees, and tlio'valuo of tho Tea maini- 
fnetured at 10 lakhs of Rupeos. 'J’he advantages which the District is deriving from the iulro- 
duction of what mnst soon bo one of tho chief staples of India are incalcnlahle. *It must bo 
remembered that this is only tho fifith year since Tea Planting was introduced into Cachar. 

Tho only drawback to success is tho want of labor ; the only remedy for wliioh is tho 
importation of coolios from Bengal. This has been ainwly much resorted to, but tho system 
under which it has been carried on lias led to vtuy groat abuses, which, unless speedily remedied, 
will prevent laborers from emigrating to Cachar and Assam on any tenus. As noted elsewhere 
this subject is receiving tho serious attention of Gorernmont.

The Statement in the marf^in 
exliiJuts the opemtiona of the Tea 
and Coffee Plantations in Daijoel- 
ing, so far avS it has been possible 
to obtain information on the subject 
from the Planters. 


'I’lie progress thus made in the extension of Tea Planting promises well for the future 
of this Hill Settlernont. A' groat impetus to this cultivation will bo given by the publication 
of the new riiloa for the grant of waste lands which are now pending the final orders of 
the Secretary of State. The Snporintoudent reports tliat every acre of culturablo land in 
the District has boon applied for. 

As indicated in the Statement there is a small cultivation of Coffee at Darjeeling, but tliis 
plant does not thrive thei’e as the Toa })lant does, and the cultivation of Coffee is decreasing. 
It will not grow apparently at a higher elevation than 1,500 feet, and is liable to groat injury 
from the attacks of worms and insects. 

Of the number of coolies employed about 4,000 are Nopaulesc, 298 Lepchas and J3hf>o- 
teahgj and the rest people of the plains, 'fhe Ucturas give the general health of these people 
aa good, though there was a gi'cat deal of small-pox among them, especially in the lower- 
lying Plantations. 


CALCUTTA BOTANIC GAPDENS. 


Considerable improyement was made during the yeai’ in the manner of arranging the 

the trees and plants in the Botanic Gardens according to

then Botanical affinities. It would appear that, wiien the 
Botanic Gardens woro first established, no dofinito plan was fixed upon for conducting the 
planting operations, the only method observed, apparently, being this tliat trees of striking 
appearance were jilaced where, it was hoped, they would prove most effective in the landscape 
when full grown. The indiscriminate planting wliich has been going on ever since has at 
last resulted*- in great confusion and over-crowding in certain places, while Iho usefiilness of 
the Garden as a Scientific Establishment has been considerably affected. To remedy this evil it 
has been detennined gradually to introduce a scientific re-arrangement of the living plants, and 
an area of nearly one-third of the Gai-dens is intended to bo given over for a general arlioretum. 
As a first step to the attainment of this object a Map of the Gardens has been prepared on a 
large scale, and the general outlines of the plan to bo followed marked out upon it. Tho 
sites for tho different descriptions of plants have also been marked out by poles with labels 
fixed on them.

It lias been found iiunecessary to attc'ud to private appliciitions more largely, .as all tho 
phants that could bo spared from tin; IJotanic Gardens are now easily procurable from thu 
luiiuoroiis Native Nnrs(>n nicn of Galcntta, or from tho Agri-llorticultuml Society. '^I’he usual 
supply of English and Native vegetable seeds wctc' seat to all 1'lm‘opeau llegiments indenting 
for th(>.m within a fixed tinu'.

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CULTIVATION OP CINCHONA. 

It has for sonio time ]>aKt been eonsidered desirable to extend to the ITlllsof the Bengal 

PresidiMiey the experiment of enltivating the Cinchona 
IJr. AmVihou rt f) .taN.i. plniit whicli has snccccdod SO well in the Neilghorry Hills 

of Madras, and Hr. Anderson, Superintendent of the Calcutta Botanical Gardens, was 
deputed by tbo Goverinneiit of India to in.^jja-ct the Cinchona plantations in Java. 

Hr. .Ander-son n'ceived eveiy assistance and attention from the authorities of Java, and 
brougiit I)ack with him a large number of lu-altby plaiits. A few were I’etained for the experi- 
iiU’Uts in Bengal, the rest, were taken by Hr. Aiulerson to the Nursery at Ootacainund, where 
he iuad(‘over to Mr. Abdver bO plants of C/z/r/HUoi Wedd; 2^1- plants of ('iiHi'hinin 

Piiliihliinio, llowd; and four plants of Cliirlioiin Luin ifullo, the on\y tour ol this class ev('r 
introduced into India. 

In submitting tho I'csults of bis investigations Hr. Amleivon sugg’osted that a ( irieliona

.sei'illiii'TS and JOO.OOO seeds lia determined to commence 
o{)eration.s at once at Harjeeling'. Thirty-four of thc'^e plants died before* disjiaicli; and witli a 
view of testing further the experiment of rearing Cinehona plants in the Botanic Gardmi, which 
had ju’cmiscd much success, Hr. Andersxm left hi-hind him in Calcutta 24 plants and cut lings. 
Instructions were given by the (ioveminent of Bengal to the Hupi'nnlcndent of Harjeiling to 
resevAc* alot of b,UU0 acres to bo selected by Hr. Andersonbiniself witbin any part ol‘the Hills. 
In Alarcli the whole of the plants were sent oil', Dr. Anderson at the .same lime proceeding to 
tho Hills io select a site for the JMantation. 'I'he casnallies in transit were considej'ahle. Out 
of 5!) ol the Java jilants only 1 died, while of the l/b Ootaeamnnd ]ilants he look with him 
3U won* lost; tho wliole of Iho sei'dlirtgs of the ClurJidiKt J'lihmUinitt w'ere lost by an accident 
which occiiiTcd through the stumbling of a coolie wlio wa« canying the case in which they 
WTre ]>acked tip tlic Hill. Dr. Anderson thus commenced operations at Darjeeling with only 
211 plants; Imt the exjieriincnt has met with the most deoiood success, for, uj) to llto present 
time. In- has iiierea.sed* his .stock to no less than lb 11 plants, of which 1353 an* of the diirluiiin 
Ptilunlhdiit. 'I'ho rale ol' jirofiagution will iner<*use every nioutli, as in periods varying from 3 to 
0 w'oeks, the n(*w })lants are ready to bo artificially propagated in their turn. Tho site which 
has been selected is situat(*d on the east of a .sjair of Sincbal—-the tnonmain on which tho 
European Jkirracks are erected—in the midst of dense foi*est. As it was impossible to complete 
tho uocessaiy buildings in such an inaccessible situation before the rainy season earac on, it was 
detonninud, as a temporary measure, to turn ono of tho emjjty Subalti*rns’ quarters into a 
propagating house;, and this was acconlingly done at a co.st of llui^ccs 950. The sanction of 
tho Government of India has been ohluined to an expenditure of Bupoc.s 14,753-3-2 for tho 
year 1802-03 on account of tho experiment, and a full lltqwrt will be submitted by Dr. Ander¬ 
son of Ids proceedings after the expiration of that period.

THE COSSYAIl REnELLION. 

SEiiioxTS (listurbaneos broke ont in the CosR 3 'ali and Jyntcah Hills during the year under 

Broakiiisc out of the dietnrbanm at I’koy commenced at 1’haminh Jowai in the Hill 

country, by the Cossyahs of Jowai, Jalong, Latober, and 
kShampong, in number about 200, surrounding the Guard at Jowai on the morning of the 17th 
.lanuarj-. 31 ig rioters were forced to retire at the time, but aftei*wards mustered (100 strong, 
about forty of them being anned with iluskota, and on (ho night of the 23rd they sot fire to (ho 
Tluuinah, tiio Mission School premises, and the housivs of some of the Christian Villagers 
and of (others. Passes from J^mteah, Ainwye, and elsewhere were also simultaneously closed. 

On hearing of this Colonel Richardson, Commanding at Gherra, hastx'ned at once with all 
^^Reiicf of tiiu Tlianniih at Jowai by his available men to relieve Jt)wai, where he arrived on tho 
Colonel Richiirdkou, o.^th January, and found the vStockade, with its (Jairison of 

sixty men, in good tmler, but straitened for fooil and worn out with watching.

HtliiK. jiressed tho IJclii'ls to the oilge of the Hill conutrv, had 

dispo.sed Guards around them, and only wait.ed for the arrival of more 'froops completely to 

sniToimd them. Hat tho Force under Colonel Riehanl.-'On’s command was not strong eiK'ugh 

to keep the Rebels inactivo, and that Ollieor ajipears to have considered the rebellion less 

general than it really was; for not only did tbe Co.ssyahs contimie to stockade their villages 

about Jowai, but they made some offensive movements in tho directions of North Cachar, 

Nowgong, and Gowhatty. Those, however, wore promptly mot by tho Oflicex’s in charge 

of those Districts. 

The rebellion proving more obstinate than had been anticipated a Proclamation wa.s now

r<>belled to apply for pardon and return ro tlieir allegianee. lie had previt^.sly laid domi a 
(^oile of Bides for tho observance of tho Detachments sent out for the aubjngation of the 
Rebels, prescribing that all men found in arms wt*ro to be treated as llobels; tliat the Chiefs 
who were known to bo instigators were to be eapliiri'd and made over to tlie (livil Officir 
acroinjianyiiig eaeb Deliiclimeiit •, that all stoekade.s and fortified posts were to be destroyed, 
and all villages eonlaining armed men to be altucked and burnt down if the villagers (.lid not 
return to tlieni ]>i‘ae(>ably ; and that all Rebels coming in wc-rc to give ii]) their Arms, and were 
thou to be allowed to n'tiivii to their homes, giving .security lor good conduct. 

Meantime Military operations ivere being carried mi by Coloiu'l Dimsforil, the Force baling 

s,., ■,.« nt t1,c Milieiry o,«>r,iUons car- increased by tlie arrival of the 2.Slli and JJih-d Native 

riftd c I under Colonel Ihiiwfonl. Infantry. It is not iicce.ssary to enter into a detailed acenimt 

of the.se movements. The gciiorid jdati pursued was that of reducing any stockades erected 
by the llebels, and, as far as possible, cutting off tlii'ir sn])pH('s, while their rallying in 
largo numbers was prev'ented by posting Detaelimeut.s at (ho strongesls point-! tliroiiglioiir the 
ilills. 'I'o pur-siio those w'ild tribes into their jungle-; wiuild have been oidy throwing men 
aw’ay. 'J'lie.so measures were at tho time .so far siieccssliil, that, by llu! end of .Maveh, Ifrigadicr- 
Genor.d Showers reported that the Military operations might be eonsiilered al an end. .Major 
Rowliitt reported to the same effe<'t, reeimniieiidiiig the recent ion of the Detaelinieiits posted 
throughout the cijuntry till a. fm.al settloiiieiit of tho country. 1’his ojiiniou was endorst'd by 
tlcuoral Showers, who regulated the distribut,i<m of tlie 'I’loops jvt, his disposal aceordinglv 
Tho several parties posbul were so arningeil as to bo within one or tw«» days’march of one 
another with n view tfJ preventing the Rebels from re-assemliiing in strength, or building up 
frc'sli .stockadi's.

'file causes of this outbreak are very obscure, and are still inider eur|uiry, Brigadier- 

Genia-al Showers^ tinal Ueport not yet having been receivcsl. 
It was attributed by Bengalee Merchants, who were in tlu: 
habit of trading iii tlu'so Hills, to the Income Tux; nncl by others to nndeliiied anticipations 
of fort her taxation. On the otber hand tliorcf were uo visililc signs of discontent wlieu tlu? 
tax was collected, as it wu9 throughout, the Jynteiih Hills. Some of tho.se (picstioned 
by Majijf Rowlatt again made no mention of taxation as a cause, but spoke of the 
establishment of a Christian Mission; to a prohihitiou to burn dead bodies in a certain place.

which had boon isjjucd on, sanitary grounds, but was intorprotod to affecfc religion; a^d to the 
interference of the Jowai Djirogah with a festival at Jalong, as having been what kindled the 
flaino. Goiioral Showers also adds another possible cause of (h'scoftt^t; vix'.'t the taking away 
bl the shields of the Sin^engs or Chiefs. Major Rowlatt inclines to beKeVd;<iiat no one of' 
those causes is iu itself the true one, but tliat they may all have had more osr less action 
in inciting to rebellion a people naturally turbulent. It Was at one time supposed that some 
fugitives of the Chittagong Mutineers were engaged in the outbreak, but this idea is not sup¬ 
ported by facts. Nor does it appear that the outbreak in Nowgong, in which Lieotchant 
Singer lost his life, had any direct effect in stimulating this insurrection. 

iivery effort was being mado, after the close of the year, to obtain the submission of tlio 

people, and in the moan time the Military operations were 

State of tliinffs at tlic close of the year, , 

being earned on wherever they were still found necessary. 
The countty was reported to be settling down, and it was believed by tho local authorities that, 
at tho close of the rains, tho state of tho country would allow of tlio Troops being finally with- 
drawti. 11 is probable that many who still hold out aro prevented from sarrendcring only 
from fear of piinislimont, and from suspicions of onr intention towards thorn. 

Jt should porliaps be hero noticed that, slioi^ly after tho outbreak of the Cossyahs, a tribe 
K.iias by till' Kookies on the south of of Kooktes was reported to have committed three murderous 

raids on the south side of tho Sylhot valley, killing several 
persons, and can'ing away others as prisoners. Ono of these otitrages, at 'fliunnah R^'nugger, 
occurred within British Teiritory j tho other two, at Nowcolly and Lushkurpore, were coia- 
niitted within tho jurisdiction of Independent Tipporah. 

The outrage within our Territory was committed on tho 22nd January, several persons 
wero killed in tho burning of the Village, and several others kidnapped. The number of 
houses burnt was twenty-eight. This matter is still under investigsition. Tho Nowcolly affair 
happenetl on tho same date. It seems tliat certain persons returning from tho Hills of 
Tipporah wore sot upon by some 1OO or 125 Lcngta Kookies, and two or three of them killed. 
In the Lushktu’poro outrage tho Kookies attacked and killed some Tripuras, and a person who 
went up tlio HUls to bring Cotton was never ag&iu heard of. 

Tho connection of those Kookic outrages with the rising of the Coissyahs lias not been 
established. 

RIOT AT PHOOLGOORIE, IN NOWGONG. 

A lamentable disturbance occurred daring the year at Phoolgoorio, in Nowgopg, iu which 
Tte ol Bjott bodto ■I'KoteMBt Singer, the Aesietant Commiasionor of tho 

at Phooigoorie. District, lost'his lifo. Lieutenant Sconce, the Deputy Com¬ 

missioner in charge of the District, having, about the 15th October, heard that large bodies 
of Byots h.ad been for some days holding meetings at Phooigoorie, which is about ten miles 
distant from the. Sadder Station, ordered the Darogaii of Nowgong on the 14th October to 
watch the people "and find but the ringleaders. The Darogah, on the 17tb, reported' that 
the Ryots were mustering in too great force to admit of his arresting the leaders of tho move- 
. ment, and he wjw therefore re-inforced by ai Mohurir, two Burkundauzes, and four men of 
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the Police Militia armed as Sepoj's. The Darogah also reported a remarkable reply made by 
• the crowd when called upon to disperse. They said that " to go to' the Cutcherry to com¬ 
plain and hope to bring their grievances to the ears of the Iluzoor was out of the question, 
for if they attempted to enter the Court-House they were thrust out by Peadahs and fined, 
consequently they had thus assembled in body to look after their interests, and would remain 
consulting Ibr five days till all the people who had still to arrive from very many other 
villages bad collected also.” 


On the following morning, 18th October, Lieutenant Singer was sent out to Phool- 

goorie by Lieutenant Sconce; and when the people assembled

asking the objects of their meeting. They stated through,a 
spokesman—Jati Kolita—that their chief ground for complaint and dissatisfaction was that 
having before been lightly taxed they were now heavily assessed, and that again a fresh tax 
&c., alluding probably to thc License Tax, was about to be introduced. They said they had met to 
consult on these matters. Lieutenant Singer suggested that if that were thc case they had better 
put away the sticks which a large number of them carried. This thc mob refuscddto do. Lieute¬ 
nant Singer then ordered the Police to take away their sticks. When it was attempted to carry 
out this order, the assembled men who had been sitting arose, and one of the mob struck a 
Policeman. Lieutenant Singer then seized the stick of the striker, and at this instant Baboo 
Doom felled the unfortunate young Officer to tho ground by a blow on the head. Upon this 
the whole crowd set upon Lieutenant Singer and the Police. Shortly after the mob seem to 
have retired to some distance, leaving Lieutenant Singer for dead. Life, however, was not 
(|uitc extinct. But when some persons w'ent up with water to try and revive him a portion 
of the mob drove them away, and—as has since transpired on the trial—again beat the 
wounded Officer till ho died. Lieutenant Singer was on foot, and the whole of the Police Force 
with him consisted of two Darogahs, a Mohnrir, a Jemadar, thirteen Burkundauzes, and four 
Police Sepoys. 


News of thc death of Lieutenant Singer reached the Deputy Commissioner of Nowgoiig 
that evening, accompanied by rnmonrs of ad intended attack on the town. Ho therefore 
detached a portion of his small guard to look for the body of the deceased, and took up his position 
at the Treasury with the remainder. Ho also sent an express to Tezpore for assistance. The 
Sepoys who went out to look for tho body were met by the Ryots, who hustled them, and 
used such violence as compelled them to fire into the crowd, in order to make good their 
retreat., 

Immediately on receiving intelligence of the disturbance, which he did'at Tezpore on 

8i.p. taken eubsequont to that event, Hopkinsoii, Commissioner of 

wrest of the gmity partice, &c. Assam, took advatiitage of the presence of the Steamer'. 

Lud-novj to convey Major Campbell and fifty Sepoys to Lokqua Gh&t, from which they ad¬ 
vanced by land'to Nowgong. Major Hopkinson then proceeded with all speed to Gowhatty 
for further reinforcements, and reached Nowgong himself with Captain Chambers, and an 
additional Force of eighty men, oti the SSrd. By this time all was quiet again, ahd Lieutenant 
Sconce was engaged without opposition in arresting the guilty parties and conducting tho 
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preliminary investigation nece^ary for .tlicir trial. The Commissioner, jia^ '^onn4a |i^ati admit, 
of no doubt, came to the conclusion that, tbb origin, of the outbreii^,i;;iay in tKie, appre¬ 
hensions which had been excited in respect to, the impost to bo levied om'l*i|kj|,.au<| duty , 
on Arts and Trades. The Bill for the first ,of these had not yet passed, ;.and t^e latter had, 
not yet been introduced, but to thfi.creduloiis-minds of t.he,.ignorant peasijaiTy’tlje*.rumours*' 
of .increased taxation were all the morte ierrjble from their •vagueness'.; The recent im¬ 
position of the Income Tax had, in Major .Hopfcinson*s opipjon, prepared .the;Assamese' to Ibe* 
lieve any absurd rumour regarding taxation which ill-disposed or ill-informed people might 
circulate. '' ' 

It was shewn that on two occasions previous to the fetal outbreak the Ryots had assem- 

Kesnit of the enquiries mdeiu regard Commissioner’s^ Cutohewy in a Lore ¬ 
to the causes of the riot. Of Iggg tumultuous manner to urge their objections regarding 

taxation. Due importance bad not been attached by the Deputy Commissioner, Lieutenant 
Sconce, to these indications of strong popular feeling and excitement. It also appeared that he 
had been in the habit of fining men attending his Court on the plea of their disturbing the 
Court, and had thus to a groat extent lost the confidence of the people.. He entirely 
under-estimated the danger to which he allowed Lieutenant Singer to expose himself, 
niul is also shewn to have failed in meeting the complaints of the people in a proper spirit, 
and on these grounds has been reduced to the rank of an Assistant Commissioner, as wanting 
in the judgment accessary to qualify him for independent charge of a District. 

It is only necessary to add in this place that nine persons were tried, for the murder of 

Tri.u, ronvirtiou, and punisi.u,out of I^’eutcnant Singer, and convicted by the High Court, six 
].iciitoniiut Siiigir’8 municivrs, being sentenced to transportation for life, two to banish¬ 

ment for fourteen years, and one to imprisonment with labor and irons f6r seven years. 

EXCITEMENT IN THE SONTIIAL DISTRICTS. 

In May 1801, when the Lieutenant-Governor was in Camp at Parisnath, intelligence

Doomka Division that there were signs of approaching 
disturbance among the Sonthals of his part of the country, and that a sense of insecurity 
prevailed among the inhabitants, many of whom contemplated leaving, the neighbourhood 
of Nya Doomka. 

With a view to restore confidence and to avert any possible danger a Detachment of the 
,, ., . . , j Isfe Police Battalion, one hundred strong, was immediately 

quire into the cauies of diseatwfaction. despatched from Soorce. The Deputy Commissioner was 

directed to proceed at, once to the scene of excitement, and the former Deputy Commissioner, 

Mr. Robinson, who, was then also officiating as Commissioner, was directed to proceed at once,, 
from Purneali to the Sonthal Pergunuahs; and, as the presence of an Officer of experience : 
and.standing capable,of acting on any emergency was considered desirable, Mr. Plowden, tko 
Commissioner of Burdwan, .was deputed to enquire, into the causes of dissatisfMjnoi^.ajlidngst 
these people, which were vaguely reported to be in some way connected with the enhancement 
of rent and the iustitution of suits by Mahajuns.

Mr, Plowden^ after a very careful enquiry, reported to Government that there was actually 

no disturbance, and that none had been seriously contemplated; 
but that there was mud) real excitement among; the Sontlmls, 
caused principally by the proceedings of Mr. Cf Barnes, a farmer of an Estate under the 
Court of Wards, who had had ,the lands measured, and had enhanced the Ilyots^ rents'—chiefly 
in one Pergunnah—to an extent beyond what they were abte to pay. 


On tho arrival of Mr. Robinson at Doomlin Mr. Plowdeu was relieved; and the former 
A,mcaWc a#.*.mont of nmttm officer,m concurrence with the opinion come to byMr.Plowden, 

Mr. »arm» and hw Kyots. decided Opinion that there was no reason to fear a 

rise on the part, of the Sonthals. He at once opened negociations with the Ryots and Musta- 
jirs of Perguunah Hendwah on one side, and Mr. Barnes on the other, which resulted in an 
amicable adjustment of the matter ; Mr. Barnes consenting to- withdraw bis settlement which 
had'occasioned so much discontent, and to accept an increase of 35 per cent, on the whole 
Estate, to which the Ryots readily agreed. It was believed that Mr. Barnes had spent con¬ 
siderable sums of money in improving the estate. 


Mr. Barnes, by readily accepting the more reasonable increase of 25 per cent, showed much 
good feeling and judgment. The arrangement made by Mr. Robinson put an end to all dif¬ 
ferences between Mr. Barnes and his Ryots, and left him with a fair profit on his farm, and 
a quiet and contented tenantry. 

DISTURBANCES IN SUMBULPORE. 


Sumbulpore' stands on the Mahanuddy River half way between Cuttack and Eastern 

Nagpore. It originally formed part of the dominions of the

assitmeci i>y tho Britieh GoTeramcat in Bhonsla famuy, and was ceded to the British Government by 

Appall Sabeb and Rughojee Bhonsla in 1816 and 1826. All 
its Civil, Police, and Judicial administration continued, however, for nearly a quarter of a 
century following its cession, to be eondiwted by its own Rajahs. The direct management of 
its affiiirs was assumed by the British Government in 1849, when the last Rajah, Naryan Sing, 
died-without heirs, after expressing a wish on bis death-bed that the administration of this 
tract of country should pass into the bands of the British Government. The introduction of 
British rule was followed by necessary changes in tho various branches of Administration, 
which have been already described by Mr. Ricketts in bis report, on the District, published 
among the Selections of this Government, No. XX.

It is necessary to mention what were the*chief disturbing causes. 

Among tho prisoners released from the Hazareehaugh Jail by the mutineers of the 8th 
Regiment Native Infantry were two brothers, Soorunder Sahee and Oodunt Sahee. They

lowers soon collected round them. They laid claim to. the Gotbumepl" of Sumbolpjire, and 
with the aid of a large number of retairjiere, amongst whom were sowjJinfliieotial iScmindars, 
they attacked Captain Leigh, the Senior Assistant CommiMioneri who had mov^ out against 
them with a Detachment of the 40th Native Infantry/and luider coyiir of< the dense.jungle 
they succeeded in killing «ihd wounding'eevbal ofhis’men. 1’he DUk rOad to Bombay was 
obstructed, two of the Ddk Stations^were burnt down, whilst large bodies of rebels collected, 
in various, directions'and committed every description of excess. < 


Had it not befeU fdr the timely arrival of military reinforcements from Madras, Na^pore, 
and other quarters, and for the Sebundy Leyy which had been r'ai{<ed among the GoomseaS) the 
authority of Government over a wide extent of territory would have been' suspended. Active 
operations against , the rebels were at once undertaken, and, considering the unfavorable 
nature of the country, with some success; niany indueniial men being fpreed into surrendering 
themselves to the Authorities. • ' ' , 


The entire Civil and Military control was, for a short time, vested in Colonel Forster, 

Transfer of tho DiHrict (o the chorgo of hoWevCf, compelled him to resign the appoint- 

the Coinniissiouar of Cuttack. ment. The District was then tran^erred to the charge pf 

the Commissioner of Cuttack, a measure which had been long before recommended by 'Mr. 
Ricketts. At the same time a strong Force of Military Police, under the Command .ef Major 
Rattray, the Iiispcotor-Gencral, was sept into the District for the purpose pf. carrying on any 
Military operation which might, in the opinion of the Commissioner, be necessary. 

Oil the arrival of Mr. Shpre, tho Officiating Commissioner of Cuttack, at Sumhulporc, 
lie found that matters ha<l greatly improved,-—the District had already settled down into some 
order. Several rebels and insurgents had availed themselves of the terras of the Royal 
Amnesty and had returned to their allegiance. 

The ringleaders and inciters of the outbreak were however still at large, wandering about 
in the jungles and seeking aii opportunity of doing further mischief. The names of the chief 
of these fugitives were Sporunder Sahee and his brother Oodunt Sahee; Kanhoo Naik and 

I 

Khuggo Naik, of Kolaberca; Khuggessur Dao, of Banda j Monohur Sing Mahapiuttcr, Komul 
Sing, Koonjiil Sing, and Huttee Sing of Pergunnah Ghais. 

The Deputy Commissioner, Major Impey, urged the adoption of a policy of conciliation, 

Offer of free pardon and; reaUtatton of whioh w49 to be Carried out, uot Only by offers qf pardon to 
proiiertj to the rebels, and It* eflfect. such of tho rebels as bad hitherto been afraid to come in, 

but by promise of restitution of th^f Estate^ which had been confiscated by Govei'nmentl 
The grounds of his recommendation w;ere that those,who had originally, surrendei^ed had. qjop'. 
received such fair treatment as would encourage others to follow their example, and that thdse 
still holding out Ijad been deprived by the confiscation of their Estates of all inducement to 
return, for their hotees and Estates being’in';the possession of others they would have to live 
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for the rest of their lives as paupers. These circumstances, taken in (Sopinectioti with the, 
natural obstacles offered by the hilly janiJ jungly nature of the country;'to the successful Con¬ 
duct of Military operations, satisfied Government that the policy proposed by Captain. Impey 
was the only one likely to lead to a spe,edy and permanent settlement of the country ; indeed, 
there was too mucli reason to believe that the policy pursued by the local • Authorities from 
the very commencement of the disturbances in 1857, was such as to create mistrust and to 
foster rebellion, rather than to promote confidence and encourage loyalty. Two 'ProclamaiSbns 
M ere accordingly issued by Captain Tmpey, one on the 24th Scpteitibei' ISfil/offering free par¬ 
don and rcstilulion of confiscated property to all rebels wjth the exception of Soorunder Sabee, 
Oodunt Sahee, and Milter Bhan, son of Soorunder Bahee; and the other on the 4th of 
October following, offering a free pardon to Mitter Bhan, and a guarantee of life to the two 
excepted in the first Proclamation. These Proclamations had the desired elFect.- M'ithin 
two months from the issue of the second Proclamation, Kanhob Naikand his father Khuggo 
Naik, with a large party of followers, surrendered themselves to Major Impey, and their 
confiscated Estate of. Jaiporo was restored to them. 

From this time forward Mr. Shore, in concert with the Deputy Commissioner, was engageil 
in opening communication with the remaining rebels, and encouraging them to surrender. 
His instruments were principally village Gounteabs, or Serburokurs of known influence with 
the rebels, but who had nevertheless been, througliout loyal servants of Government. These 
men w'ent backwards and forwards between Suinbulpore and the rebel haunts, encountering 
some personal risk and very great exposure and e.xertion. 

The surrender of Kanhoo Naik and Khuggo Naik was followed by that of Mitter Bhan, 
son of Soorunder Sahee. lie was restored to the two lakheraj villages, which were enjoyed by 
him before the mutiny broke out. 

Next came in Oodunt Sabee, who was told by Mr. Shore that thongh Government would 
not cull on'him to act against either his brother, or the men who had sacrificed everything for 
his family, he was none the less bound to serve the Government which liad treated him with 
such leniency ; and that the best proof ho could give of Ins gratitude and loyalty was to obtain 
the submission of the remaining rebels. This mission he cheerfully accepted, and started a few 
days after he had come in lor the south-west corner of the District, where it was believed the 
rebel leaders had assembled. But Oodunt Sabee had incurred considerable odium among the 
southern rebels by surrendering without consulting them, and he only succeeded in bringing 
over Huttce Sing, who was however by far the most influentidl of Soorunder’s few remaining 
adherents. The Estate of Ghais was restored to Huttee Safiee at an enhanced jumma. 

The pacification of the District having been thus secured, Mr. Shore loft Sumbulporo 
on the 20th‘February, leaving instructions with Major Impey to dispense with the services of 
the 8th Police Battalion gradually as the country settled down, the rest of the Police Batlalion.s 
with Major llattray having some time before teen sent back to their Stations. 

The entire sncooss of the operations of the last year Mr. Shore attributes to the policy 
of conciliation originally recommended by Major Impey, and which he was able to carry out 
not oixly by the offer of free pardon but by the restoration to the rebrfs^ of their, confiscatied 
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ptovyice. ^ 

It only remains to note that by aNdtifieation of the Government o^|pdia, in'tlii&'VdriBign 
Tvanrfer of Sumbulporo to the Ceutrai I>epartmeht, dated 80th April 1862/the D»trict orSunabul- -■ 
ProvmcM. ^ f> pore» with its Dependencies, was taken unjiier thg, immediate ■ 

anthority ai^ management of the Governor General, and placed under tbn Chief Commissioner 
of the Central Provinces. • > - : * 


DISTURBANCES IN BOA D. - 

: ^ ‘ \ i ' i ' ^ 

In the beginning .of this year a disturbance broke out in Killab Bond, in the Tributary 
Mehal%of Cuttack. It apparently originated indirectly in some dispute between, the B^nhs, 
of Souepore and Bond respeoting, the right to, a tract of country called the Bara Bhaya Des, 
which is divided into twelve Des or Moothas, and is principally inhabited by Knndhs. The 
country was formerly under the nominal sway of ^Boad, but it was alleged by the people that 
it was twice made over to Sonepore by the Bond Rajah, once in return for some assistance ren¬ 
dered by the Rajah of Sonepore,* and once as a marriage portion. In 1880, a suit was. 
brought by the Sonepore Rajah, who was not in actual possession, for the whole dr a por¬ 
tion of this territory, consisting of the principal Mootha, Pachera, whtoh was decreed in bis 
favor by the Commissioner of Cuttack. Thus Pachera remaiadd as before attached to Sone- 
poro, and the rest of tho country was declared to belong to Boad. The Kbudhs, however, 
were very anxious to get back Pachera, and applied to the Boad Rajah for his assistance, but 
without success. 


The Boad Rajah has, by his arbitrary and oppressive conduct, for a series of years been 
Attack on the Hoad lUjaii by the exasperating the Kundhs, who ,seemed to be of opinion that 
Kundb u'bcU. - he could not have carried matters with so high a baud if their 

strength had not been broken by the separation of Pachera from the Bara Bhajm Des, tind the 
loss of their head Zemindar. The smouldering discontent at last broke out, and on one occa¬ 
sion, when the Rajah had proceeded to a place called Kumgliaut on the Tcl River, some ten or 
twelve miles south of Sonepore, for the purpose of enquiring into a case of plundering, he 
was surrounded and attacked by more than a.thousand Knndhs. Five of his Paiks were 
killed on the spot, and five others were woundecl. A party of Scbnndies, sent to his aid 
by the Khajoorparra Tehsildar, were obliged to act on the defensive and were fired at. By 
good management the Havildar in command of the party succeeded in effectlug the release 
of the Rajah. The Rajah suspected that the Kundhs had been instigated and protected by 
the Sonepore Rajah, with, whom' he has a quarrel of long standing ; but there is no jSroof 
of this, and there is sufficient reason , to believe that the tyrannical conduct of' the Boad 
Rajah and his own Amlah- was the principal cause of the outbreak. . - 


Certain terms were offered to the rebel Kundhs by the Superintendent of the Tributary 

Mcaattrw .taken for .upprosiing. the Behais with a view to effect a settlement of their grievances^ 
aihturbance. Ijjgy agreed to accept the terms, but subsequently 

retracted, and assumed, a positioh whicB rendered it imperative to employ force to c^c© them. 
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Measures were consequently adopted by tbe Superlntendcntj with the approval of Goveri\» 
ment, forsnpprcssinf? the disturbance. Several expeditions were formed and dispatched against 
the rebels, and in the engagements which took place some lives were >lost. The Superin¬ 
tendent was requested to use every endeavour to bring those wild and uncivilized men back to 
their allegiance, by promising them pardon and redress of any substantial grievance qf which 
they might have to complain, the chief ringlcadars only being reserved for punishment. 

The latest reports received from Mr. Shore were of a satisfactory nature, shewing that 

Snrrcniief of the loader of the reiwia, os the rchcls wcro anxious to make Ibcir pcuce with Government, 
well ns of the vrindpui Sird.sre. Mnllick, the' Ostensible leader of the rebels, 

as well as the principal Sirdars, had surrendered. In the southern part of the disturbed Dis¬ 
trict, where some of the Kundlis still hold out, a little affair occurred in which the Kundhs 
were defeated by a Detachment of the Police with some loss. Since this the country has 
settled down, the people have returned to their villages, cultivation is actively progressing, 
and nearly the whole of the remaining ringleaders had surrendered themselves to the Super¬ 
intendent. 


BOOTEAIl AGGRESSIONS. 

Our relations with the Government of Bootan have for some time been on a very unsatis- 

. Bootano*o.mtr«(>ea .«n our territory and factory footing. Constant raids havo been made upon our 
iu Cooch iJ' hur and Sikhim. territory, property has been plundered, the lifting of cattle 

and carrying off of elephants has been of frequent occurrence, and our subjects have been 
.seized in their houses and carried away prisoners into Bootan. 
perpetrated on the inhabitants of Cooch Behar and Sikhim.

Our representations to the Bootan Authorities have been entirely ineffectual. We have 
Our ramonstrance* incffn.,tuni. Ntrr«. made many demands for the surrender of the delinquents, 

restoration of our subjects, and those of Cooch 
Mehai, AmbavreoPaliaciitta. Behar, wlio Were kept iu confinement in Bootan, but these 

demands have been systematically evaded. At length, iu the beginning of 1 SCO, it hocame 
necessary to adopt more stringent measures. As a first stop it was resolved to tvithhold pay'- 
nient of the rents of tbe Bootan Alchal, Araharroe Fallacotta, until full reparation w'as made. 
Ambarree Fallacotta is a tract of eouutry on the west side of the Teesta, about twenty miles 
within our Frontier, ^ It was ceded by the British to the Bootan Government upw'ards of 
seventy years ago. The collection of the revenue by the Bootanese Officers from their farmers, 
however, gave rise to frequent disturbances, and—from the situation of the estate—to the vio¬ 
lation of British Territory. The Britisli Government consequently in 1842 found it necessary 
to take upon itself the responsibility of farming out the Estate, undertaking to pay the rents 
that might he derived from it to Buotan. Since 1814 these rents have amounted to Rupees 
2,000 per annum. ' 

Previous to adopting coercive measures Government once a^in addressed the Deb Rujali 

K«ires«o,u^a,-ai„ Uemaud^i. and th reiterating these demands and informing him. 

.ivnt of AmbarrM Fallacotta withheld. that if they wfire not concoded, steps would he'taken to 

enforce This communication not having the desired effect, orders w'ere issued in 



February 1800 for the stoppage of thfl^tients of Ambarree Fallacptta, apd tlie Ilte!) Itajah ^vae 
informed that they would nc^ be resior^ until we received full reparation for pwt offences, 

V We have since received severel demands for the payment of these rents from the SoobaK . 

p«y,noutof ther.ntsof Ambarr* Fat DaHmkote, a Provincial Commission^ in th.^ Frontibr,- 
kcotu frequently deijjanaeA Farther tbrouffb whom they were annually remitted to^lhe Bdotan . 

Katmahi suspected of being the iastiga. Government, but no redress has ret been obtained; on the 

contrary, not only have our jiist demands on the' Bootan, 
Government been disregarded, but frequent further aggressions by its subjects have been hrOnght ■ 
to notice, Kyents have alsp recently transpired, which afford ground for suspecting that ‘ 
most of the depredations on our territory are at least connived at, if they are not actually 
instigated, by the Provincial Commissioners on the Frontier, designated Soobahs and Katmahs. 


In March last one of these Soobahs, the Soobah of Mynagoorie, requested the Deputy 
, . , , Magistrate of Titalyah to meet him, that he might make

over to him certain British subjects who had offended against 
the law's of Bootan, and whom he consequently had conhned. 
The Deputy Magistrate granted tlio interview and went to the Frontier to meet the 
Soobsili; he asked for the delivery over of the British subjects, promising to punish them in the 
event of the charges against them being duly established. The Soohah agreed to do this on 
<‘ondition that a certain Bootanese refugee was delivered up by the .Magistrate. On search 
being made, it was found that tlie person demanded was not within our territory. The 
Soohah next demanded the punishment of a number of British subjects'who had committed 
aggressions in Bootan, The Deputy ]\ragistrate asked for proof of their criminality, hut was 
met with a demand that the men in question shonid be ptuiished first, evidence of their guilt 
being furnished subsequently. Eventually the Soobah declined to make over the British 
subjects whom he had in confinement, and evaded compliance with all the I'cpvesentations 
made to him by the Deputy Magistrate regarding the plundering of villages, and the theft 
of cattle and elephants; and the interview was thus attended with no satisfactory result. 


About the beginning o-f the current year the Superintendent of Darjeeling and the 

iioBtilo propRrntioi. in B<K>tan. and dcs- Government Officers on the Frontier reported that the Boo- 
patch of British Troops to tho Piouiier, taueso W'ere, making hostile preparations for tlie purpose of 

entering our territory and occupying 4rabarreo Fallacotta, and that an attack on Darjeeling 
was apprehended. Two Companies of Her Majesty^s 38th Foot and a Wing of the 10th 
Native Infantry were immediately despatohed from Dinaporc to the neighborhood of Darjeel¬ 
ing, and a Wing of Irregular Cavalry from Oude to JTulpigooreo. The presence of these Troop.s 
has restored confldonce on the Frontier. a 


In March last the Agent to the Governor General, North-East Frontier, reported the 

result of an interview between liimsolf and the Diirpun 
Rajah, whi> was deputed from tlie Court of Bootan with 
despatches for the Agent. No mention was made in these 
despatches of the outrages we had complained of. The 
Rajah had merely been sent for the purpose of re¬ 
ceiving. tlie annual allowance we make to Bootan for certain Dooars, Amounting to

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rthout Rupees 10,000, and, if possible, to obtain an increase of Rupees ,2 or 3,000 to the' 
allowance. Nothing transpired regarding stoppage of the rents of Ambarree Fallaeotta. 
There is reason, therefore, for suspecting ‘that they have been never remitted to the Deb 
Rajah, but appropriated by the Soobah of Dalimkote; and our failing to obtain redress froth 
the Bootan Government by withholding them, is thus easily explained. During the confer¬ 
ence the Agent spoke of the outrages of the Bootanesc on our Territory, and the evasive 
replies of the Deb Rajah to our demands for redress. TheDnrpun Rajah replied that no 
complaints from the Agent had reached the Deb Rajah. He observed “ that there were a 
groat many Soobahs or Dooars, and n great many kinds of people in them who made rais- 
<hicf in them, and that the Deb Rajah really did not know what went on in the Dooars. 
What goes on in the Dooars-id concealed from the Deb Rajah.” There is every reason to 
believe that this is a correct representation of the condition of tlio administration of Bootan. 
It is probable that the revenue of Arabarrec Fallaeotta is annually appropriated by the 
Dalimkote Soobah, and that the Deb Rajah is thus unaware of its attachment. The letters 
that purported to be replies from the Dob Rajah to our demands .for redress were doubt¬ 
less the spurious productions of some of the Soobahs or Katmahsfthrough whom all our 
communication to the Bootan Government are transmitted. 


Viewing the past history of our relations with this country, the Government have come 

to the conelnsion that all attempts at placing our relations 

Kosolutiou to swul a Mission to Buotan. t. • 

With the Bootan Government on a satistactory tooting will 
he ineffectual, unless we contrive to open an uninterrupted communication with the Deb Rajah. 
The Government have accordingly determined on sending a Mission into Bootan, as the only 
means of explaining the precise nature of our demands and the measures we shall he compelled 
to adopt if they are not conceded. 


During the conference between the Agent to the Governor General, North-lhist Frontier, 

liifonnatiim ol the intPii.M ro- Rajah, the former meni ioned our intention of 

ci’ovcd withplciiburi' by theDurimu Ktijiiii. sending a Missioii to Bootan “ The Rajah did not apjicar 

in the least startled” at the announcenient; " on (he contrary seemed to like the idea, and 
volunteered the offer to make the ^lission coralbrtahle if they came; that he would come and 
meet them, bringing all sorts of provisions with him, and treat them as well as \vc had treated 
him.”

The ordinary course of litigation was also similarly afTected during the year 1802, 
I)y the promulgation of Act Yll. of 18(5i (II. C.), which, repealing Section 30 of Regu¬ 
lation II. of 181!), enacts that all rc.>iiniption suits should he transferred by Collectors for 
the adjudication of the Civil Courts. A very large number of intricate suits were, by this 
change, suddenly thrown upon the C’ivil Courts, which had hardly recovered from the cHccts 
of the excessive litigation of the previous year; and this necessitated the employment of 
Additional Judicial Agency in certain Districts, in order to prevent the accumulation of 
.invars.

A Statement (A)) in the Appendix shows the number of suits of every ileseriptiou 

instituted in every Zillah separately ; and it is interesting 
- ''er^nuuKts peculiar classes of litigation n hieh apj)ear to b(; 

prevalent in diil’ercnt parts of the country. Suits for real 
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properly in oonvoy.ancc by Sale or Gift were most numerous in Tirhoot, eases of the former des- 
eriplioti having also been instituted in large numbers in Cuttack and Purncah. Jessore exhibits 
the largest number of suits for real property on conveyance by Gift, Mortgage, or by Will. 
About one-half of the suits regarding dowries were instituted in Chittagong; and nearly as great 
a propondcrauec is shown in that District in the number of suits regarding eases of inheritance 
under the ^Mabomedau Jiaw, the District being almost entirely peopled by ^rahomedans. The 
greatest nuniix'r of cases connected with the question of inheritance by Hindoo Law were in 
J'last llurdwau, Tipj)crah, and Dacca. Cases regarding adoption were almost entirely confined 
to Tipjierah. In Purncah, Midiiaporc, and Nuddea the suits for the resumption of invalid 
Tjakberaj tenures were numerous ; and a large number of such eases had also been transferred 
to tli(> Civil (Jourts under Act YIF. of 1803 (B. C.) by the Collectors of the 2 l-Perguuuahs, 
hast Burdu'au, Hooglily, Moorshedabad, and Jessore. In Backergunge were ijistituted the 
greater uuiuher of suits regarding dopciident tenures. Boundary suits were instituted prin¬ 
cipally in Chittagong. 31-Perguiiiiahs, and Dacca. Questions regarding religion, the right 
of priests, &e., Avere most numerous in Bhaugnlporc, Tijipcrali, Chittagong, and Syllict. 
Suits to recover money embezzled svero found principally in Midnapore. Suits regarding 
ilealings in the staple products of the country abounded most in Backergunge, where then; 
arc very large marts for the exportation of rice and other articles of country produce.

The Table on the margin exhihits the total numlicr of cases instituted before and decided 

in the several Small Cause Courts during the year. 
Detailed Returns (A 2 and A 3) of the cost of thesit 
Courts and of the net income derived from institution fees arc given in the Ap{)cndix. Tlic 

total cost amounted to Rupees 2,81,9.^8-0-7; and tlic 
total amount realized from Stamp foes, after deduct¬ 
ing refunds under Section XXVI. of Act X. of 1802, 
was llupcc.s 1,20,208-4 ; so that the additional 
c.vpcnso entailed on Government during the year was 
Rupees 1,01,720-5-7. Against this sum, however, is 
to be .set oir an annual saving of Rupees 28,770, 
cflcctcd by the abolition of certain Sul)ordinatc 
Judicial Offices, which, it was thought, could be 
disj^used with, in consequence of the cstahlishrnent 
of Small Cause Courts. The arrangement has, however, caused much inconvenience to 
suitors, and will of necessity have to be modified. None of the Courts were self-supporting, 
witli the sole exception of the Suburban Court, the cost of which was Rupees 15,081-, 
while its earnings amounted to Rupees 18,075.

The experience of the past one year and a half has dso brought to light several imperfec¬ 
tions in the constitution and internal amuigcmcuts of 

Tranr-rfin-lionH in tin- ronstitutiou .‘Ind intoni.al \- e i • i i , 

airanpMiK'iita of the Courts, and sngsi-slions for thcsc Courts, thc remedies lor wlucli liavo been a 
i.nproMiig thiiii. subject of carcful consideration to (Tovemment 

during thc year. Thc defects complained of were chiefly (1) thc want of any eftcctual power 
of supervision on the part of thc principal Courts, thc Law leaving it entirely optional with thc 
Subordinate Court to admit or refuse applications for a re-trial or to reserve points of Law 
for thc decision of thc Higher Courts; (2) thc evil of ilivided supervision, introduced by investing 
Hmall Causes Court Judges with |X)wcrs of a Princijial Sudder Amcen, Magistrate, or Deputy 
Collector, and (3) thc injury to suitors arising from thc investiture of thc Judges at out-Stations 
with the ^wers of a Principal Sudder Amcen, and thc consequent scattering of important 
and intricate suits among many Courts at none of which was it possible to find thoroughly 
competent Pleaders for such eases. On the" other hand thc Judges also have been reported 
by thc High Court to have worked, in their capacity of Principal Sudder Ameens, under 
very serious disadvantages, so much so that it has been stated that less work wa-s performed 
by two or three of them than is, and can be, ordinarily p«Jrformed by one Principal Sudder 
Aracen located at the Sudder Station. 
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To remedy tliis state of things several suggestions have been made by the Principal 
Judges of Jessore and Kishnagur, and oy the High Court for changing the constitution of 
the Mofussil Small Cause Courts. The most important of these suggestions are:— 

1#/.—That the number of the Small Cause Court Judges should bo reduced, and the 
circles of the remaining Judges extended; and that the Judges should go on circuit within 
their respective jurisdictions. 

%nd .—^That the Ju^es should be placed more effectually under the control of the 
Principal Judge where there is one, and that where there is no Principal Judge they should bo 
similarly subordinated to the Zillah Judge. 

ord .—That applications for new trials should be heard, and new trials held by the 
Principal Small Cause Court Judge or the Zillah Judge, as the case might be, sitting with the 
Subordinate Small Cause Court Judge. 


Ath .—^That the duty of Small Cause Court Judges should be confined to the adjudica¬ 
tion of Snuill Cause cases only, and that they should be relieved of all other duties. 

These proj)ositions were before Govcnimcnt at the close of the year; but it appeared 
to the Lieutenant-Governor that what was wanted was rather a thorough consolidation of 
the Judicial Establishments in every District, under the immediato control of the Zillah 
Judge, than a mere modification of the existing Small Cause Court aiTangerncnts, and a 
scheme with this object Avas under consideration at the close of the year. 

During the year the question was raised as to how far the Clause of Act XXXVIf. of 

18o5, exempting the Sonthal Fergunnahs from the operation 
s which might bo subsequently passed, was a 

valid restriction. It was decided that the restriction could not 
])ossibly be binding, in the very nature of things, and as a necessary conscciuencc it fol¬ 
lowed that all general Laws of a later date must bo treated as in force in the »Sonthal 
Fergunnahs. The llulcs for the guidance of the OlKcers employed in those tracts conse¬ 
quently came to rc(iuirc modification; and at the close of the year a new set of Kules, 
in conformity with the altered view of the Law, was under consideration. 

CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 


A Statement (B 1.) in the Appendix gives the number of jjcrsons tried for Criminal 

Offences during the year, in the Regulation Districts of 
Bengal.

the Districts named in the margin, in the trial of all oftcnces 
defined in Chapters 8, 11, 10, and 17 of the Penal Code. 
A Notification, dated 27th May 1802, afterwards extended 


the ajiplication of the system to offences,falling under Chapter 18 of the Penal Code; and 
again by a Notification, dated 13th October 1802, it was ordered that abetments of attempts 
to commit any of the offences defined in Chapters 8, 11, 16, 17, and 18 were also to be tried 
by Jury. 


Materials for forming a judgment on the question of the working of the Jury system 
in the Districts to which it has been extended were being collected at the close of the year. 
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The total number of offenders apprehended and brought to trial during the year, in the 

Extra iicgulation Provinces, was 9,918, to 11,897 in the pre- 
ceding year; and of these, 6,272 were convicted and pun¬ 
ished, and 8,646 acquitted or discharged without being 
put on their trial. The number of persons tried for murder and culpable homicide w'as 219, 
for dacoity 252, for robbery seventy-seven, for theft 1,137, for rape twenty-seven, for offences 
against the State one, and for offences against public tranquillity 133; the rest of the trials 
being for other misccllanef)us offences, for the most part' of a trivial character. 

A review of the sentences pas.scd on the persons Avho were punished sliows that twelve 
])crsons were sentenced to eai)ital punishment, twenty-one to transportation, 613 to impri¬ 
sonment for terms varying from above six months to not exceeding sixteen years, 1,652 to 
imprisonment for terras not exceeding six months; while 3,974 were flogge<l, fined, or dis¬ 
charged on security. 

A Statement (11 2.) in the Appendix exhibits these results in detail. 

'flic most im27ortant of the offences against ])ul)lic tranquillity Avas a disturbance 

committed in the District of Nowgong, by a party of men

intoxicated AVith drugs, wiio cut down one person, burnt a 
number of houses, and carried off’ a Dome girl by force. The OiTenders vAcrc folloAvcd uj> by 
the Deiiuty Commissioner in jierson, and a jiarty of Scfniys, to a house in the out¬ 
skirts of the ToAvn of NoAA'gong; but, having resolved to die rather than .surrender, they 
fought so obstinately that three of them were killed. The affair had no iiolitical significance, 
and was very generally <‘oudenined by the people. Some of the persons concerned in aiding 
and abetting in the outrage were tried, convicted, and imnished. 

POLICE. 

Thk introduction of a new system of Police in Bengal was noticed in last year’s llciiort. 

^ , It is therefore onlv ncecssarv to mention this year

that system and organizing the new Police. 

It was at first intended to commence ojicrations jirimarily in the J*atna, Bhaugulporc, 
Burdwan, and Rajshahyc Divisions; but instruction.s Ai'cre subsequently issued to begin Avith 
the Patna and Bhaugulpore Divisions only in Bengal, niid the Province of Assam. Further 
instructions Avcrc afterwards issued to extend the measure to the Chota Nagporc Division, and 
to the Districts of Burdwan, Baucoorah, and Beerbhooni, in the BurdAvau Division. 

'I'he operations in the Patna, Bhaugulporc, Chota Nagporc, and Burdwan Police Circles 
liaA'c been conducted under the immediate superintendence of Air. Carnae, the luspector- 
tieiieral of Police. But the operations in the Province of Assam Avere conducted under the 
sujierintcndencc of Major llaban, the Deputy Inspector-General of that Circle, who has been 
vested with the powers of Insiiector-Gcncral. j 
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la tlic Patna, Bhaugulpore, and Chota Nagporc Circles, and the Districts of Burtlwan, 
Bancoorah, and llccrbhoom, each District lias been divided into Divisions, Sub-Divisions, 
Out-Posts, and Beats. A Division consists of one or more Thannahs, according to circum¬ 
stances and local requirements j a Sub-Division corresponds generally with the old Thannahs 
when not of very great extent or importance; a Section is an out-Post of a Sub-Division, and 
corresponds with the old Pharces; and a Beat is such a portion of a Town, high road, or 
important thorough-fare aa has been allotted, where practicable, for the daily walk or super¬ 
vision of a Constable. 



A Statement (C 1.) in the 
Appendix exhibits the allot¬ 
ment of OHicers and men to 
the several Districts of the 
Circles alluded to; and the 
Table on the margin shows the 
aggregate number of Inspec¬ 
tors, Sjib-Inspectors, and (\)n- 
stablcs authorized for each 
Division, and the proportion 
already enlisti'd. 



The actual annual cost of 
tho arrangements for the three 
entire Circles, and the thrc'o 
Districts of the fourth, is csti- 
timatod at llupoes 18,88,701, 
in tho jrmportion noted on 
the margin. 

The progress made in enlist¬ 
ment has been very satisfac¬ 
tory in all the Districts of the 
Pal na Circle, with the excep¬ 
tion of Bchar and Sarun, num¬ 
bers of young men having 
eomo forward for service. But 
this- has not been the case 


in the Districts of the Burdwan and Bhangidiiorc Circles ; and, though nearly the full 
authorized strength has bceu completed in them, the greater portion of the Porce cntertainwl 
is composed of up-country men, the Bengalees having evinced a dislike for anything 
at aH resembling Military organization. Thcro is no doubt, however, that this feeling will wear 
off, and the up-countrj^ men will then be replaced by Natives of Bengal. Of the Bengal 
Iililitary Police Battalions the 2nd and 4th were broken up and distributed among the ^ 
Districts of the I’atna and Bhaugulpore Circles; the 9th in those of the Chota Nagpore 
Circle; and the 8rd in the Districis of Burdwan, Bancoorali, and Beerbhoom. Of the old 
» Police about 30 per cent, volunteered and joined the New Police; but the regular drill 
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and strict discipline under the new system did not suit them, and at the close of the 
year in several Districts not more tht .i 10 per cent, remained in the Force. 


The distinctive feature of the now system consists in this that tljo detailed management . 
of the Police is vested, in every District where it has been introduced, in the District tsupev- 
intendent of Police, and not as heretofol'e in the Magistrate, who has no authority now to 
interfere in the internal organization and discipline of the Police, tliough he is still respon¬ 
sible for the general Police administration of his District. The Distric*jt^u|>erintendcnts are 
of three grades, on salaries of llupccs 700, <500, and 500, respectively. Under these Officers 
there are three gra<lcs of Assistant District Superintendents, on salaries of Rupees 400, 300, 
and 200, respectively; four grades of Inspectors, on salaries of Rupees 150, 100, 75, and 50, 
respectively; four grades of Sub-Inspectors, on salaries of Rupees 40, 30, 20, and IG, 
respectively; four grades of Head Constables, on salaries of Rupees 14, 12, 10, and 9, 
respectively; two grades of Constables, on salaries of Rupees 7 and 6 respectively; and , 
Probationers on an allowance of 2 annas a day as subsistence allowance. 


A set of Rules has been framed by Government, which defines tlic power of the Police? 
Officers in their several grsidcs, explains the manner in w'hich communication is td be carried 
oil between the Magistrate and Police, and recapitulates all necessary instructions in 
regard to grades, accounts, and general duties, &c. 


For the proper training of the Police Officers and men Schools have been established in 
each District that has come under the operation of the new system, in which men of all 
ranks arc taught to read, write, and learn their duty as Police Officers; and these are gene¬ 
rally presided over by intelligent Inspectors or Sub-In^'ctors, and are said to be resorted 
to with eagerness by the Recruits. 


'flic entire charge of the Patna and Bhaugulporc Divisions was taken hy the new Police 
on tTic 1st of July 1SG2; and of the Cliota Nagporc Division and the Districts of Burdw'an, 
Uaucoorah, and Bcerbhoora, in the Burdwan Division, from the 1st of October. 


Ill the Assam Circle operations were comrnencetl first in the Cossyah Hills, where owing 
„ , . f.i to the rebellion—then onlv partially checked—a rc-organi- 

uew I’ulito ill Assam. zation of tlic Policc sccmed most urgently called for. No 

difficulty was experienced here in obtaining good Recruits; for though the old Policc evinced 
a dislike to continue service under the stricter discipline pre-seribed by the now sclieino, the 
(’ossyah population were found eager to enlist; and signal services were rendered hy the 
Policc thus raised in the final suppression of the disturbances. Several Cossyah gentlemen of 
good family have been admitted into the higher grades. 


The organization of the new Police has*also been steadily proceeded with in all the 
Districts of Assam Proper, with the exception of Sibsagur, to which no District Suiicrin- 
teudent has yet been appointed. In Gowalparah there was no Military body or local Force to 
form a nucleus for the new Police, but Recruits were easily obtainable, and the lower grades 
are reported to have been neai’ly filled. The same facilities diil not exist in Kamroop, 

4 
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but two-tliirds of the sanctioned strength was completed by the absorption of the old Police. 
In Nowgong the operations proceeded at a somewhat slower rate, owin^ to the fact of three 
successive District Superintendents being compelled by fever to quit their post. Operations 
having been thus frequently interrupted, and the men composing the old Nowgong Militia 
being found utterly worn-out and useless, the Force enlisted in that District up to the close 
of the year stood at less than two-thirds of the sanctioned strength. In Luckimporc nearly 
four-fifths of the authorizoi strength has been already enlisted; but the progress in Durrung 
lias been slWer, as |tecraits are there obtained with difficulty. 

Among the difficulties experienced in Assam in enlisting Eecruits, Major Baban states 
that the higher classes of the people havte a very strong objection to undergo the course of 
instruction in drill required under the new system, and that the lower classes arc lamentably 
ignorant, and at the same time sufficiently well off in life to be heedless of the inducements 
held out in the grades of service open to them. 

« 

In Oowalparrah and the Cossyah Hills full charge was assumed by the new Police from 
the Ist of October last; in Durrung from the 1st of November j in Kamroop and Luckirnpore 
from the 1st of December, and in Nowgong from the 1st January 1803. Charge has not yet 
been taken of the Seebsagur District. 

In the Bhaugulporc and Patna Circles alone has it .been possible yet to obtain any 

Cfiinpurativo working of the new system in the statistics in rcspcct to the comparative efficiency 
VatnaamiuhauguiporeCircle.. ^ p^rcc as a preventive and repres¬ 

sive of erime. The annexed 
Table shews the comparative 
working of the new system in 
those two Circles, as far a? the 
number of convictions obtained 
is a test. But such a test is 
not conclusive by any means. 
The romparative results as 
to recovery of stolen pro¬ 
perty in the same two

stolen property recovered tends 
to show that as detectives they 
are already even more efficient 
that the Police they replace.

On the whole, however, the results are far from discouraging, and it is hoped that next 
year will conclusively show that the change has been one for good. 


It was mentioned in last year’s Report that the Government of India had permitted the 
The Military Police. ’ retention of the Militaiy Police in Bengal only as a tem- 

pofary arrangement, till the Civil Police was completely 
organized. This Military Police consisted of one Cavalry Corps, ten Infantry Battalions, 
and seven Local Levies. Of these the first, or Behar Irregular Cavalry, was disbanded in 
October 1SG2, and the men absorbed in the Civil Police of the Patna, Bhaugidporc, Chota 
Is'agpore, and Burdwan Circles. Out of the ten Battalions it has been found necessary to 
keep up for the present the 1st (known as Rattray’s Seikhs), and that Corps is now ymployed 
on the North-Fast Frontier; the 2nd, 3rd, ‘Ith, 6th, 9tli, and 10th have already been broken 
up, and iucoriKirated with the new Police in different Districts; the 7th w'as disbanded in 
1S61; and the 5th and 8th arc now undergoing the same process, those of the Officers and 
men, who are fit and willing, being drafted into the new Police. Of the Levies three, v!z., 
the Kamroop, the Kookie, and the Seehsagur Levies are in coxuse of disbandment, and incor¬ 
poration with the Assam Police; the Khoond Mai Sehundies arc likewise under orders for 
di.sbandment and absorption in the Cuttack Police j while the Surabulpore Scbundics have 
been transferred to the Central Provinces, and the Daije|png Sappers and Miners to the 
Public Works Department j but no final orders have yet been given in regard to the Bhaugul- 
jwre Hill Rangers, the course to be taken in respect of them being still under tlie considera¬ 
tion of Ilis Excellency the Governor General. 


Besides the ordinary duties of liscort. Treasure, Jail, and ^icr miscellaneous guards 
pci’formed by all the Military Police Corps, the 1st Battalion dm active scnice during the 
year with the Jynteab Field Force, and is still employed on the North-East Frontier; the 
otii was employed in protecting the Chittj^ong FroAtier, against the inroads of the wild Hill 
Tribes in that neighbourhood; the 8th supplied Detachments for Field service against the 
Khoouds; and the 9th formed part of the Force which proceeded to Sumhulpore, under 
Major Rattray, for the capture of Soorunder Sahie and other Rebel leaders, who eventually 
sjirreudered themselves. A portion of the Kookie Levy also performed good Service as 
Guards on the Cossyah Frontier, and in acting as a check on the Looshaics.

But various considerations, miefly arising from changes in the Law and the constitution 
of the Police, have led to the conclusion that the Dacoity Department, as at present consti¬ 
tuted, ought not any longer to be retained. Although at the outset it did undoubtedly check 
Dacoity in several District.^, yet its operations of lafe years do net shoAv that it has retained 
its repressive force. Its constitution was at best somewhat anomalous, involving an exercise 
.of Judicial and Police fictions by a Magisterial Officer having exceptional powers under 
little control or supervi *ii; and the introduction of tlie new Police seems to offer a fitting 
opportunity for attempting to bring the detection and prcA'ention of crime of all kinds within 
tlie scope of the duties of a real Police Department, leaving the Judicial enquiry in this, as in all 
other crimes, to the ordinary Tribunals. It is therefore in contemplation to abolish the office 
of Dacoity Commissioner for Bengal as a separate and independent Department, care being 
at thcMamc time taken to utilize the s[)ccial knowledge of Dacoity possessed by the Offieem 
hitherto employed in the Dacoity Department by transferring them to the Police, where they 
arc to form the nucleus of a detective 'Force. 
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The original suwess of the Dacoity Commission in Bcri|[al led to the establishment of a 

I)uroity in Bcliar. Abolition of the Behar Commission in lleliar towards the close of the year 

miiiihMoji. ISGO, but the general effeet of its working has not realized 

Jfo. pfDacoilies. the expectations which were formed at the outset. The figures 
isou . «7 on the margin show the number of Dacoitios committed in 

1802 ail the Behar Districts from 185!) to 18(52. The large number in 

1850 fl'as mainly ascribed to the still unsettled state of the Districts conscipicnt on the con* 
vulsions of 1857-58. In the following year the number was only twenty-seven, while since 
then there has been an increase of one Dacoity per annum on the number in each preceding 
year. These results do not show that any great advantage has been derived from the Com¬ 
mission in dealing w'ith the crime; in fact it was shewn that during the past year, an expensive 
special establishment was employed in the sole duty of cn([niring into nine cases of Dacoity, 
in only two of which convictions have been obtained, and in one of these only one person was 
convicted, and he was captured by the villagers at the time of the Dacoity. .\s the new 
Police has been already introduced in all the Districts of the Patna Division, there exsists 
apparently no further necessity fo» keeping up in them an expensive special establish¬ 
ment for the purpose of repressing the crime of Dacoity. The office of Dacoity Commis¬ 
sioner in Behar has therefore been abolished. 


The office of Boundary Commissioner was ereatisl in 1858, for the jnirjiosc of adjusting 

and defining the boundaries of the various ('ivil and Criminal 
i.f Tliaiiiiiiii iinil Sub- jurisdictions in the Lower Provinces, in eonneetion with the

operations of the Bevenue Survey. The general ])rincij)les 
upon which this re-adjustment was being carried out were noticed in detail in the Keport for 
IS(10-()I, in revi(;wing the progress made up to that time in the Naiddea Division ; and it was 
then stated that the whole of the Nuddea Division, including the Districts of Nuddea, 
.Tessoro, and the 2 l-P(;rguiinahs, had been sub-divided into twcaity-one .Magisterial jurisdie- 
Hons, inclusive of the Cantonment .loint Magistracies of BarrackiKU-e and Dum-Dum, and 
the Sub-Division at Sealdab, in the Suburbs of ('aleutta. These separate jurisdictions have 
now been in full working order for two years. By a recent re-arrang(‘mcnt the boundaries 
of some of the Sub-Divisions have been revised, and one of the Sub-Divisions, namely that 
at Koteehaudporo, has been abolished, while another has been created at Bagirhaut. In the 
Distri<!ts of Nuddea and .Jossore further iaeilities to suitors have been afforded by the 
establishment of Sub-Divisional Small Cause Courts, and by making tin? jurisdictions 
of MoonsifPs counterminous with the Sub-Divisions. Lastly, the boundaries of the Thanuahs 
have been re-adjusted throughout the entire Division, to suit the necessities of the Sub-Divi¬ 
sional scheme ; and a Notification has been published in the Qulentla GiizHte giving full 
information in regard to the boundaries which have been finally adopted both for Sub- 
Divisions and Thanuahs. 


In respect to the other Divisions nothing definite has been dotu' beyond the adoption of 
preliminary measures for carrying out the seherno.* n’hc o])erations in the Patna ].)ivision are 
nearly completed, instructions having been issued to sub-divide the entire Division into ninetcim

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Magisterial jurisdictions, 7’hc boundaries of these Sub-Divisions have been determined, and 
the sites for tlu:ir flead-tiuartcrs decided ui)on. It only remains to ereerbuildings in the new 
Sub-Divisions, and to appoint Oliicers. The boundaries of the Bhaugulporc Division have 
also been adjusted. 

The Statements (C 3. and C 3.) in the Aj)pcndix exhibit the nature and number of heinous 

crimes aseei'taincd to have been committed in Calcutta and its 
Suburbs, during the year. The number of persons who passed 
through the bauds of the Police was 30,501, of whom 16,953 were convicted, 7,578 acquitted, 
and 1,060 released without being brouglit to trial. Property was robbed and stolen to the 
amount of Pupees 1,73,091, of which property to the value of llupces 60,599 was recovered.

One Kiirojican and one Native Police Officer, Avith fourteen Chowkeydars, were (luartcrcd in the 
Port, forming a Sub-Section of the Coolie Bazar Police Section, and remaining under the 
control of the Police Inspeetbr of that Section, the Supcrintemh'nt of the ])i\ ision, and the other 
superior Officers of Police, 'fhe European l*olicc Officer Avas, however, directed to .submit 
a daily report to the Fort Adjutant, or any other Officer Avho might be named for the puriiose 
by the (leneral Commanding the Presidency Division, and also to obey his instructions a.s 
far us praetiealde ; but it was providi'd that the Police Avere not to be interfered Avith by the 
Military Authorities iu the performance of their proper duties.

land he had applitid for; and he took this occasion to request that the Title Deeds of 500 4 |crcs 
bo made in favor of Mr. Iliiudlc. The payment of the money was unsolicited, and the Siipcr- 
intendent of Darjeeliiif? received it on account, and not in full payment for the land applied for, 
ffrantiiig a receipt worded accordingly. At this time the Superintendent of Darjeeling had 
no authority to assign Waste Lands to any person on any terms other than those contained in 
the Uiilcs of 18.')9; and no guarantee whatever was given that Mes.srs. Deare and Rundlc 
were to obtain the land at llupces 2-8 per acre, the only communication marie by the Super* 
inteiidcnt being the receipt granted for the money paid on account. From his rejdy to other 
applicants, it wfis clear that the Supr^riutendent knew well that lie had no power to make 
grants under the llcsolutiou of October IMGI. Messrs. Itundle and Dearc, at their own risk, then 
took possession of the laud, and without any authority commenced operations thereon. As 
by this proceeding they had exposed themselves to los.s, the Oovernment, to obviate all app(;ar- 
aucc of dealing hardly with men who bad apparently a mistaken notion of tlie extent and scope 
of the llcsolutiou of the (lovernnicnt of India of October 1801, oflered to allow them to jmrehase 
the lands at the rate of llupces I(i per acre, the minimum price at which Darjeeling lands could 
be sold at the time when their applications Averc made ; but this offer was rejected by them, and 
thereupon the land was advertized for sale and sold for Rupees 20 per acre.

Pending decision, however, on the question of the general extension of the Currenev, 
llis Honor brought to the notice of the Govenimeiit of India, the exet'ssivc iiieonvenicnee 
occasioned in the Tea-growing Districts of Assam, Cachar, and Sylhet, by the absence of all 
facilities for remitting money and for exchange. 


To n'inedy the inronvenienee, mcasurc.s were adopted for jdaeing those Districts 
within the Calcutta Circle of the new Paper Currency. It was dei-ided in the first instance 
to select (lowhatty as the only ])laoc of issue, and to authorise ^’o(^;s being easlicd at all the 
local Treasuries. These Treasuries were further authorised to ilraw Bills on Calcutta at 
par, and to draw uiK)n each other at ^ per cent, premium, or in certain cases without premium ; 
and Bills on those Treasuries will be drawn in Calcutta without lin it for the iircseut at a 
premium of i per cent. 


Arrang(‘mcnts were at the same time made with the Bank of Bengal for keeping these 
Treasuries supplied with a sufficiency of specie botli in silver and copper coins.

m UtnRni. Order system has been introduced througliout Bengal, 

for the purpose of affording to the public the means of safely and economically 
transmitting small sums of money from one Station to another. The system is 
founded upon, and in many respects exactly similar to, that known in Great Britain 
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as the Post Office order system; but it has been found preferable in this country to carry 
it out through the Agency of the district Treasuries instead of that of the Post Office. 
The details for •working the scheme and the rules for the guidance of the Officers entrusted 
with it were prcpareil by the Civil Pay-Master, and modified by the Oovemment of India in 
the Financial Department; and the general direction of the Agency employed has also 
been entrusted to the Civil Pay-Master in subordination to this Govermnent.

The growing success of tlu* English Schools in East Bengal having led to a large acces¬ 
sion of Students in the Dacca College, it lK*camo necessary to 
H.in .1 t ull..'. strengthen the College Mstablislimout, in order to provide 

udetjiiate instnicticju for under-graduates desiring to eoinplelo tho UnivTrsity Coiirso and to 
proc('('d to the Degn'c of Ihiclielor of Arts. Two Professors were consequt'iitly added to tho 
instructive stutf at llio coininenceinent (d' tho Academical year, in Jamiary last, and an 
Assistant Professor was at tho sanio limo appointed for Sanscrit and llcnigalec. A Law 
Lectnri'slnj) was also I'stahlishcd with tho view of providing systomatio hgal instruction for 
jicrsu)is intending to devoto thoinsolvos to tho practico of tho l^aw in tho Mofussil Courts. 


In tho cours(> of the year tho English School at Patna has bceji roorgrani/.ed and placed on 

tho footing of a Mofussil College, eoinfjrising a College 
Colli.( .0 I.1I11.1. Department foruiyler-graduates, aiida (.'olh'giato School. It 

was afliliatod to tho I’niversity in Aiiggst ISllii, and the College Department w'as o|)enod at 
the coniiuoravincnt of tho Acadtunical year in .January last, Jind pla<i“d in charge of a 
I’rofcssor. 'I’he rapid growth of tho Collegiate School is a satisfactory proof that the inhahi- 
tanfs of Patna are not backward to avail themselves of iuiprovi-d means of eiliicatioTi. At 
tile connnencomerit of tho year tho munhor of Students on the Bolls was I.'i.'i. At IIk' 
ex))inition of fwelvo months it had reached 307. A siil)scri|)tion list has been opened to 
provide funds for tho erection of a suitable College building, and Rupees 21,000 wa-'. 
subscribed before tho close of the year. It is exjiccted that upwards of Rii])oes .">0,000 will 
eventually be realized. *

* inoiuy has, at the siig'f^o.stion of the hjcal Officers and with the consent of the donors, been 

ordered to be applied to tlio fund for Iniilding the new College of Patna. 


On the ;?0th April 1S02 the nuinl)er of Schools receiving regular monthly assignments 

(d public money under the grant-in-aid Rules was .SI9, and 
’ the amount disli-ibntod was Rupees 8,t5ll per mensoin. At 

the same date in the present year the number of aided Schools had risen to 4.3<!, and the 
jiggn'gate amount of the grants to Rupees ll, tSt jut mensem. This statement shows an 
increase within the year of 117 Sehools, at an additiomd charge upon the jmblic Revemu's of 
Hii])ees .‘It, 120 ])er annum. It is worthy of note that .M.xleen of these Sehools are for Native 
females. 


The grants given to additional Sehools during the year Jimoimted to Rupees 2,951-12, 
r?j., to fifty-two I'higlish and "N'ernaeidar Seliools Rupees 1,818-12; to sixty-two Vernacular 
Sehools Kiipees 7(!2-S ; and to sixteen (lirls’ Seh(>ols Itiipees 870-8. The total amount of 
;iiigmontation to ])revious grants was Rupees 2 11-9-7, r/v., to six Anglo-\'ernaeular Schools 
Rupees 85-S; to four X'eniacular Sehools Hupees .5(}-l-7,- and to one (Ji'-ls’ School 
Ruj>ees ]()(). The amount of the monthly grants sane!ioned within the year was, thcrefon*. 
Rupees .‘j]th‘5-5-7. The total of grants cancelled amounfed to U\i]K'es .‘ilo-8, ri::., of two 
Anglo-Vernacular Schools Ru])ees 205, and of eleven Vernacular Sehools Rupees 138-8. 
'file grants of two Vemaeular Sehools were also j'edneed to the extent of Rupees (1-8. Tlu! 
amount of reductions in the monthly grants dinbig the year was, therefore. Rupees 8o(>. 
lienee the lU't additional expenditure sanctioned during tlie year on account of grants-in- 
uid w’ns Rupees 2,813-5-7 per mensem, or Rupees 31,120-3 per annum. 


In addition to the sums assigned us monthly grants, Iwenty-iw'o Sehools have roeeivi'd 
casual grants, for special purposes, amounting in the aggregate to Rupees 3,817-8, riz., six¬ 
teen Anglo-Vernacular Sehools Rupees' 3,2 12-8, live ^ ernai-uiar Sciiools Rujiees 525„ 
and one (iirls’ School Rupees 50. Seven Sehools 'have also fi'ccivcd grants of books 
and maps from the Stock of the late (lovcnimeiit Rook Agciiey, now in charge of tho 
Si'liool Rook Society, to the extent c>f Rupees 3.55, vis,, five Auglo-Veriiacular Sehools 
Rupees 230, and two Veriiaciilar Sehools Rupees 125. 


Ki-w M'lii'inc of V(‘rmioul.ir Kilitration, 


Normal Schools have been (.‘Stublislied ihiriiig the year at Bnrdwan, Kishnagl nr, and 

Jessore for the purpose of training Masters for elementary 
Villagi' Schools, under the scheme of V^'niacular cducatiun 
originally devised by Sir J. R. Grant, 'i’liis scheme has nc'eived several imjiortant modilica- 
tions, as fresh light has bei'ii gained from the working of the experimental measures adopted 
for bringing it into operation. Its general object was the improvement of the indigenous 
Schools of the country by tho offer of money rewards to tho Goeroos. 
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The plan no^\i{)nrsuc(l may be briefly described as follows:— 

The villa<? 08 j wlioro I’atshalas arc already in oxiatonce, are invited to send for a year’s 
training in a Nonnul Scliool, oitlier their present (Jooroo, or some other person whom they will 
undertake to receive as their future School Master. Their nominee, if jiccopted by the 
Inspector, is sent to a Nonnal School, with a stipend of llupec.s five per mensem, and a written 
agivement is entered into on tho one hand with the lionds of the village that they will receive 
him back as their (Jooroo, when ho has completed his course of training and received a Certificate 
t)f qualification; and on tho other hand with the nominee himself, that he will return to tho 
village which selected him, and there enter upon and discharge tho duty of village School 
.Master to the bc.st of his ability, on condition of being secured a monthly income of not -less 
than Rupees 5 in tho shape of stipend or reward, so long as he continues to dosen'c it. Each 
of tho three training Schools at present established, receives seventy-five stipendiary Students. 
They have been open(;d but a few months, but Ho diflicultyjins been experienced in filling them. 
I'Jach had its full comiilemont at, the end of the year. Tho supervision of the entire scheme has 
been entnisk'd to Rahof) Rhoodeb Mookerjeo, as an Additional Inspector, with throe Deputy 
1 rispoctors as his subordinates. 

At tho ('ud of the year sanction was obtained for tho Establishment of a Normal School at 

Dacca, for training a .small number of Native women a.s 
Schfiol Mistresses?. It is c.xpectod th.at these women will 
rciidily find employment, not only as Mistresses in public (Jirls’ 
Schools, but also as ])rivatc teachers in the Zenanas of Native gentlemen. 

The Wards’ Institution in (Calcutta vvas estidilished in 18r)(}, fi)r tho purpose of affording 

to all those minors under the control of the (Jourt of Wards, 

TIji' Wards’ IiiBtitiitiiHi in Cali'utta. . .... 

wh<»s(i mc'ans were sufhcicnt to ])ay tor better instruction 
than can be procured at their own hou.ses, a |iberal education at tho Presidency, I’omoving 
them by this means from tho pernicious iiiHuenco of family dependants. Tho entire 
niaiiagemeiit of tho Institution was jilaced under a Native Director, subject to the control of tho 
Hoard of Rovciiiio. 'I’lie Rules of the Institution, and tho expediency of retaining it at tho 
I’resideiicy, came under review during the war, in connection with the case of a Ward in Reor- 
bhoom, whose relatives objected to his removal to Calcutta. It apficared to His Honor that 
the Rules contained no adequate provisions for the supervision and pi'riodical inspection of the 
Institution. IIo tlicrefore ajipointed u C’onimittee of Honorary Yb’sltors, consisting of aniemher 
of tlic Hoard of Revenue ami its Secretary, the I^irector of Pidilic Instruction, and six Native 
goiitlemon, two of them residents of the interior, with instructions that tho resident Members 
should be requested to visit tho Institution regularly in rotation. It was also propo.scd, in 
con.si^juenco of the objection of the Native Zemindars to .sending their children to Calcutta, 
to remove tho Institution to a Station in tho interior ; but owing to the difficulty of finding 
sufficient accommodation at any of those Stations where a College ediu;ation is procurable, no 
final decision on the point has as yet been arrived at, and tho subject is still under 
con.sideration. 


TO 
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SECTION VI.-PUBLIC WORKS- • 


GExNEllAL. 

Tub total amount of Impcrijil Funds placed at disposal of this Goverament for public 
M’ork.H <lurin<' tlio year was 53^ lacs; the amount of Ijocal Funds administered by this 
Department was 20 lacs, in addition to which the first and second instalments of the one 
per cent. Fund amounted to llupcos 22 lacs, making a grand total of 05 ^ lacs of llupces. 

Tho increasing amount of the Ijocal Funds renders it expedient that the expendituni 
therefrom shoJild bo bnjught under proper supervision, and accordingly a proposal luis been 
submitted to tho Government of India by which tho whole expenditure, both Imj)orial and 
Local, would 1)0 })laeed under one sy^kan and s«j)ervised by one Engineer Establishment, 'fhe 
chief feature of tin's sehemo is tho a])])ointment of a Superintendijig Engineer to each 
Kovonuo Division, who, in concert with the Conimissioti(>r, would have tho chief supervision of 
all public works in tho Division. The orders of tho Gov(!rnmont of India have not yet beeii 
received on this proposal. 

'J’hc necessity for a sy.si.em of contracts for works and repairs, as tho only means whereby 
tho increasing <lemands for j)nblic works can bo met, has been kept steadily in vi('w. In 
Galcuita only, has tho sy.stom of large Divisional Contracts boon found to work; but orders 
hav(> been given that as a general rule, J)etty contracts should bo atio])tcd in all ca.s(!s, exet‘})t 
whei'o the Supc'rintending Engineer may give a S]i('cial excmj)tion ; ('ndeavor.s have been 
made to i*educo those petty contracts to a systimi, and in time, Cont.rai’tors who can bo dc'pemhni 
on for lurg(*r works, will no doubt be forthcoming ; a considerable reduction will, under this 
system, bo efleoted in tho number of di.sbur.sing Ollicers and in the number of lower 
Subordinates. The number of disbursing Agents has been reduced from 275 on the' 1st Alay 
1802 to 102 on tho 30th April 1803. 

n’lie want of an listablishment of tfained European Subordinates has been much felt. 
Tho number of admissions into tho Upper Subordinate Establishment during tho year has 
been twenty-seven, and tho number of removals lias been tvventy-nim ; out of a total of ono 
hundred and forty. 

A contract having been onk-red into by the Govoimment of India with tho East India 
Irrigation and Canal Company, having for its object tho construction of works for tho control 
of flood w-aters for irrigation, and for navigation, in tho Province of Orissa and adjoining 
districts, preliminary arrangements liavo been inntlo for coaimeucing these works. ‘This 
Government is not yet in possession of the scheme finally proposed; hut a preliminary approval 
has been accorded to a high level lino of navigation from the Hooghly to l\lidnapore, and from 
tho Roopnarain River to Ralasore. In connoetioii with this scheme the Oolaharia Canal has 
been made over to the Company on re-payineut of its cost, about Rupees sixty.thousand. The 
Hauka Canal and tlic Spur works ut‘ Naruj near Cuttack, have also been made over in 
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connection with other works to be carried out by this Company. This Company has also 
applied for a similar contract in rcspr^t to the Behar irrigation works, but in regard to this 
the orders of the (Jovemment of India have not yet been received. 

Preliminary arrangements have been made for a contract witli the Light Railway Com¬ 
pany, tho object of which is to hand over to them thr' recently formed Jengunge and Nulhatty 
Road, 27^ miles in length, with a view to a light railway being laid down thereon by tho 1st 
January 180tho road is nearly conipleto, and tho final settlement of tho contract merely 
awaits tho approval of tho Government of India. 'Fho Railway Company have in tho racanwhilo 
commenced their permanent way. 

The abolition of the Iron Bridge Yard has been finally carried out during tho past year, tho 
St<jck ami Machinery of tho Establisliment were made over to tho Ordnance and other 
(iovcminent DciMirtmcnts, and the premises to tho Electric Telegraph Department. 

I'he arrangement made for tho annual supply of 05,000 inaunds of Lime by Messrs. 
I ngli.s juid Company as part payment for the (Jieylah Quarries ceased on tho 80th April.* 
X(‘gotiations have been opened with the Superintondeiit of Fort Blair for the supply of 200 
tuns of coral Hnio per nionsom at a rate of Rupees 70 per 100 inaunds; this lime has been 
tested and found to be a ricli lime of superior (piality. 

I'lic Photographic Esrablishmont employed for four years in connection with tho Chief 
lOnginccr’s Otiico, has been dispensed with, tho results obtained not being considered to bo 
commensurate! with tho ex))ense. Tho results shewed tiiat from the eommencement in 1850, 
tlie total expenditure to date had been Rupees 1 t,G15 and that the number of negatives 
taken had been 8IG, anti the number of prints 1,157. 

WORKS CARRIED OUT DURING TllJi YEAR, 

It will suflico to mention here, only a few of the jtrincipal works which have been m 
progro.ss during the year. 

MILITARY. 

Army. —The abolition of the Cantonment at Dehree having been decided upon, the Barracks 
and other buildings erTocted, have been dismantled, ami tho land has been nmde over to thti 
Revenue Authorities. Tho Cantonment at Raneegungo has jilso been aboli.shed tind tho 
building.s, with cxcp])tion of a few retiuired by tho Civil Authorities, are being dismanth'd. 
At Dacca it was decided that the site known as Foley’s Mills was tho most eligible for a 
Cantonment, and nccordj^ly that property has been purchased for one lac of Rupee.s, 
the measures to bo taken to provide accommodation for Troops are still under cf)n- 
sideration. The intcncion to build Barracks at Dobrooghur for European Troops has been 
abandoned. A Committee having been appointed to rejiort on the Station of Dum-Dum, it 


* On that (late there siill remained in the Government Store at Cbuttuek, 81,5Sd maunda. 
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was dotormincd tf» remove most of tho serai-permanont buildings erected in 1857-59, and 
make certain other improvements which it is expected will have the effect of rendering this 
Station as healthy as in tbrmer years. Accordingly tho semi-permanent buildings have been 
removed, the married men’s llarrack has been dismantled and I'c-built on another site, tho 
ventilation of the pcimmnent Barracks has been improved, and a better system of conservancy 
pitjvidc'il I'or. ’fho (’untonment has been enlarged by taking in a piece of swampy land which 
is to he niised and fonned into Soldier’s gardens, and a system of drainage for the whole Can¬ 
tonment has been carried out. These works are nearly completed. 


In other Stations such minor works and improvements have been carried out as were 
necessary to me(‘t the retiuircments of tho ’IVoops, These embrace tin; lighting of Tort William 
by (ras, ami the erection of Stables and (Jiin-shcds for an additional Buttery at Barrackpore.

Tho continued encroachments of the Canges at Rjonpore 
Reauleah rendered the disniantlemont of thc f.’onrt houses necessary. After full consideration 
it was determined not to remove tho Head-Quarters of tho Ruj.shahye Division to any eonsi- 
derahlo di.stance, and a new site was selected for the new Public Offices in tho highest marginal 
ground above the old Station 3000 fi>ct from tho present hank of the river, and opposite* a part 
of tho river bed when* tho Canges has ceased encroaching. 

A jetty with tramways to facilitate tho loading and unloading of Salt at Sulkcah has been 
<.*oinplcted. Altomtions and ailditions to tho Opium Factory at Patna, including the erection 
of new chest-slieds lu-o still in progress.

Cenf-ral. —Orders from the Government of India were received for the commenccinont of 
the new Ceneral Post Office at Calcutta in January last, .but under subsequent orders a 
revision of the Plan was again necessary. Tho Plan has - now been finally decided on, and 
ordem have issued for the commencement of the work j tho foundations caimot, however, bo 
laid uutil after the rains of 18d3. 
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Tlio now Copper Mint is nearly completed, some work in connection with the fixing of 
Machinery, to ho carried out under the superintendence of the Mint Master, still remains to bo 
done.

the Hood waters within artificial limits, is not to he compared with the injury and devasta¬ 
tion formerly ])rodii(:c‘d by tho sudden and violent irruptions of tho riviT bursting its embaidi- 
tnents, while the general fertility of tho area suhjeet to iuuudatiim has been greatly increased, 

“ Hut while arnving at this con^lu-sion, the Lieutenant-Governor is not unmindful id’ the 
(;u*t that a certain e.vtent of country in tho immodiato vicinity of the lu'cacho-s tiiat have 
• lecuivd has been ii)jiiro<l, and that a .sense of insecurity still ])rcvails among the ryots from the 
niii-i'rtainty of the action of the river on its bank. Ilis Honor is, therefore, of o})inion that .some

—Metalling of the road from Dieca to Naraingnngi', eight 
miles, is in progiv.'-s, and half completed, liridging of the road between Fenu}' and (Miittagong 
is ill progress. Of forty-one bridges to be eonstnicted, two arc. coi.ipleted, tw'clve others are 
ready for arching', materials are ready for the greaii r number, and the work a ill be plashed 
fonvard. , 

Assam I’ltrxK Hoad. —From Doben'o to Dcbroogliur—355 miles.—A complete Estimate 
for this road has been received, tho (juautity of w'ork recjiiired in making the road twenty-four 
feel, wide, is 3,()1() lacs of culfie feet of earth-work, 2,04S running feet of .small drains aiidculvert.s 
nmh'r twimty fei't sjiaii, and r), tS).5 running ^oct of bridges from twenty to sixty feet span. 
M'ork on separate e.stinmtcs for dctatched portions of tho road and bridges lias b('en in pro- 
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gress, bat owing to want of labor, but little has been done. A commencement has been made 
to import Coolies into the provim ^ for carrying on public works, but the result has not as yet 
been satisfactory. 

Sylhet and Cachar Road. —04 mile.s.—The re-modelling and forming of this road 
twenty-four feet wide has been taken up, and work is progressing fairly j about ono-fifth of tho 
earth-work is completed. 

Blriiek anu Bsuak Road, —This road is intended to be made from near Burhoo on tho 
Crand Tnnik Road, ri<i Nowadah to Behar with a branch I'oad from (liriuek to Luckcesorai on 
the Railway. Tho Section of road from Rajowloo to Behai-, forty miles, i,s in progress, and also 
the Section from Giriack to tho Railway, thirty-eight miles, wliich is to be formed as a ilush 
metalled rojulat a cost of about Rupees 3,000 per mile. 

CurTTiu AND CnowrAuuN Road —miles.—Has progressed well, the carth-work and 
small bridges ar(; nearly completed; a stone bridge of three arches of thirty feet span over 
the Aineeii River, is in progress, and about half the quantity of metal required has been 
collected. 

I’ho other roads on which %vork has been in progress are, Ranocgnngc to Doobrajpore a 
metalled road, twenty-four miles, long, which will complete the rontu from Ranec-gungo to 
Soree. 'I'he oailh-work on this road has liecu completed, and the bridges and metal anj about, 
half' eoinpleted. A bridge over tho Singamn River on this road, consisting of five bays of 
twenty-five feet, was completed w-ithin thr(;o months at a cost of Riij)ecs S,.l.r3, iu a most 
satisfactory manner. A new road from tho Burrakur Jerminus of tho Railway to Ruggonatli- 
poro, twenty miles, and a road from Nattore to Kooshtcah, thirty-four miles, have just been 
eommeneed. Tho progress of tho Cuttack and 'raldunda Road, forty-three miles, and of tho 
road from Cuttack htwards Soncjtoro inn tlio Burmool Pass have been good; tho diflicnllies 
met with, on tho latter road have been great, especially in tho Sub-Division from Bunnool to 
llarhangah, twenty-two miles, in wliich tho rock cutting at tho Sonakaria cliff bus been a 
very heavy work. Tho rock i.s of guiess, tho cutting nearly 1000 feet in length and about 
thirty feet, in breadth, the perpendicular drop from tho road to the Malianuddy River below i.s 
about l.iO feet. 

The improvement of the Dunwah Pass on the (Irand Trunk Road, is nearly conqdoted. 
The improvement of the Tumlook Road sixteen miles is in progrcs.s, and material is being 
collected for metalling this road at a cost of Rui)oes C2,ii7‘l. 

Bkidges—Burrakur Buidoe, —The actual progre.sH on tho Burrskur Bridge during tho 
season of 1802-63 includes only tho completion of two iidditioual foundations Nos. 4 and 5. 
'I’wo arches on tho eastern side, also tho fixing of the eastern-most .span of Girder, are in pro¬ 
gress. There still remain four foundations in progress, but incomplete. 

Leelajan Bridge. —Tho difficulties met with in this work have necessitated a reconsidera¬ 
tion of tho project which i.s now in abeyance, it appears probable that the idea of making uso 
of any portion of tho old bridge must be abandoned. 
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■Moiiiii'ii AND BoRRYAn Bkidoks. —Tho foundations and’piers of these bridges (oxcepf; 
ono found<iti<jn in tho Alorhur) aro now completed, little has been done to tho Bonyah 
during the year, but tho archinf' of the centre bay of six spans of tho Morhur Bridge is in 
progress.* It is cx])ected that tho arches of both these bridges will bo completed by the rains 
of J8(it. 

The Iron Bridge over Tolly’s Nullah at Alipore has boon nearly completed by tho Con- 
tnictor Mr. Ilonfry of the Firm of Brassey Wythes and Company. A now bridge has been 
coirimenced at Kormabad on tho Craiid Trunk Koatl, to replace an old Alahomedau stnicture. 

SoANK (’auseway. —This important work has boiiii completed during tho past year in a 
vc*ry satisfactory maimer. This work desigimd and commenced in 1853-54 by the lati' 
t'olonel Knyvett, has stood without any injury the successive Hood seasons of tho several 
years during which it was under constructirm. It is 11,450 runuiiig feet in length and Kt 
feet wide, nio surface is of large blocks of dressed granite laid over a bed of (‘oncrctc, 
boxed ill with piles. 

NAVKJAfij.K (’analh. —Tho stop-gate on the new (hilcutta Canal mentioned in the last 
Bcjiort has been completed. Its elfoct in .scouring out the bed is not yet known. The cut otf 
of the Boo.skhally Khali on tho Easteni Canals has been nearly completed, and an c.xamina- 
lion of the Channels between tho Alutlah and Koolnah has been made with a view to tlu' im- 
|)rovemeut, and shortening of tho route between those places. 

Tho Oolabariah Canal was, on completion, made over to tho Jilast India Tirigatiou Company 
as a portion of their high level Canal between the Ilooghly and Alidnapore, the Company 
paying to the Local Funds tho amount expended on the work. 

Tho usual works have bei'u carried out on tho Nuddea llivers, luid the Bhagiruttce has 
been kept opiai with a dejith of two feet throughout the year. 

A proposal was received from Air. Pn'stage for converting the Alatabangah into a high 
levi'l Canid, but on eonsidonition it was not deemed advi.sable to hold out any prospect of 
assistance from (Jovemmentto the project. 

Impkovkment or Rivers. —An experiment is being can-iod out under iiustruetions of tho 
(loverument of India with a view to test the practicability of removing shoals in the River 
Ilooghly by a Steamer fitted with a revolving harrow. 

It xvas found impossible to effect any penuunent good in removing rocks in the Maha- 
nuddy River between Cuttack and Sonepore with tho limited amount of Funds contemplated, 
tho work has, therefore, boon set aside, ’fhe t;einoval of obstructions in tho River Barruck 
near Cachar, and tho distribution of the waters of this River in tho two Channels of tho 
Soormah and Kooshcearali is being examined into.

The number of trips made between Sahibgunge and Caragolah, was one hundred and forty, 
and ouo trial trip between Colgong and Kodalcutta. The Steamer Rdjshaltyc was employctl 
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from May to the 9th July, but she was replaced by the Jumna on the 7th of Augxist, the 
former vessel not having suflicier j power to stem the current. 


Calcutta Drainage. —During the past year the small remaim'ng portion of the main 
Dhurrumtollah sewer, has been completed, and the entire length from the River Hooghly to the 
temporaiy pumping Station at Entally, is now complete. The extension of the main sewer to the 
permanent pumping Station has been proceeded with, and that portion between the temporaiy 
pumping Station and the Mutlah Railway Station, which has been laid in the old Entally canal, 
is complete with exception of arching. In accordance with the recommendation of the 
Municipal Commissioner's, permission has been fspven to complete the Drainage of the 
portions of the Town noted below :— 


First .—The area bounded by Chowringhee Road on the West, Free School Street on tho 
East, Dhurrumtollah on the North, Kyd Street on the South. 


Second .—^The area on the South side of Dhurrumtollah lying between that street and 

Jaun Bazar, and in length extended from Chowringhee Road to near the Circular Road. 

• 

Third .—Tho area on tho North side of Dhurrumtollah extending from Chandney Choke 
Street to the Union Chapel, and bounded on tho North by Emambang lane and Sakanytollah 
Lane. 


The estimated outlay for these works, in addition to the sum of about 7i Lacs 
of Rupees already expended, is seventeen lacs, and authority has been given to the Commis¬ 
sioners to raise this amount by loan. Captain Hyde, it. e., has been requested to examine and 
report on the work already carried out, especially with roforonce to tho quality of the work and 
tho probable efficiency of the system, and the expediency of completing tho scheme for 
the whole of Calcutta. Captain Hyde's Report had not been received at the close of the 
year, but it is understood that the Report will be favorable as regards the work executed. 


Water Supply. —No progress has as yet been made in obtaining jpf supply of water for 
Calcutta, but a sum of six lacs of Rupees lias been set apart for this work from tho 1 per 
cent. Income Tax. 


Stranp Bank.— Measures for tho improvement of tho Strand Bank have been under con¬ 
sideration. Several projects for Wharves, Jetties, and other works have been cousidered, but 
action in the matter of carrying out any of these projects is in abeyance pending the formation of 
a Trust to which will be committed the charge of the Strand Bank, and tho works for 
its improvement on the passing of a bill, wliich will be introduced into the Council for tho 
purpose at its next meeting.

EAST INDIA RAILWAY. 

At the close of the previous year the Railway was open from Howrah lo 
Opfii Line. Monghyr. 303 Miles.

On the 17th of Novemlier the Section from Jumalpore to Dinapore, 110 miles in length, 
was made available to the public, and on the 22nd of December the Line thence to Rajghaut, 
opposite the city of Benares, having been rejiorted in a sufficiently advanced condition, was 
handed over for running. In order to enulile Hls Excellency the Viceroy to be present on the 
occasion, the official opening was deferred till the 5th February 1863, on which date it was 
celebrated at Benares. 

At the close of the year 1802-63 the total length open, inclusive of the portion from the 
Kuruinnassu to Rajghaut, the administration of the affairs of which also devolves on the 
Bengal CJovernment, was 607i miles, the only un-opened portion being the Burrakur extension 
.22 rni|cs.

The accidents which attchded the working of the Railway during this period are enume¬ 
rated in the Report appended. Forty-four persons in all 
were killed, and sixteen injured. Of these only two were 
])assengers, forty-three were servants of the Company, and fillecn trespassers. The most 
serious case of all, though happily unattended with loss of life, took place on the 24th 
October, ■ on which date a five-arch masonry bridge in the Beerbhoom District gave way, 
]>reci})itating a Goods’ Train, consisting of an Engine Tender and thirteen Waggons, into 
the stream lielow. It appeared that the foundations of the bridge had been completely 
undermined by the action of a violent Hood. This accident brought to light the imperative 
necessity for adopting general protective measures throughout the Line, by securing jshe 
foundations of all bridges liable to scour; and measures have been taken for averting such a 
••iitastrophe in future, by maintaining a system of flood registry and watch. 
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The principal fact to be recorded in the administration of the afikirs of the East India 

]^’lway is the limit fixed to the construction expenditure, 
aituw.** ^ oonetTuction expen- January a Special Finance Committee, presided over by the 

Consulting Engineer to Government, proceeded up the Line, 
jiersonally investigated the indispensable requir^ents of the traffic for the two ensuing year^ 
and decided what work should be prosecuted, the result being an immediate reduction of tlie 
current expenditure to a minimum. Tliis was the first practical step towards closing the Capital 
Account of the Railway, and was at once followed by an order for compilation of the total 
expenditure in each Department, in view to a comprehensive scrutiny being instituted into 
the inefficient payments of the Company. This work is now being proceeded with. 

Another important event was the abolition of the River Transport Department of the 

A»K,Htion of th. River Transport Do- Railway. All extensiw fleet of Steamers, Flats, and cx,untry 

Boats had been built and employed by the Company 
for the conveyance of their materials to the upper Sections of the Line under con¬ 
struction ; but the advanced state of the tvorks generally, and the completion of the 
greater part of tlie Bengal Division in particular, having rendered it no longer necessary to retain 
such a Department with its special and costly organization, it was resolved to put the entire 
licet out of commission from the 1st January 18C3, and to dispose of the block of the Company. > 
The arrangements lor carrying this resolution into effect were matured before the close of 
the official year. • 

The stoppage ol‘ operations at the Kur-hur-balie Colliery is also deserving of notice. 

Sfoppa^ of operatio... at the Kur-hur- Originally Opened and worked to provide fuel 

lalie Colliery. for brick-making during the constniction of the numerous 

viaducts and brulgos in the Keeul and llullohar Division, and the Railway Officers subse- 
tjnently advocated the jiermanent retention of the field on the ground of the superiority and 
cheapness of its yield over the Rancegunge product for Locomotive purposes; but, as on 
investigation, it appeared absolutely certain that the netv field could not comjicte with the old, 
unless connected with the East Indiaix Railway by a branch Line, Government has dcclinc<l 
to permit the continuance of these workings as a portion of the giuirantecd-undertaking, 
pending a determination by the Railway Boai'd as to the disfxisal of the property, or the 
exact conditions of its tenure. 


ProiKwod direct Line to Liu-kocfccrai. 


The investigation of this matter revived l^ie consideration of the question of a direct Lino 

from Raneegunge to Luckeeserai, for the purpose of opening 
up the rich mineral region lying between, and o£ shortening 
the distance for the through traffic from the North-West. The advisability of doubling tlie 
liine from Teen])ahar to Colgong had been urggd by the Traflic M.nnager of the Railway, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor recorded that, in his opinion, additional accommodation of the 
kind would, before longj be found an unavoidable necessity in parts where a large loc^l 
traffic existed; but the superior advantages of a direct Line to Luckeeserai appeared so obvious, 
that it was suggested to the Government of India that, before incurring or entertaining any 
proposition for incurring expense on doubling, the cost of tlie short cut should be closely 

17 
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iiivcstiffated, Tlie Su])rerac Oovernraent fully concurred in this^ but did not encourage the 
idea of extoiiding the j>uarantce to the work as a part of the East Indian Railway. 


'I'he introduction of the contract system for maintenance of way and works on a con¬ 
siderable length of Line was effected in the course of the 
.>v» sysiciriof roiKUM, Ifithcrto the repairs of the Railway had been per¬ 

formed directly by the Company's Engineers, and the cost was found to be steadily increasing 
in ii liir Jiigher ratio than the train mileage. A projwsition by the Chief Engineer for letting 
out the maintenance of the entire Line to contra(!t has been carefully considered, and the saving 
under tlie new system, which has been adopted experimentally, will probably be very great. 

'fhe (piestion of the re-arrangement of the Howrah Terminus continues to engage serious 

attention. It has been deemed advisable to consider the 
^ Tj.j. ro..u-ra..K«.nentofthen«wr.a.Tvr- .^hole ca.se dc nouo, the Chief Engineer and Traffic Manager 

Ijeing of opinion that the arrangement of the various 
buildings jis placed before (iovernmeut, and sanctioned in 1^1, might be entirely altered with 
decided advantage. The suiyect is now in a fair way towards satisfactory settlement. 

Tlie system of audit to be adopted in future both by the Railway Company and liy the 
SystPin (if Aiulil. (Jovernment has lieen under anxious consideration. The 

Hoard of Directors jiroposed a radical change in the constitution of their Audit Office in 
this country. Their proposal \^as referred to tlie Government for rejiort, and the case is now in 
tlie hands of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for disposal. 

It has also been deemed necessary on the approaching completion of the Line, and in eon- 

seipicnce of the large reduction of expenditure, to undertake 
rc-or)tamziiii6n of Establish. thorough re-organi/.atioii of the Establishments in all 

Departments of the Railway, and in general to investigate the 
subject of the General ^lanagement and Control of the allairs of the Line ; and a Special 
Commissioner, Air. G. N. Taylor, Enam Commissioner, under the Aladras Government, 1ms 
been deputed to collate the various opinions of the Chief Railway Officers, with a view to report 
on the subject.

Tho state of the river daring the year was very unsatisfactoiy. The James and Mary’s 
„ (Jh^nnels have been worse than usual: and the llun?afulla 

Channels have caused much difficulty. The changes in tho 
Auckland and Lloyd's Channels have been very serious. Up to Febniary 1862, all ships jaissed 
tho Auckland into Cowcolly, and thence to sea, either through tho Western, or thiough Lloyd’s 
Channel. These Channels afterwards becamo so dilffcnlt as to bo abandoned, and all ships went 
through Bedford’s Channel; but tho northern entrance to Bedford’s also showed sy'inptoms of 
closing, and it was feared at ono time that a total stoppage of navigation of tho river would 
(jnsue. But a new Auckland’s Channel has been fortunjitely discovered, and the crisi.s it is 
hoped is over for tho present. From Saugor to the ana tho Channels continue in a satisfactory 
.state; but the atiito of the river from Mud Point tcj Saugor has been a source of groat anxiety. 
Attempts are being made to improve these Channels by artificial moans. Air. Leonard’s roller 
has boon j)artially successful, but it is capable of improvement.

labor, Hpon impiiry, liow't'ver, it was clearly shown that there had been no reniissness 
on the part Of any of the Emigration Oflicers liere: but it apjtearcd probable that the high 
rate of mortality during tho voyage was owing to tho Emigration Rules not being strictly 
enforced on ships bound to Re-Hnion, and tho weakly state in which Emigrants were said to 
be frequently landed at Re-lTnion was clearly to bo traced to tho depressing effects of tho 
dreary system of quaraatino which they have to undi'rgo after theii’ long sea voyage to tho 
('olony. 


In tho medntime, owing to tho unsatisfactorjj feeling of the Colonists on this subject, 
and in reference to the system under which Rehutes, or Emigrants rej'ecti>d by tin* (\)lonists on 
account of physical weakness, were to be maintained and returned to this country, the Governor 
of Mauritina declared Emigration to that Colony to bo siisjieiidod till tnrtlier orders. Tho 
points in discussion have recently been to a certain extent set at rest, and Emigration has been 
resumed. 
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The adoption by the Colonial Agents of the system of registering all proposing Emigrants 

before the District Magistrate has Lad the effect of 
HfKitimtion (if pro/Kwirig K«)iVrauts before district checking, in a Considerable degree, the mal-practices 
(Ill Recruiters, who wore formerly in the habit of 

inveigling away by dishonest means intending Emigrants who had been previously collected 
throni'h the <?x('rtions of rival Agencies. Complaints on this head have now ceased almost 
entirely, and the present modo of recruitment to the Colonies is, in its operation, fair to all 
parties concerned. It only remains to legalize tlio system, as in tho case of the Assam and 
(’acher coolies. I’his wdll probably bo dono at tho next meeting of tho Council. 

Various proposals of tho Emigration Committee, in conjunction with certain suggestions

priwtically (mforcod in rcgfird to all Emigration carried on from this Port. Each vessel sail¬ 
ing from Calcutta, since the operation of the now Rules, has been prtA'ided with a Normandy’s 
Distilling Apparatus, and Iron ^’anks for stowing wab'r. Towards the close of the year, how¬ 
ever, it was represented by Doctor Payne, the Oflieiating Emigration Agent for Mauritius, that 
it was not lu'ccssaiy to uisist upon tho use of a Distilling Apparatus on such comparatively short 
voyugi'S as to Mauritius and Re-Union, and that a strict onforeement of the Rule would virtu¬ 
ally e.xchide many of tlie most successful ships hithei'to ernployi'd in the conveyjnic(> of Kini- 
grants, us tlii'y aro unable to accommodate tho requisite rna^diinery on board, 'flie Protector 
of Emigrants lias, upon thi.s, been vc'sted with tho power of dispensing with the Ajiparatns, 
under certain circumstances, at his discretion. 


Tho evils atteiidiiig the Emigration of laborers to the Eastern Districts of Bengal, as then

order to ix-mody those evils, an Act No. UI. (B. ('.) 
of 180:1, entitled an Act to regulate the transport of Native laborers to the Districts of Assam, 
('achar, and Sylliet, has been passed in tho Bcugil Legislative (’oimcil, with effect from IsL 
May 180:1. Tliis laiw provides for tho licensing and controlling t>f (Contractors and Rocruirt>rs, 
the oxiiinination of Coolies by Medical and Protective Officers, tho verification and registry 
of labor contracts, tlu' licensing of Steamerit and boats for tho conveyance of Coolies, and tho 
treatnu'nt of the lal^orers during their passage. It is believed that this mesusure will cheek tho 
abuses which did exist, and ensure a proper attention to tho r(‘qniremcuts of laborers under 
transport, from llio AVestern to tho Easleni Districts of llengal. Under .Section 2 of tho Act, 
tlio Licuteiiunt-Uovcrnor has appointed tho Protector of Emif,niuts to be Superintendent of 

labor Transport, and Doctor Macnuinara to be Medi¬ 
cal Inspector of laborers in (Calcutta; and tho 
Dejiuty Magistrate of Koosteah to bo Superinten¬ 
dent of labor Transport, and Doctor G. Grant to 
bo Medical Inspector of laborers at Koosteah; and 
under Section 27, tho Stations named on tho 
margin, have been declared to bo places of disembar¬ 
kation, am] such othcra will be added to thoir number as may be recoi^cndcd for tho 
purpose by tho Local Officers.

The Retorna of the Calcutta M^'oal College Hospital afibrd unple proof of the 

increasing confidence felt in the Instito^on hy both the 
Ciicutta Uedkai CoUtge Hoflriul. European and Native inhabitants of Calcutta. During the 

year 1862, as^ compared with 1861, there was (eci^iiaive 
of the Eye Infirmary) an increase in the number of in^patienta of 462, viz., 4,885 over 4,428 ; 
of women confined in the Midwifery Ward 38, from 181 to 169; SurgHal opeietio& 88, viz.^ 
from 130 to 198; women and children treated as oat«patients 3,533, eie.,from 6,604 to 10,187. 

* 

The deaths in the European Wards were 184, or 9’69 per cent, on admission. In the Native 
Wards th^percentage was much larger, amounting to 28'83, showing, especially in cases of 
Surgical operations, a less favorable result than last year. 

The number of applicants for relief at the male out-door Dispensary was 25,815 to 
18,424 in 1861; and the number at the out-door Dispensary for women and children 10,137 
to 6,604 in the previous year. 

The number of Surgical operations performed in the Hospital was 198, to 130 in the 
preceding year: the minor opwations performed in the Surgical out-door Dispensaries were 
944 in number. 

Much inconvenience was experienced at the Hospital during the year from a deficient 
supply of water. It has been attempted to meet this by temporary expedients, pending 
the completion of the water-works of the Town which are about to be constructed. 

During the year the duty of checking the Hospital expenditure has been entrusted to 
the Examiner of Medical Accounts. 

A radical reform has been directed to bo introduced in the business of compounding 
or dispensing Medicines at the Hospital. This work had hitherto devolved on the Students 
of the College, which made it both unsafe as regards the patients, and extravagantly 
expensive in regard to waste, &o., of valuable drugs. It has, therefore, been determined to 
entrust the Compounding Shop to an Apothecary with a subordinate staff; and an additional 
expenditure of 213 Rupees per month has been sanctioned on this account. 

The College Authorities farther propose to establish two now Wards, one for accidents and 
one for Cholera cases. The necessity for these Wards in suitablo parts of the ^Hospital is 
obvious, and an Estimate for their construction has been ordered to be submitted without delay. 

The number of in-door patients admitted into the Eye Infirmary during the year was 
„ , „ _ , ^ “ 499, and the number of out-door patients treated 8,039. 

Of the former 301 wore perfectly cured, while 141 were 
partially 'ed; of the latter 2,179 were perfectly and 620 partially cured.

Thore were eighty-five operations for the extraction of Cataract, out of which fourteen only 
were unsuccessful, and those were chiefly performed during the cold season which is nq| favorable 
to this difficult and delicate operation, the marked success of which is a new feature in the 
liistory of Opthalmic Surgery in this country.

for Dispensary relief. The daily average of the former was sixty, of tho latter 415J. The total 
average of sick in tho Hospital was, therefore, 475 J a day. Of the house-patients 760 were 
discharged cured, seventy-five were relieved, 232 died, and sixty-ono remained under cure at 
tho close of the year. Tho total number of Surgical operations performed during the year 
was 791. Out of 110 of those, which wero recorded in detail as being either more important 
or attended with greater risks than others, six'ty-four were entirely successful, and nine partially 
BO, while thirty-three terminated fatally. Besides the number of persons who obtained relief 
from the parent Institution, 78,654 persons wore treated in the Branch Dispensary in Park 
Street, 72,435 in tho Gurranhutta Dispensary, and 80,911 in tho Chitpore Dispensaiy. The 
daily average of sick in these Branch Establishments were 2i5, 198, and 221 respectively.

The comparative Statement given in the margin, shows that there was a largo falling off 

in the number of admissions in all the Asylums during the 
year. This decrease was attributed in the first place to the 
caution given to Magisterial Officers against sending to the 
Asylums persons of whoso insanity they were not satisfied 
by a personal examination, and secondly to the introduction 
of the system of requiring payment for tho maintenance in 
the Asylum of those Insanes whoso relatives are in a condition to afford it. Dr. Payne, 
Suporintondent of the DuUunda Asylum, also mentioned as a third cause the introduction of 
labor among the Insanes.

As it was represented, in respect to the first cause, that the tendency of the 9 rders of 
Government had been to leave to the treatment of their friends all Insanes in the incipient 
and easily-cured stages of tho malady, and to forward to the Asylums the most confirmed 
Lunatics only, and as it appeared from the seriohs diminution in the number of admissions 
that the objects of the establishment of Asylums had been insufficiently understood, instructions 
were issued, after the close of the y^, for the purpose of explaining to the local Officers that 
the object of the orders of Government was simply to enforce care and circumspection on their 
part in carrying out the provisions of the Law, and not_at all to discourage the admission of 
Lunatics to the Asylums. 
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With reference to the second oanse, it was not considered necessary to modify or altw the 
instructions previously issued ;.and in regard to the third, it appeared from the reports on all 
the Asylums that the introduction of laljor among the Insanes had been attended with the 
most satisfactory results, both as to its influence on the health and mind of the sufierers, and 
to the numerous comforts which the profits of their labor allowed them to enjoy. In the 
Dacca Asylum Dr. Simpson had succeeded in introducing several interesting occupations such 
as those of carpenter, tin-smith, gardener, Ac. 

In the Appendix will be found a Statement (M 1) exhibiting the number of patients 

treated in the Charitable Hospitals and Dispensaries through- 
Chanubie Hospital* and DiapcnHanoa. Lower Prcfvinces; and another (M 2) being a general 

Vaccination Kctum for 1869. Vaccination for the year 1862. 

The prevalence of a very fatal epidemic in some of the villages of the Nuddea and 

Burdwan Divisions, and the steps which were taken to afibrd 
Bnrd^^WvWoM** *” ** relief, viz., the appointment of Native Doctors and the 

gratuitous distribution of Medicine, were noticed in last year’s 
report. The measures adopted were, however, found to be insufficient to check the progress of 
the disease; and towards the close of the year 1862, it bocamo necessary to depute a compe¬ 
tent Medical Officer to visit the Districts affected by the epidemic, to inquire personally into 
the causes and the extent of its ra'^ages, and to suggest, if possible, means for effectually 
checking its progress. Ihe Officer selected for this duty was Dr. J. Elliot, Civil Surgeon of 
Hooghly, who, in a very foil and able report, has traced the progress of the di.sease, beginning 
in the Nuddea District and extending thence to Burdwan, Hooghly, and Baraset, and has 
explained the various pre-disposing causes which enabled an ordinary epidemic Fever to pass 
into a scourge, less virulent, but in its effects not less desolating than Cholera itself. 

The disease is described as differing only in its intensity from the ordinary form of mala¬ 
rious Fever, '‘being of a more congestive character than the ordinary intermittent, but 
presenting all the grades ^f severity between tho remittent and intermittent types,” and its 
excessive virulence in these Districts is to be attributed solely to villages being undrained, 
houses unventilated, tanks uncloaned and overgrown with noxious weeds, and to the tangled 
growth of jungle aud rank vegetation with which tho Bengalee loves to surround and to 
obscure his dwelling. 

The mortality from the epidemic Fever arising from this sanitary neglect had in some 
villages amounted to 60 per cent, of the population; and in the presence of this constantly 
recurring visitation, tho remnant who had escaped immediate death, lingered on in a state of 
apathy and despair, unable to help themselves, and destined, unless vigorous external aid was 
afforded them, to fall certain victims to the Fever which had afready nearly depopulated the 
neighbourhood. The Government at once proceeded to carry out the remedial measures 
proposed by Dr. Elliot, which may bo briefly enumerated as follows ; the removal of super¬ 
abundant and useless trees, shrubs, bamboo clumps, and plantain groves, from the immediate 
vicinity of houses ; the pruning and thinning of treef^ the removal of trees and bamboos 
from tho sides of tanks; the uprooting and burning of low bushy jangle, vegetation, and rank 
grass-; the deepexiing' and clearing of the larger.tanks, and the filling in of all useless tanks, 
water-courses, and other excavations in the neighbourhood of houses; the appropriation of 
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particular tanks exclnsivoly f(jr the supply of drinkin" water; the construction of a fow drains 
and {)aths in each village; niul the p. >per ordering of Jlurial (irounds and burning Gh^ts. 


It would have be('n obviously unfair that tho general nwenucs of the state should bo 
applied to remedy the neglect fif particular villages, Tho necessity, however, of (Jovorninent 
assistance in some shape wjis no less obvious j and the Governnu'iit at oneo devoted a sum of 
Uiipees 12,000 from the Hoad Fninls of the atl'ected Districts, and agreed to supplement any 
subscriptions that might be raised from private sonn-es with an (spial sum up to the brnit of 
lln])ees 10,000; and subscriptions are being rapidly raised for this purpose, llio Magistrates 
of Ilooghly, XmbL'a, and 2 l-l’ergimnahs were directed to cany out tlie noeeswuy work in 
their respective l)istri(‘ts ; a S[»ecial Assistant -Magistmte, Mr. J. J^. Maclean, was appointed 
to superintend o])eral.i(ms in tho villages on tin* ('a~st biiiik of tlie Ilooghly ; an Oflicer of the 
Public Works Dejiartmeiil., witli a statf of eight Subordinate's, was apjeoinh'd to aid in tlio 
operations n'tjuii'ing [troft'ssional knowledgo ; Dr. b'lliot's Uepoj't has been translated into Jlen- 
gak'i! and very widely distributed ; the ^Magistrates liave been dii'ceted strictly to ouforec the 


provisions of tlu' Penal (^odo, as to the reiiu'val ot niiisane(*s, wherever the iinloletieo or recn- 
'iancy of the honse'-holders may render it necessary; and sliould further legislation bo 
n'(|Uirc<l, stejis will bo taken to siipfdy tins want.

It was notieeil in Iasi, year’s U(*port that the new (’entrifugal Mngino for pumping water 
from tlu' River, which was originally intciuled for Nimtuilah Gliat, had been put up at (Ihand- 
paid (lhat. This Kiigine has bciui working satisfactorily ; but the old Kngino, which was 
reported last year to have been ilinrnnghly n'paired, laid giuie out of order again, and it was 
found luseessary to jmll it to jtieees and then to re-lit the whole, after making many ('xtensivi' 
allsTHtioiis and rejiairs. To superintend these repairs it has heen thought advisahle to 
proeinv tlio services of a practical Mngincer, and the work was being carriisl out at the close 
of the year. The aiiiiednets for distributing through the 'I’own the water pumped up liy these 
Kngincs were repairecl at a total cost of Rnjiees S..'>SM- 11-2.

This aiTungemout has since been set aside by the Secretary of State, who has directed a re¬ 
turn to the former system of obtaining the Sui>plies, .an<l ordered that the su})jily of such 
articles by local contracts should be discontinued.

TEA CL’LTIVATION. 


Cdltivution ill Assiun 


The progri'ss of Tea (hiltiv.atiou in Assam continues to 
he very ciieouraging. 


Til laiekinipore thoro aro fifty-two plantations, containing an area of 21,810 acres, of 
which '1,071' an' nmler cultivation, 2,163 having been cleared and jdanted during the year. 
On these plantations are ('injiloyed a daily average of .‘>,8.38 laborers, of wiioiii 1,521- aro 
iinjxrt'tcd, and are local. The out-turn of manufactured Tt'a for the year was estimated 

at MiHjOl 1 lbs., or 1 lbs. in excess of the yi('ld in the procoding y’ear. The ('stiinates of 

manufueturo cannot l)e rc'gardi'd as accurate. 


Ill Sibsangnr thcni aro 167 ditferent Instates, and thiriy-ono Holdings on rent-f)aying 
pottahs, devoted to Tea (hiltivation ; the whole emhi'acing an arc'a of 01,161 aen>s, of which 
16,Hi6i aen's aro under actual cull ivation. T’he nnmber of laborers employed is 1>,6S0, ono- 
third of whom arc irnjiortod. Jh'sides these a largo amount of lioi'ing is peili.rmed by 
eontnu't. The oiit-tnrn of manufactured Tea in this District during the year w'as stated to 
bo l,.‘58:5,2l)5 Ills., or 221-, 171 lbs. in exec'ss oi'tU) (puiutity made in the pivceding year. 


Tho District of Nowgong contains twenty Tlsiatcs de voted to Te.a Pliinting, the wliolc of them 
C(W('ring about 15,000 acres, of wliieh 2,000 acres are under cultivation. Tho activity in 
clearing and planting was groat during the ye'nr under review, no loss than 1,500 acres having 
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bocn newly planted within that period. The number of imported laborers in the District is 
2,915, which is within sixty-four ''f the number of local laborers employed. The season’s crop 
amounted to 151,410 ibs., which is 58,100 lbs. over the results, of the preceding year. 

No accurate Returns have been obtained from the District of Durrung, but the Com¬ 
missioner of Assam writes that there are fifteen Estates in it, of 5,328 acres in all, devoted to 
Tea Planting, and that out of this area 1,369 acres are actually under cultiv'ation. Tho num¬ 
ber of laborers employed is 1,100, of whom twenty-throe only arc imported, which is owing 
to local labor being readily obtainable. The out-turn of tho year is calculated at 100,000 lbs. in 
round numbers, which is 18,100 lbs. in excess of tho results of tho previous year. 


In tho District of Kamroop there are thirty plantations containing 19,221 acres; but tho 
proportion of cultivation is still excessively small. Planting is, however, now being carried on 
with considerable vigour; and during the year under review 568 acres were brought under cul¬ 
tivation. Sixteen imported, and 1,211 local laborers are employed in tho plantations; and tho 
yield for tho year was 46,152 lbs., which is 15,097 lbs. in excess of tho yield in tho previous 
year. 


In Covvalpnrah there is only one plantation/ which had made no great progress during 
the year. 


The results show that there aro 216 Tea Estates in tho ontirn Province, of which ninety- 

six were ac(|uired during tho year under review. 
Seventy-six of these Estates behnig to public! 
(>)mpanies*; and 170 to individuals. Tho 
area of tho grants is 122,770 acres, of 
which 20,144 appear to bo under cultivation, 
which shows an increase of cultivation over tlio 
preceding year to tho extent of 4,144 acres. 
Aboit^: 6,000 acres wero cleared and plant<>d 
during tho year. The year’s out-turn amounted to 
2,150,068 lbs., which gives an increase over last 
year’s crop of 358,979 lbs.,t and hiking tho value 
of the Tea at 1 s. 9d. per lb. all roTind, tho value of 
tho total manufacture for tho season may bo taken 
at littlo less than nineteen lacs of Rupees.

The Table ou the margin ehows, in the land 
brouglit under cultivation, an increase of 9,4'JO 
acres over last year’s Statement. The increased 
out-turn of Tea is estimated at 327,670 lbs. (or 
nearly 100 per cent.) beyond the produce of 
last year. The total value of the Tea manufac¬ 
tured, and of seed together, is estimated at Ru¬ 
pees 4,70,142. The estimated value of the cost for 
1803 is Rupees 8,77,312, and the Superintendcut 
calculates that this is the Return on a sum of about 
twenty lacs of Rupees spent altogether on Tea 
Planting in Cachar during the last six years, though 
niue-tenths of the gardens are but just commenced, 
and have not been in full bearing. Tho sums ac¬ 
tually drawn by Planters from tho local Treasury 
are specified in tho margin. Tho Superintendent 
points out with regret that many of those who are 
now engaged in preparing Tea gardens are doing 
so with tho object of at oliee disposing of them at 
a profit, and he points out that as much a.s 700 or 
800 per cent, on tho co-sts of the land and the 
])roduction of tho garden will be obtained by these means. 

There are upwards of 150 English Planters now engaged at Cachar. The complaints of 
want of labor aro somewhat less urgent than formerly. Out of 15,317 coolies emjdoycd in tho 
cultivation in Cachar during the year, upwards of 9,000 have been brought into the District 
from Bengal at a considei'able expense. The abuse.s noticed la.st year in connection with thi.s 
subject have already been greatly diminished, and the importation of coolies from Bengal is re¬ 
ported to be conducted ou a much improved system. Tho Act for regulating this importation 
was passed during the year, but came into force only on 1st May 18(53. Tt is hoped that tho 
abu.ses complained of which were not lcs.s ruinous to tho interests of the trade than to the 
coolies themselves, will, under this Act, finally cease.

The number of coolies employed had increased by 2,628. The mass of laborers are 
Nepalese and Bhooteos, who come and go between Darjeeling and the neighbouring Territories. 
The profwrtion of men from the Plains is very »mall, probably owing to a large number 
brought to Daijeeling some years ago, having suffered frightfully from sickness^ 

* 

ITie coolies being almost entirely hill-mcn, and working in a climate either their own or 
similar to their own, suffer from none of the diseases incidental to imported laborers. Small¬ 
pox, which was reported last year to have made fearful ravages amongst them, was much 
less prevalent among them during the year under review. This may have been partly acci¬ 
dental, but was attributable in a great degree also .to the circumstance of the practice of 
iiioeculation having been discouraged by the Superintendent, in which he received the cordial 
co.o]>eration of the Officers and gentlemen in charge of the Public Works and Plantations of 
the District. The Public Works Department has a Native Doctor who vaccinates all the coolies 
who will submit to the operation. The Station Vaccinator also operates on the Plantation 
coolies whenever called upon by the Managers. 

The labor market was at one time considerably unsettled in consequence of the rise in 
wages caused by the demand for lalwr fur the Department of Public Works, but it is now 
settling down. 


CALCUTTA BOTANIC GARDENS. 

'flic planting <jut of the living plants of different orders :u*.cording to their Botanical affini¬ 
ties, which was referred to in last year's Report, was com- 

'riu‘ Ciardon. , , ^ 

monced during the rainy season of 1862. Tire specimens of 
all the species of a considerable number of orders of which good specimens could be obtained 
were placed in their proper sites. In the ciise of many species there were no young plants pro- 
cuniblc, but the sites were nevertheless prepared in hopes of specimens being obtained. In all 
thirty-two species were planted out during the year >and the Botanical name and native country 
of each plant, painted on a large zinc label was placed near the best developed specimen of each 
species. 

A large number of seeds, cuttings, and layers were raised for the extensive planting intend¬ 
ed to be undertake during the rains of 1866. 2,500 Seedlings 

Xursorics. o nr 1 t i/.,., 

of Mahogony were also reared for planting along the portion 
of the Ganges and Darjeeling Road between Titalyah and the foot of the Himalayas; 300 
Seedlings of Polyalihia LonijtfoJia were prepared for forming an avenue along the Circular 
Road in Calcutta; and 680 plants of IHos/tyroa ^mbryoptenn were supplied for planting the 
banks of the Circular Canal. 15 Wardian cases, each containing about an average of 150 
Cinchona plants, obtained from the Government Cinchona Nursery^ at Ootacamund, remained, 
with great benefit to their condition, in the garden Nursery for different periods of time, on their 
route to Daijeeling, Cachar, and the North-Western aijd Punjab Himalayas. 



IBenffttl] 
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The experiment of keeping plants of (Xnehona Sweirubra and Cinchona Pakudiana; which 
was tried in the Botanic Gardens last year, has partially succeeded. There were two plants of 
Cinchona Pahudiaaa, of which only one remains barely alive, but the Cinchona Suedrubra 
has succeeded admirably. These plants suffered somewhat from the diy heats of March, and 
like all lar^e {'olmf^ed plants their leaves were much tom by the violent gales of wind of the 
hot season; but their condition in the end of March was such that *there was every prospect 
of the i>lant8 preserving a healthy condition to the commencement of the rains, after which 
they would be quite safe, and would grow rapidly. 


Garden roads and buildinga. 


A new road, fifteen feet wide, leading towards the Western boundary of the garden, has 

been commenced, and it is expected will be finished in three 
months; another line of road also has l)een marked out; a 
handsome foot-bridge was also about to be placed across the Canal in the garden; and a ca.st-iron 
ghaut was to be put up at the termination of the new road from Howrah to the gardens, on 
the river-bank at the Eastent boundary. 


Distrilmtioii of Plants and HOt’dH. 


During the year packets of seeds were distributed, the more valuable kinds of seed 

being sent to the Iloyal Gardens at Kew, the Jardin <ki^ 
Plantes in Paris, and to several of the principal Botanical 
Gardens in Europe, India, and other places. In return for these and former contributions 
thirty-four valuable packets of seeds were received during the year, the most valuable being 
a collection of above 3,000 species of seeds from the Jardin des Plantes at Paris. 


The usual supply of English and Native Vegetable seeds were sent to European Regiments, 
indenting for them within the fixed time. 

The number of Wardian cases and boxes, which w’cre given away during the year, wa.s 
thirty-two; besides which I,.’>77 ])lants were distributed to a]q)licants near Calcutta. Hie 
number of ciises of plants received was fifteen. 


Tlip Ilerbariiiin. 


The work of arranging the Herbarium ha<l m-ode great progress, but was still a long way 

from completion; and it is difficult to form an estimate oi' 
the quantity of work remaining to be done. Probably about 
half of the specimens have now been proj)erly mounted and placed in their phiccs in the cabi¬ 
nets. Large additions, however, are being made yearly t»> the collections, and it is estimated 
that it will probably require not less than four yeai-s to complete the arrangements of all the 
specimens in store. The work will, however, now advance more rapidly than hitherto, as two 
European Botanists have been added to the garden Establishment, and one of them will, from 
the commencement of the year 1863-01, take up his appointment as Assistant Curator of the 
Museum, 


Among the additions of dried plants made to the Herbarium during the year, were farther 
instalments of Doctors Hooker and Thomson’s Indian Herbarium; plants from British Guiana, 
collected by llichard Schomburgh; a collection from Columbia; a large number of plants from 
Mexico, collected by Botteir; plants from Hong-Kong collected by Colonel Urquhart; a small 
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nnmber collected in Lysia by Bomgean; a very valuable set of Doctor S^man^e Fe^'ee plants, col¬ 
lected in 1861; some packets of Spell’s Emador plants; a set of Jameson's collections &om the 
neighbourhood of Quito ; some valuable panels of plants from Western Australia, New South 
Wales, and New Zealand, sent by Dr. Mueller; some contributions from the Herbarium of Mr. 
Thwaites, Director of the Peradenia Sotanic Gardens at C^lon; a valuable set ofplants from the 
Shantung Province of Nortli China, from Shanghai, mid from the neighbourhood of Nagasaki 
and Kanagawa in Japan, presented by Doctor A. C. Maingy, Assistant Surgeon of the 22n(l 
Regiment Native Infantry; and an extensive collection of Sikhim plants secured by the Super¬ 
intendent during his visit to Darjeeling last year, to superintend the cultivation of Cinchona in 
that place. 

« ♦ 

A sum of Rupees 3,000 has been sanctioned in the Budget for 1863-61 for the purchase of 

Doctor Thomson's Botanical Library, which was left in the 
The Librarj. Library of the Botanic Gardens on his departure for England, 

in March 1861. This grant, together with a monthly allowance of Rupees 60, has enabled 
the Superintendent to make many valuable additions to the books in the Library, which now 
also receives regularly all Scientific Periodicals and proceedings of Scientific Societies. The 
Principal Artist of the Botanic Gardens accompanied the Superintendent during his late tour in 
Sikhim, and under his superintendence made a hirge collection of interesting drawings, espe¬ 
cially of Acantluiceot, Cyrtandracea, and Orchidiacege. These comprise 115 drawings of distinct 
species. The Artist remained with the plant collectors in the nearest inhabited spot in the 
neighbourhood of Kinchinjunga, and made a number of valuable drawings of the Alpine Flont 
of Sikhim, and in addition to these, drawings of more than 100 species of plants that flowered 
in the Botanic Gardens were taken. 

CULTIVATION OF CINCHONA IN DARJEELING. 


The experimental Cultivation of Cinchona at Daijccling was not actually commenced 
, till the 1st of June 1862, having been unavoidably delayed 

Oommoncempnt of operations. i ^ 

on account of djfficultics experienced in procuring carriage 
of all kinds in the District, and owing to skilled labor being scarce and expensive, and 
even the ordinary processes of gardening unknown. 

The total number of plants with which the experiment was commenced was, as stated 

of the experiment up to i«h ^^st year's Report, 211. On the 1st August 1862 this 
November last. number had increased to 1611 of all kinds ; and on tho 12th 

November to 2286, of which 1921 belonged to the doubtfully quiniferous species, so largely 
cultivated by the Dutch in Java, Cinchona Pahudiana, leaving only 365 jilants as tlfc stock of 
the undoubtedly valuable species of Cinchona. 


In January last the cultivation was inspected by the Superintendent of the Botanical 

Ksmoval of tho Nur«>ry fixm. Sinchal ^ad 

to Lebong. died,—^not more than fifty of all species—the situation of the 

Nursery on the Sinchal Hill had operated so unfavorably that scarcely any cuttings had been

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made since Kovemher. This and other reasons led to the removal of the Nursery front 
iSinchal to Lebong, a Mann well-sheltered spur below Darjeeling, at an elevation of 6000 
feet above the level of the sea, tj> which the plants were removed in the first week of April, 
HO carefully that only one jdant of Cinchona Succirubra was slightly damaged.

The number of jdants brought from Sinchal to Ijcbong was 2484. To this were added 

in April 337 plants received from Madras, the return of 
plants after this addition exhibiting a total of 3811, in the 
proiwrtion noted in the margin. After the close of the 
year the number was reported to have increased to 4620* 
plants of all species. All the plants were said to be in 
excellent condition, so much so that one plant of Cinchona 
Succiruhni had grown nine inches in thirty days; and they 
were all so covered with vigorous shoots that the Super¬ 
intendent of the botanical Gardens calculated that, bv the 
15th of August, fiOOO plants would be added to the number 
of all species, exclusive of Cinchona Pahvdlana. The most 
marked increase has been in the immber of plants of Chi. 
rhona Officinalis, of which there w'creonly ninety-three plants 

received from Ccvlon and Ootacamnnd on the 1st of Mav

IHfio, which had increased to 573 on the 15th June. 700 of the large plants of Cinchona Pa- 
hiuliana have been |)hintcd in the Oj)cn air, at an elevation of 6000 feet; and though they have 
been fully cx[)oscd to all weathers, from bright sun-shiitc to heavy ruin, they arc growing 
jnuch more luxuriantly than when they were under shelter.-

'I'hc medicinal property of the leaves of Cinchona were tested by Dr. Simpson, the Civil 
of tlu- plant* UattHl of thc Station, wlio was ftiniished for the iturposc 

uol 2 lbs. of fresh leaves of each of thc following species, 

cia., C. Siiccinihra, C. Officinalis, and C. Micrantha. Decoctions prepared of these leaves with 
water, slightly acidulated with Sulphuric Acid, were found very bitter to the taste, and 
three i)atiouts suft’ering from well-marked intermittent fever, were cured by thc administration 
of.the preparation. 

J3y a rough Chemical Examination of 1 b). of the leaves of Cinchona Succirubra the 

i...t«ti«nofCr.v»taU by CbemUui Ksu- prcscncc of long and nccdlc-sbapcd Crystals was detected 
ininatioii. uudcr the ^Microscopc j and these were so abundant that 

they were visible to tlie naked eye as a whitish spot on thc glass. This discovery with the 
means available for thc examination was quite unexpected, and the result is worthy of record. 
Intelligence has since been received from Jhigland of the discovery of Quinine in small 
([uantities in the leaves of Cinchona scut from this country, and the Quinine thus obtained 
was exhibited by Mr. Howard at the meeting of the 'Linnean Society in London on the 18th 
June last. This result confirms thc opinion previously entertained that the Crystals detected 
ill Darjeeling were those of the Sulphate of Quinine, a discovery which necessarily increases 
the value of thc Cinchona grown in this country. 
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It was expected that tlie Cultivation of Cinchona would in a short time, be commenced

route, with the exception of one plant which reached Doijeeling alive. Applications have 
been made to the Superintendent of the Botanical Gardens for more than fifteen lacs of plants 
from the Darjeeling Nursery, and he expects to be able to supply a few in a short time. 


It was stated in last year’s Report that an expenditure of Rupees 14,753-3-2, had been 

sanctioned on account of the experimental Nursery at 
Darjeeling for the year 1802-63. The actual expenditure 
up to the 30th April last amounted to Rupees 11,039-2-0.

INTENDED AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITIONS OF 1804. 


Olijc't uf the Kxhiliition. 


With a view to promote an improved system of Agriculture throughout the country, 

and more especially in order to draw the attention of the 
Zemindars to the subject and to enlist their interests in it, 
the Tneutenant-Governor of Bengal proposed and matured during the year a scheme for holding, 
in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, a public Agricultural Exhibition. It is to be conducted 
under the general direction of Government, with the assistance and co-operation of the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India. The immediate object of the intended 
Exhibition is to bring together, from all parts of the country, for the purposes of show, 
competition, and eventual sale. Cattle and other LIa'C Stock, Agricultural Implements and 
IMarbinery, and all kinds of iwoduce. It is anticipated that the show will be self-8up})orting, 
and that the expenses of it will be covered by the sale of Admission Tickets to the public. 
The funds which may be required at the outset will be advanced by Government. 


For carrying out the details of the Exhibition, arranging preliminaries, and communi¬ 
cating with intending Exhibitors, a Pi-ovisional Committee 
" Provisional Cora- yjggjj ajipoiiited, composed partly of the Members of 

the Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India, and 
partly of Government Officers and others interested in the undertaking. In corrc8jK)udence 
with this Committee the Commissioners of Divisions have been directed to appoint Local 
Committees in each District, who will explain the objects of and the benefits which may be 
expected to result from such an Exhibition to the landholders, and endeavour to obtain 
their co-operation and assistance. 


Tiinp and sitv fixe<! for the Eihilnt'ton. 


To give ample time to Exhibitors to prepare fsr the occasion, it has been determined 

that the Exhibition will be held in January next, com¬ 
mencing on Monday the 18th, and terminating on Saturday 
the 23rd of that month. The site selected for it is the ground adjoining the Licutenant- 
(iovernor’s house at Belvedere. Should tlie lixlnbition realize the expectations of tha 
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Lieutenant-Governor^ it is intended to repeat it annnally, either at Calcutta, or elsewhere 
within the Provinces subject to this Government.

The {)ossibility of locating a Station in the Cossyah Hills at some higher elevation than 
that of Cherra, was first considered in connection with the scheme brought forward by the 
Military Department of encouraging the settlement of Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
of good character in India. The site of Shillong speedily drew attention, not only as suited 
for such a settlement, but also as a Sanatorium, as a Cantonment for Troops quartered in the 
Hills, and as the proper spot for the Head Quarters of the Civil Officer of the District. 

In October 18GI, the superiority of Shillong over Cherra Poonjee as the Chief Civil 
Station of the Cossyah and Jyntcah Hills was recognized by Government, and the transfer 
directed to be made. The unhappy disturbances which shortly afterwards broke out among 
the Jyntecahs, interrupted the completion of the change at the time; but in May 18G2, 
Brigadier-General Showers again brought forward the subject, and wrote so favorably of the 
locality, both in a Military and Sanitary point of view, that a Committee was appointed to 
examine its capabilities. The Committee consisted of the following gentlemen: Lieutenant- 
Colonel Richardson, Surgeon Major J'erdon, Major Baban, Major Briggs, and Captain 
Morton. Treating the slopes of Shillong and tlic less elevated Plateau of Yeodo as one 
locality, the Committee wrote a most eulogistic report of the fitness of the place in point, 
climate, position, and resources for all the objects contemplated. Accordingly the immediate 
transfer of the Office of the Deputy Commissioner of the Cossyah and Jynteeah Hills from 
Cherra to Shillong has been authorized. The question, however, of the adoption of Shillong 
ns a Sanatarium and Military Station, awaits the final decision of His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council. 

MEASURES TAKEN FOR THE DESTRUCTION OP WOLVES. 

The great destruction of human life by Wolves in some of the Districts of the Patna 
Division, had engaged the attention of Government for several years, and, with a view to 
<hcck the evil, a reward of Rupees two for every wolf killed was at first sanctioned. In 1859 
the reward was raised to Rupees five for each grown animal, and one Rupee for each whelp ; 
but even these increased rates did not answer their object, owing principally, it was said to a 
popular supewtition among the Natives of Bchar that the death of a Wolf would bring sickness 
upon the Village in which it was killed. The consequence was that, in 1861, the number of 
deaths frbm Wolves was found to have very much increased, while the number of Wolves 
destroyed was trifling. As this state of things could not be permitted to continue, a scheme 
was devised during the year under review fijr securing the wholesale destruction of Wolves 
by the employment of trained hunters and trappers; and an expenditure of Rupees 4,750 
per annum has been sanctioned for the purpose. The Police Authorities have been directed 
to co-operate as far as possible in the scheme, which, it is now hoped, will diminish' the 
lan^cntable mortality which before prevailed.

THE COSSYAH REBELLION. 

During the greater part of May 1882, active operations against the Cossyah Bebds 

continued to be carried on. Columns traversed eve^ 
^ the result of this Military 

demonstration eras ^believed to be that the Tn<M»i of 
the people were desirous of coming to terms. The inhabitants of several villages did 
come in, and Brigadicr-Greneral Showers believed that the necessity for offensive operations 
had ceased. The non-submission of those who still held aloof was attributed to two causes, 
a doubt in the minds of many as to the manner in which they would be received, and 
the threats held out by the Rebel Leaders against the persons and property of those who 
should make terms with Government. To remove these obstacles to the settlement of the 
country the plan pursued was to post Military Guards at proper Stations for the protection of 
the pcacjwibly disposed, but to refrain from offensive movements of Troops, leaving the Civil 
Authorities to make every endeavour, both to capture the ringleaders of revolt by the instru¬ 
mentality of the Police, and by direct means, or, through the agency of frimidly Chieffi and 
other mediators, to convince the misguided people of the merciful intentions of Government, 
and induce them to give up their resistance to authority. Still more clearly to demon¬ 
strate the meaning of Government, a fiee pardon was offered to all Rebels who Should make 
submission, with the exception of such of the prominent ringleaders as had been guilty of 
deliberate murder; and the Commission issued for the trial of offences under Act XI. of 1857 
was withdrawn. 

But the Rebels ai)parently did not comprehend the policy adopted towards them; and 

though some few scattered individuals continued to come in 
Go\-ernincnt misundowtood make submission, the general attitude, especially in the 
South and South-Eastern Districts, was one of dogged resis¬ 
tance. This did not show itself indeed in any bold acts of aggression, but every opportunity 
was taken of harrassing small bodies of our Troops when they could be taken at a disadvantage. 
Government, however, persisted for a time longer in the attempt to persuade the Cossyahs 
into submission, suggestions of some of the Local Authorities to starve the people into 
sTirrender were decisively negatived, and all measures which would indiscriminately harass 
the whole people and confound the innocent with the guilty were absolutely .forbidden. 
The hope entertained that the mass o^the Rebels would accept the offer of pardon and 
return to their allegiance was not, however, destined to be at once fulfilled. They failed to 
understand the intentions of Government toward them, and encouraged by our forbearance 
they proceeded to Mopt an aggressive attitude. The Magistrate of Sylhet reported an 
attack on the Guard at Jaflong, and the deliberate murder of two Police Officers at a 
place named Rustampore, while, on the Northern side, the Commissioner of Assam reported 
two natives to have been killed by the Rebels at the foot of the Hills. 
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It becaracj therefore, necessary again to assume the offensive, and by one decisive and

well-organized exhibition of overwhelming Military Force to 
crush the Rebellion. With this view the 28th Native 


Infantry, then at Gowhatty, was directed to return to Jynteah; the Detachments of the 44th 
Native Infantry, were recalled from Cachar j the Eurasian Artillery from Dacca were sent up 
with Mortars to Cherra, and tie line Regiments were further re-inforced by two Battalions of 
Military Police, iliz., the Ist Battalion known as Rattray's Seikhs, and the Kamroop Regiment. 
The entire Force in the Hills, consisting of the Troops above enumerated, in addition to the 
21 st Native Infantry, was placed under the Command of Colonel Dunsford of the 28th 
Native Infantry. The Corps of Dhangur Coles in process of being raised for employment in 
the Public Works Department was to bh placed, if necessary, for a time at the disposal of the 
Military Authorities, and steps were taken to organize a pony Corps for baggage and Com¬ 
missariat purposes. Major Haughton, the Officiating Commissioner of Assam, who was at 
the timp in the disturbed District, was ordered to assume the direct Civil management of 
the Jyntcali and Cossyah Country, and of all affairs connected with the rebellion, or the rela¬ 
tions of Government with the Cossyah Chiefs, the ordinary duties of the Commissionership 
being made over to Major Agnew, the Judicial Commissioner. Rewards were offered for the 
apprehension of Ookiang Nongba, the Rebel Dolloye of Jowai, and other leaders of revolt, and 
a new Commission under Act XI. of 1857 was issued in the names of Major Haughton and 
Captain Morton. At the same time ,the Local Authorities were distinctly reminded that the 
object of Government was simply to chastise those actually in rebellion, and that the destruc¬ 
tion of villages and other property should therefore be avoided as far as might be consistent 
with the offensive Military operations about to be undertaken. 


In December active measures commenced. The general plan adopted may thus be briefly 

described. Two Companies of the Kamroop Regiment occupied 
n o opfflfBtion. Sylhet, and a party of the same strength was posted at Cachar 

to secure the van of operations. Another Regiment was stationed at Cherra, which was to 
be available also for furnishing patrols and moveable Columns, and for occupying such impor¬ 
tant posts to the west of the theatre of the rebellion, as Nungklow, Yeodo, Shillong, &c. The 
rest of the Forces it was proposed to employ jn following up the Rebels in every direction, and 
in occupying all the important posts in the Jynteah Hills. Instructions were also issued directing 
that all who came and surrendered unconditionally should be pardoned, unless the crime 
of murder should be proved against them, but that all who should be caught in arms and in 
opposition to Government should be dealt with by the Commissioners appointed under Act 
XI. of 1859. 


The Rebels were altogether unable to make hea^ against the Force now brought to bear 

|PK>n them, and on the 25th December, Lieutenant Sadlier, of 
mcM^*takon*** the 2Sth Native Infantry, cleverly captured Ookiang Nongba, 

the chief leader and instigator of the rebellion. In January 
operations were commenced against the stockaded villages of the Insurgents. One after 
another they* eithpr fell before the gallantry of our Troops, or were deserted by the Rebels 
without an attempt at defence. In these. operations the Mountain Train of Artillery ‘was 
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limad of the greatest use.» Little loss resulted on our side, though nnfortunatelf, in 
the attaok on Nongbari, Colonel;^ Bichardson, Commanding 44th Natire In&ntry, was 
severely wounded, and Government thus for a time deprived of the services of that able 
Officer. Our operations in the South met with undeviatibg success, culminating in the 
capture of the strong stockade of Surtiang. From the moment of the. &11 of that place 
the villages about b^an rapidly to submit; and Major Thellhdl, who was sent northward ^ 
by Colonel Dunsford, soon by bis activity crushed the rebellion in that%iarter likewise. 
Before the end of March Colonel Haughton reported the rebellion at an end. The 28th 
Native In&ntry were withdrawn, and the Kamroop Regiment is in course of absorp¬ 
tion into the new Police of Assam. At the close of the year under review all active oppo* 
sition had ceasai; the settlement of the disturbed villages was rapidly progressing; the 
ppoplc'were re-building their houses and returning to the cultivation of their fields; the * 
arrears of Income Tax and House Tax were being gradually collected in money or in kind, or 
were being commuted to labor on the roads now in course of construction; the new Civil 
Police was bqing organized in the District; and Captain Morton was making every effort to 
capture the two or three leaders, who with a few followers, still lurk in the jungles and 
refuse to submit. 


Causes of tlie rebellion. 


No causes for the rebclHon, beside those noticed in last year’s Report, have as yet been 

traced. But the statements of captured or submitted 
Rebels, and especially of Ookiang Nongba, who was seized 
by Lieutenant Sadlier, condemned, and executed for rebellion, lead to the conclusion that 
the interference of the Police with the Pooja at Jallong was what struck the spark of revolt, 
though other causes, such as discontent at taxation, a natural longing for independence, the 
machinations of evil disposed persons, superstitious fears of interference with the national reli¬ 
gion, or the misconduct of our Native Officials, may Imve previously acted with varying inten¬ 
sity over the different classes of the community, to produce a restless and inflammable state 
of feeling. 


Colonel Haughton has been called on for a report after thorough investigation of the 

Mewnres taken for the intmtaction of out-break, and he is now engaged in col- 

civiii*ation and order among the CoBsyah lecting materials for that report.' Tho Commissioner has 

also been requested to submit a scheme of local administra¬ 
tion of which the main scope shall be, while adopting a simple plan of Government, suitable 
to the present condition and circumstances of the people, and interfering as little aa possible 
with the existing institutions, to extend our intercourse with them, and endeavour to introduce 
among them civilization and order. As means to this end the Lieutenant-Goyemor has 
intimated that he considers education ufid roads of the highest importance, and the Deputy 
Commissioner -has been, therefore, directed to submit an cd^j^itional scheme for the Jynteah 
Hills, while application has been made to' the *Govcmmcnt of India for tho allotment of a 
special sum for the purpose of opening up roads in and through tho District. 

It is hoped that the severe though self-entailed suffering, which the Jynteahs have 
undergone in the warfare which they forced upou us, will teach them the folly of revolt. 
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while the measures now about to be introduced for the civil adminiatration of the country 
will lead them to take a more enlightened and salutary view of the true object of our deal¬ 
ings with them. ^ 

OUR |lBLATIONS WITH BHOOTAN: 

In the lasjgjj^dministration Report the very unsettled and irritating nature of our 
. . relations with Bhootan was explained at length, and it was 

State of things on the Bhootan Frontier. ^ ^ 

stated that a Mission te the Deb and Dhurm Rtyahs of that 
country was in contemplation. The necessity for some such measure as a means of opening 
direct communication with the rulers of Bhootan, and coming to some clear understanding 
• with them, has received still further proof during the past year. Fortunately the 
officers of Government have been able to prevent any serious outrages by the Bhootanese 
within our Territories, but the state of anarchy which prevails on the other side of the Frontier 
is such as to give rise to continual uneasiness in the villages in the neighbourhood. In the outlying 
soubahships which march with our North-Eastern Provinces, the authority of the rentral govern¬ 
ing power seems to be little more than nominal. It is true that power delegates the Soobahs, 
but might is right in those districts, and the newly appointed representative of the Deb Rajah 
has generally to contest his jiost with some rival. The defeated competitor, as a general rule, 
takes refuge within our Territory, and endeavours to embroil our subjects in his quarrel. Two 
instances of this occurred within the year under review. In one the refugee was a Soobah, by 
name Garrow Katma, who had to be removed from the Frontier to Gowalparah, to prevent him 
from enlisting British subjects in his cause. In the other case the Soobah of Mynagoorie, 
Sara Wong, compelled to yield to a successor appointed to supersede him, retired, after a struggle, 
to Gowhatty, where he was allowed to remain. After a time, however, he left that place, 
and managed to muster a small body of followers, at whose head he encountered and defeated 
the forces of his rival, in an engagement fought at Choorabunder, just beyond our Frontier, and 
within view of the Deputy M^strate of Titalyah and the Officer Commanding the Troops 
at Julpigoree, who had proceeded thither to prevent any aggression upon our confines. 

» 

But though the reasons for despatching a Mission to Tassisudan remain, in the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s opinion, as cogent as ever, it h^ been found impossible to carry out the measure 
during the past year. Before sending an envoy it was necessary to ascertain the intentions of the 

Deb Rajah as to his reception, and the messenger despatched 
“ despatching a ^ object by the Agent,, to the Governor-General on the 

North-East Frontier, did not return till November. Even 
then the reply he brought from the Deb Rajah was unsatisfactory and evasive. He complains 
of the stoppage of the payment of the Revenues of Ambarri Falacotta, and of the vagueness of 
the accusations of Bhootiah outrages in British Territory j but treats the question of the 
Mission in a hurried and indefinale way, and endeavours to put the matter off by a promise to 
send Zinkaffs (Messengers) hin^f to Gowhatty. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, upon receipt of this intelligenee, pressed for the despatch of a 
Mission at onse from Daijeeling as a starting point; but the Government of India deemed it 
better to wait for the arrival of the promised Zinkaff, No messengers, however,- have yet 
arrived, and there is strong reason to belike that, the promise to send them was a mere excuse 
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for delay. The Governments of tlierefore^ been again addreased ^ the snbject, and 

the despatch of a Mission is sti%un^ oonsideration. 

ESTABLISHMENT OP PEEENHLY BELATIONS.i.WITH THE ABOES. 

The Abors, a wild people inhabiting the Mills to the North of the Yall^ had, 

from time to time, committed various raids on the British 
OUT pw^audvmi^ ^ villages situated in their neighbourhood. In December 1861, 

however, they began to extend the sphere of their operations; 
and a party of men supposed to belong to the Meyong section of the tribe, actually 
crossed the Berhampooter, and plundered a Beheeah village within fifteen miles of Dibrooghur, 
killing twelve of our subjects. It was evident that pome decisive measures were necessary to 
prevent a recurrence of such outrages. The previous flying expeditions into the Hills seemed 
rather to have'incited these wild people to farther attacks upon our subjects. It was, therefore, 
proposed to take advantage of the cold weather of 1862-§d, in order to occupy, for one season 
at least, a portion of the Abor territory, and, at the same tune, to strengthen our defences 
by additional out>po8ts and lines of conununication. 


Before this plan, however, could be carried out, the Meyong Abors expressed, of their 
^ j own accord, a desire to be allowed to renew friendly relations 

Overtures of reconciliation made hy the ' ** 

Meyong Abors, and ternwof the engage- with OUT Government, and sent a message to the eflfect that, 

ineut enterod into with thcon. ^ 

. if their past offences were overlooked, they would make their 

submission, and behave peaceably for the fiiture. Without, therefore, abandoning the measures 
of defence already decided upon. Government thought it right to take advantage of the better 
disposition of the Abors to avoid, if possible, the necessity for offensive operations. Accordingly, 
a friendly meeting having been arranged between th& Chiefs and the Depuly Commissioner of 
Luckimpore, an agreement was entered into, hy which the Abors engaged to recognise the 
sovereignty of the British Government as extending up to the foot of their Hills; to take no 
umbrage at the establishment of Military posts and the construction of roads, &c., on the 
Frontier; to abstain from molesting our subjects, or making any hostile attacks on our villages; 
and, in the event of a disagreement with our people, to refrain from taking the law into their 
own hands, and to appeal to the Deputy Commissioner for redress. We, on orur port, agreed to 
permit the Meyong Abors to have free intercourse with the plains for trade or other friendly 
purposes, and also to pay to the Chiefs small allowances in kind, in order to enable them to keep 
up among their own people a small Police upon the Frontier, so as to prevent the passage of 
any on? into our territory, with an unlawful object. 


The above agreement was concluded with the Meyong Abor Chiefs of the Monkoo, 

Eomkang, Bokoong, FadamaIR, Kemi, Lekang, Galong, and 

Similar engagements entered into with _ , ... __ , % > 

tb^UthragDebang Abors, and tbo Meyong Ledoom commmuties on the 5th November last. On the 

Abort o abong. idem, a similar engagement was entered into with the 

Dihang Debang Abors of the Meybo, Padoo, Boomjeon, Silook, Bor, Bor Silook, and Toomkoo 

Padoo tribes; and again, on the 2(>th January last, the same terms were subscribed to by the 

Kebong community of the Meyong Abors. 
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Prospect! of future peace. 


Friendly treaties having thus been expressly entered into with the several Abor trib^ 

above named, there are good grounds for hoping that, the 
tranquillity of the British Frontier in that direction will, for 
the future, be less liable to disturbance. 

OUR RELftlONS WITH THE Al^GAMI NAGAS. 


Our rcli 




Ontrofres committed by tbo Angam'ieson 
our sulyeLts. 


B 'with the Angami Nagaa have been, for about ten yean past, of a 
most unsatisfactory character. In the District of Nowgong 
alone, no less than 126 residents have been killed, thirty^ 
one wounded, and sixty-two taken captive by these savages. The atrocities last perpe¬ 
trated consisted of three distinct attacks made on our subjects in March 1862, within 
the short space of twenty-four days; and marked, in two instances at least, with features of 
unusual and ominous boldness. The first outrage was committed on a Sepoy, who was deli¬ 
berately attacked and slain in broad day light, within 500 feet of a Guard House filled with 
his comrades; his assailants getting^off unharmed. In the next instance, the sufferers con¬ 
sisted of a party of seven elephant hunters, six of whom were slaughtered, and the seventh 
badly wounded. In the third case a village, within three quarters of a mile of the Guard 
House before alluded to, was attacked and plimdered in open day, eight persons being killed 
and two children carried off. 


The annual recurrence of such atrocities, with almost unvarying certainty, ’rendered it 

imperative on the part of Government to adopt immediate 
measures for remedying the evil. Thq expedient of inter¬ 
dicting the Angamics from trading with the people of the 
plains had been tried, but had not succeeded, at least in the Nowgong District, to any 
extent. In faet, it had not even been found practicable to carry it out effectually j and it 
appeared to the Lieutenant-Governor that the practice of punishing uncivilized tribes, by 
prohibiting them from intercourse with the plains, was one which was altogether unsound in 
policy, and that the contrary course of encouraging these wild people in every way to trade 
with our subjects, was likely to render them more amenable to reason and order, by convinc¬ 
ing them of the advantage of such intercourse. The orders previously given for shutting up 
the Doars have therefore been withdrawn. It is further intended to locate an Officer on the 
border to be in immediate communication with the Nagas, and for this purpose the Commis¬ 
sioner of Assam has been requested to select a suitable place for the establishment of an 
out-post. When a convenient position is fixed npon, and an Officer is appointed for the duty 
alluded to, the Chiefs of the Angamies will be invited to a friendly conference with him, with 
a view to induce them to agree to some scheme of administration, whereby it maylbecome 
their direct interest to prevent their people from making raids into our territories, and to 
refer their disputes and^grievauces to him for decision and redress. 

tSe pacification of BOAD. 


The outbreak in Boad tknd the progress made in su^essing it were noticed in last yeoris 
Report; wd it was then stated that the country was rapidly settling down. Since theevmts 
therein narrated lib subsequent disturbances have taken place. The only rebel ringleaders of 
note, then remaining at large, via., Bulram MuUick, Sirdar of Arimul, shortly after sunrbiidered,

to determine the sentences that should be inflicted on the ringleaders, to settle the. points 
in dispute between the Bajah and the Eundhs, nnd to distribute rewmfds to those whose aid 
or good service had merited distinction* All this has been done. The ringleaders have

extent of about Bupees 1,200, have been distn* 
buted; and the Bead Rajah has been mulcted in a fine of Bupees 1,000 towards the 
expense of suppressing the disturbance, and has, moreover, been distinctly warned that, in the 
event of fresh disturbances arising from similar causes, he woold not receive the support of 
■Government, but that other arrangements would then have to be made for the efficient adminis* 
tration of the country.

The probability, however, of any fresh disturbances breaking out in the same country may 
now be looked upon as extremely remote. The entire cost to Government of suppressing the 
outbreak amounted to Bupees 2,771. 

DISTURBANCES IN MUNIPORE. 


In June last an attempt was made by six Munipoorie Princes, who had hitherto resided in 

Attmpt to ,iepo« the pmeenf mjah, Cachar District, to depose the present Rajah of Mumpore, 
end failure <rf the scheme. ggt; up One of themselvcs, named Meipak, in his stead. For 

this purpose they left Cachar with from 120 to 150 armed followers, and two small howitzers; 
but the SupOTintendent of the District, having received information of their prooeedings, 
despatched fifty men of the 44th Native Infantry after them, who overtook an^ attacked them. 
The rebels, however, made a detour at night, and without the knowledge of their pursuers, 
proceeded on to Munipore, and actually forced themselves inside the Blah's fortification, 
notwithstanding that it was manned by 3,000 .men. But the R^jah^s fwnily being more 
bold than his army, the attacking party were repulsed, and three of their number killed^ 
one of whom turned out to be a mutineer of the 34th Native Infantry. Subsequently 
three of the principal ringleaders of the rebellion surrendered themselves; and these, under the 
orders of the Governor General in Council, have been made over to the R^rii of Munipore, 
to be tried according to the law and custom of the country. 


THE HILL TRACTS OP CHITTAGONG. 


The establishment of a separate Superinten^ency in the Ilill TVacts of Chittagong was 
^ noticed in the Administmtion Report for 1869-80, and the 

by the Kookiee nbjftnfei to be gmned by the arrangement were stated 

to be the repression of the border raids so frequently com¬ 
mitted by the Kookies on ottr subjeots in their neighbourhood, and the adoption of measures

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for civilizing both the Kookie§and our Hill-men. The results of the endeavoaw made hy ibe 
Superintendent during the year under review, were extremely &vomble. No outrages, of any 
kind were perpetrated by the Kooldea, and a considerable trafficpvas carried on by Button 
Pooea, the Chief of one of the Kookie Tribes, and his people, with the Bengalee traders at 
Ksssalong. Button Fooea had iurther assisted in canying on negociations with the Howlpng 
and Sylhoo tribes of Kookies, but the chiefs of those tribes still held aloof from all overtures 
towards establiJhng inendly relations with them, and looked on the presents offered by the 
Superintendent as magic gifts intended to bewitch them, and requiring to be aired in the 
wind before they could be safely accepted. 

Attempts, however, are being made to come to some such understanding with these tribes 
as has been arrived at by the Assam Authorities with the Abors upon the North-East Frontier, 
by means of written agreementst At present there is every prospect of success, and it is confi¬ 
dently hoped that the stability of the present tranquil condition of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
will be insured by the measures now in progress.

The precautionary measures taken against incursion have consisted in the establishment of 

Pwcwtionary n>ea.ar«s ukoa Kassalong, Rangamattefe, Comillah, and 

inroad*. Manickchurree; and the quietness of the Kookies has combined 

with a good harvest to improve the condition of the Hill-men, who, but a short time ago, were 
suffering severely from dearth of provisions. 

SUCCESSION TO THE RAJ OF TIPPERAH. 

» 

Eshan Chunder Manick, Maharajah of Tipperah, died on the 1st of August 1862. Two 
claimants to the succession appeared, one Beer Chunder Thakoor, the uterine brother of the 
deceased, who also alleged that he had been nominated Joobraj, or heir apparent, by the Rajah, 
on the day befoj^ his death, and who was actually in possession of the Raj ; the other Neel 
Kissen Thakoor, half-brother of the late Rajah, who claimed to succeed on the ground of 
seniority, and of a decision of the Sudder Court, dated 14th March 1809, which, however, 
related, and could only relate, to the succession to the Tipperah Zemindaree. After a carefiil 
.consideration of all the circumstances represented by the clmmante, the Lieutenant-Governor 
recognised Beer Chunder Thakoor,as the defacto Rajah of Tipperah, leaving all other claimants to 
establish their right, by a suit 411 the Civil Court of Tipperah, for the Zemindaree of Roshunabad, 
whicli belongs to the Raj of Tipperah. 

TITLE OP RAJAH BEHADUR CONFERRED ON THE CHIEF OP NUSTENG. 

The Rajahs of Nungklow, Moleem, and Khyrim, in the Co^yah Hills, having been 
acknowledged as dependent to the Briti^ Government, and each received the title of 
Biyah Behadur, as was noticed in previous Reports, Moot Sing, Rajah, of Nnsteng, whose 
Territory is.^tuated in the South-West portion of the'iCossyah Kills, and who'is belssved 
to be the most powerful of the senli-iudependent Chiefs in them, applied to Government for a 
similar re-cognition of his authority, on condition of executing an agreement to the same

former.

SECTION XL-TOUR IN 1862. 


Tas Lientenant-Govemor left Calcutta on tear on the 29th June. After spending some 
days at Bhaugulpore, during which be inspected the unopened portion of the East India 
Kailway, as far »3 the Soane Bridge, he embarked on board the State Yacht Bota$, on the 9th 
Jnly, and proceeded towards Assam by the Ganges and Jamoona Elvers, visiting by the way 
the Stations of Bauleah, (Rajshahye), Koosteah, Pubna, and Serajgunge. In Assam riia 
Stations of Gowalpara, Gowbatty, Nowgong, Tezpore, Dibrogurh, and Sibsangur were succes¬ 
sively visited; the Assam Tea Company’s Plantations and Establishments at Nazirah also, 
and some other plantations within reach of the River at that season, were inspected. The 
practicability of the River Kullung thronghout its length, and of the Dikho from its mouth to 
Nazirah, for Steam Navigation during the rains was established. Returning down the Berham- 
pooter the Lieutenant-Govemor stopped at the Stotiena of Jumalpore and Mymensingh, and 
proceeded thence, by the River Luckia, to Dacca. After coaling at Dacca, the Koladyne, with 
the Rotas in tow, steamed up the Megna, Kossiara, and Barah Rivers, witli the Lieutenant- 
Governor on board, to Cachar, and thence by the Soorma to Sylhet and Chnttack. At Chnt- 
tack the Lientenant-Govemor left the Rotas, and ascending tbe Cossyah Hills remained a short 
time at Cherra Pbonjee, and then, alter visiting Dacca, retnmed to-Bhangnlpore about the 
middle of September. In October the Lieutenant-Governor travelled along the new Imperial 
Road from Caragola Obftt to the foot of the Sub-Himalaya^ and thence up the old Hill Road 
to Daijeeling, returning after a few days by the new Cart Road and tbe Settlement of Hope Town, 
to Kundong, and thenoe to the Plains. Later in the season, in the month of February, the 
Lieutenant-Governor visited the Stations of Patna, Mozufferpore, (Tirhoot,) Mootehaiee, 
(Chttutparun,) Chnpra, (Somn,) and Arrah, (Shahabad,): and thez^ after attending the Governor 
General at the opening of the East India Railway from Bengal to the North-Western Fro- 
vinoM, returned to the Presidency. 

At all the Stations visited during &e year the laeutenant-Govmnor met and conversed 
with the Officers of tbe Distoict, aiffi many of tbe principal residents both Elfish and Native.

Report by Captain E. Davidson, r. e.. Deputy Consulting Engineer to Government of Bengal, 
Railway Department, on the accidents which have occured, on Railways m Bengal 
during the year 1862. 

Prom the Returns sent in during the year, it appears that forty-five persons have been 
killed and sixteen injured during the past year. Of this number one killed and one injured 
were passengers, twenty-nine killed and fifteen injured were persons connected with Railways, 
and fifteen killed were persons unconnected with Railways. There have been forty-seven 
accidents during the year, forty-one with injury to life or limb, and six without. 

2. The information received has been thrown, for the sake of convenience, into a 
tabular shape. 

Table I shows the number of persons killed or injured from all causes during 1862. 

Table II shows the number of accidents that have taken place during 1862, and the 
causes of them. 

Table III gives the ratio of passangers who have been killed and injured from causes 
beyond their own control during 1862, to the number carried during that period. 

A Register (No. IV) shows the details of the accidents involving injury to life or limb 
during 1862, classified under the following headings:— 

A. Accidents to Passengers. 

B. Accidents to persons connected with Railways, 

^ C. Accidents to persons unconnected with Railways. 

A Register (No. V) gives the accidents to trains or portion of trains not attended with 
injury to persons, classified as follows:— 

D. Accidents appertaining to Rolling-stock and Road. 

E. Accidents appertaining to management of Railw’ays. 

REMARKS. 

Accidents to Passengers. 

During 1862, one passenger trying to leave a train in motion was killed, and one passenger 
trying to enter a carriage after the train had started was injured. 

No Passenger Trains met with accidents during the year. 

ApCIDBNTS TO persons CONl^CTED WITH RAILWAYS. 

There have been thirty incidents to these classes of persons, of which all but three proved 
fatal, and all but two were caused by the negligence or imprudence of the sufferers. Twenty- 
nine persons were killed and fifteen injured during the year. 

m 
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AcCIDE-VTS to PEESOIfS UNCONNECTED WITH RAILWAYS. 

Tlierc were nine accidents of this kind during 1802, all occurring to trespassers, all 
fatal, and resulting in the death of fifteen persons. 

Accidents to Teains not attended with injdey to peksons. 

There have been six accidents of this character, two attributable to defects in the road and 
works, three to neglect of Pointsmen, and one to the effect of a most violent storm at 
Raneeguuge, which blew seventeen Goods' Waggons off the rails, damaging three. 

On the 21th October a bridge of five arches of fifteen feet each failed during the night, 
fi’om tlie action of a sudden flood undermining the foundaiion.^!, and a Goods' Train, consisting 
of Engine, Tender, and thirteen Waggons fell into the^^stream. No lives were lost, but the 
Rolling-stock was much injured, and the estimated cost cd’ repairing it Avas Rupees 20,500. 
Tliis accident has already been made the subject of a full report. 

Causes op Accidents. 

Every accident is detailed in the Regi.sters. Of the total number of forty-seven, thirteen 
were purely accidental, two from defects in road, five from negligence of Pointsmen, one from 
Government Policemen ])lacing a Trolly on the Line and using it, and twenty-six from inadc- 
<|uatcly enforced regulations. 

Of this latter number twenty-six, thirteen accidents arose from men l)eing allovvcd to 
attempt to cross the Line in front of Trains, one from Trollies being ])ermittcd to be on tlu' Rails 
without proper precautions, seven from men being allowed to trespass, and five from miscella¬ 
neous causes. • 

These Returns do not seem to call for any special remark, but it will be observeil that tlie 
hecdlcssncss and apathy of Natives are the reasons for accidents in the great majority of cases. 

0. A Table (No. VJ) will be interesting as a summary of the information regarding 
siccidents that liave taken place since the commencement of the Railway era in Bengal. It 
might be maintained year by year. 

4. The time has now come when it wmuld be judicious to introduce uniformity in all 
Statistical Returns regarding Railways, including those of accidents. At present no system 
is observed, l)ut each Presidency u.ses its own forms, some being unnecessarily difluse and others 
hardly complete. Tlie attention of the Government of India might be called to this want, 
which might be supplied on the Report of a Committee assembled to select and settle the 
forms in >vhich all Statistical Returns regarding Railways in India should henceforth be 
submitted.
